' Franchise Given Tom Platt and Others 


Fetches a Big Price from an En- 
gslish Syndicate, 


New York, Sept. 12.—[{Special.]—The Erie 
Canal Traction company, an offshoot of the 
Cataract General Electric company which 
was given vastly valuable franchises by the 
State of New York for the right to use the 
Erie Canal and canal lands, has been sold 
to an English syndicate for $3,000,c00. 
Chariton T. Lewis, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Cataract General Electric company, 
has sailed for London to meet William 
Mertens, President of the company, and the 
negotiations which have been in progress for 
several months will be finished and papers 
signed for the sales. 

Before sailing Mr. Lewis said: ‘* Within 
a very short time the Erie Canal will be 


equipped from Lake Erie to the Hudson 


with the most complete cableway system of 
canalboat propulsion ever introduced. The 
work of construction will progress as rap- 
idly as the enlargement of the canal under 
the $9,000,000 appropriation will permit. 

“The building of large fleets of steel 
canalboats that are now under way is stim- 
ulated by the anticipation of cheap Niagara 
electricity for the motive power. The fleets 
will be towed by powerful tugs on the great 
lakes and on the Hudson. This will open a 
new and direct route from the Northwest 
to tide water.’’ 

The company has nothing to sell but its 
franchise, which cost fiothing. It has no 
wires to carry electricity, no canal boats to 
run by electricity, no plant ofany kind. The 
Cataract General Electric company still re- 
tains a more valuable part of the same fran- 
chise—the right to use the canal lands for dis- 
tributing Niagara power to the principal 
cities.

HURLED FROM HIS HORSE, 


W. S..FORREST BADLY HURT WHILE 
RIDING IN WASHINGTON PARK. 


He Is Found in a Semi-Conscious 
Condition in a Ditch with His Left 
Shoulder Dislocated and His Face 
Badly Cut—Taken to His Home, 
Where Medical Assistance Is Sum- 
moned—His Injuries Not Deemed 
Fatal—Cause of Accident Not Known 


Attorney W. S. Forrest was found lying 
in a ditch in Washington Park at 9:30 o'clock 
last night with his left shoulder dislocated 
and his face badly cut and bruised, the re- 
sult of being thrown from his horse. He 
was able tagive his name to the persons who 
found him,and was taken homein a carriage 
and a physician summoned. The dislocation 
was reduced and the wounds in his head 
dressed. The injuries are serious, but last 
night they were not considered fatal. 

There are two stories as to how the acci- 
dent occurred, and at Mr. Forrest's resi- 
dence, No. 3264 Groveland avenue, it was 
said last night that nobody knew the cause. 
Mr. Forrest, the family declared, was suffer- 
ing so much pain that he was unable to give 
an account of the accident.

Parade in the Streets.

of the crowd which occupied the lawn and 
contiguous streets. 

Canton people turned out early, prepared 
to stay late, to witness the day’s demon- 
stration, and the country and villages about 
Canton poured in their inhabitants to swell 
the crowd. When Maj. McKinley appeared 
and when he arose to speak there was onc 
of the most wildly enthusiastic scenes yet 
witnessed and it was some time before the 
club’s President, Mr. Hoffstadt, could make 
himself heard to announce that the delega- 
tion was made up of men who had heretofore 
voted: the Democratic ticket, but who are 
now convinced the best interests of the 
country, as weil as themselves, demand the 
success of Republican principles at the polls 
in November. 


Pennsylvania Is Represented. 


There was a general outpouring of Penn- 
sylvania citizens this afternoon. They be- 
gan arriving shortly after 12 o'clock and 
continued to come until after 3. It was 
these people who figured in the storm, and 
their reception at the McKinley home was 
abruptly broken off and transferred to the 
tabernacle after McKinley had responded 
to the first greeting.

The party included men 
from the general Offices, from the depots, 
the yards, and the section. It was during 
this demonstration that the scene was shift- 
ed to rer’ tabernacle. An address was made 
by Col. 8S. H. Church, Corresponding Secre- 
tary of ite Pennsylvania company. 

While he was speaking the McKinley and 
Hiobart club of McKeesport, Pa., came upon 
the scene and were introduced by Col. Cron- 
emier. 

When the rain subsided the crowd from 
McKeesport again went to the McKinley 
home and asked foraspecch. Headdressed 
them Driefly. 

Seventy-five general agefits of insurance 
ecmpanies.came from Cleveland during the 
afternoon.

It was late tonight when the last train 
load departed, and the wildest scenes pre- 
vailed throughout the evening. There were 
parades and coneerts, and farewell salutes 
to the Major, serenades toheadquatters and 
newspapers, and shouting. and Beecring 
everywhere. 

During the reception of the various dele- 
gations Mrs. McKinley, surrounded by a 
number of women friends, sat just within 
the door. Through this she could\observe 
the enthusiastic throngs which had called 
to pay their respects to her distinguished 
husband. Mrs. McKinley frequently was 
cheered and she graciously acknowledged 
the salutes with a bow.

RAINS GUN METAL IN HIGHLAND PARK 


Se 


Exploding Cannon at a Republican 
Rally Gives Several Narrow Es- 
capes from Death. 


The Republicans of Highland Park became 
overenthusiastic in their demonstration for 
McKinley and Hobart last night, and were 
furnished with a bit of excitement which 
far outdid their expectations. H. Dorsey 
Patton and ex-Postmaster Frank Palmer 
were the guésts of the occasion, and one of 
the chief features of the demonstration pre- 
pared in honor of their visit was the cause of 
the excitement. 

A 200-pound cannon was thounted in front 
of McDonald Hall, St. Johns and Central av- 
enues, where the meeting was to be held, and 
just before the opening a salute of seven 
guns were fired. At the last shot those who 
had charge of the cannonade thought it 
would be well to give the piece an extra 
charge, and the result was that the gun ex- 
ploded and its splinters were hurled for 
blocks in various directions about the vil- 
lage. 

No one was injured, but one of the pieces 
flew a block north and struck the house of 
A. G. MePherson, an engineer, St. Johns anid 
Park avenues. It tore a hole through the 
roof and fell on the floor in the upper story 
at the side of a crib in which lay a 4-year- 
old girl. Thesplinter weighed about twenty- 
five pounds and caused no little excitement 
in the house. 

Another piece struck the building occupied 
by Moses brothers, Centralavenue and First 
street, but caused no damage. 

At the time seventy-five men and boys 
stood about the gun, and when the explosion 
came there was a wild scurrying for places 
of safety. A part of the cannon was thrown 
against a fence, and a fivinge board struck a 
boy near by. His injury was slight, how- 
ever, and he left the place without giving his 
name, 

The cannon was at first loaded with charges 
of a quarter of a pound of powder at each 
gun, but at the seventh shot the piece was 
loaded with a full pound. This was 
rammed tight with a wet sod and mud in 
order to cap the climax with a tremendous 
report. It proved more tremendous than was 
bargained for, and fora time there was fear 
among the spectators that some one had 
been injured. 

The chiid of McPherson had the narrowest 
escape of any. McPherson is the engineer 
for the Highland Park Electric company. 

The program for the evening went on as 
if nothing had occurred, and Mr. Patton and 
Mr. Palmer both made speeches. The for- 
mer confined his remarks principally to the 
candidacy of John R. Tanner for the Gov- 
¢ernorship, and Mr. Palmer talked on the 
money question. They were heard by an 
audience of about 400.

‘In any event Mr. Forrest was thrown over 
the horse’s head a distance of ten or fifteen 
fect, falling on his shoulder, and rendered 
partially unconscjous. His face was cov- 
ered with blood from the cuts received, when 
he was found a few minutes later by H. M. 
Hastings, No. 


As soon as Mr. Forrest had recovered suf- 
ficently to give his name to the police a car- 
riage was summoned ard he was taken to 
his home. Dr. William E. Morgan, No. 2839 
Cottage Grove avenue, was sent for. Here- 
sponded, with an assistant, and together the 
two physicians reduced the dislocation and 
made the injured man as comfortable as pos- 
sible. 

When Mr. Forrest was found he was suf- 
fering intense pain, and this continued until 
nearly midnight, when he dropped asleep. 
The pain was so severe that it was said no 
effort was made at his home to learn tho 
particulars of the accident from him. Mrs. 
Forrest would not leave her husband’s bed- 
side last night long enough to ciscuss the 
accident. She knew absolutely nothing, she 
said, about the cause, 

Mr. Forrest an Expert Rider. 

The horse which Mr. Forrest was riding at 
the time he was thrown had been ridden by 
him all summer on his evening jaunts and 
was considered a safe and reliable animal. 
Besides, Mr. Forrest is an expert equestrian, 
which makes the accident still more unac- 
countable. The horse galloped south after 
the accident occurred and was lost sight of. 

H. M. Hastings, who was the first toassist 
Mr. Forrest, was walking along Cottage 
Grove avenue at the time the accident oc- 
curred. He saw the horse stumble and Mr. 
Forrest fall headlong and he at once ran to 
assist him. Mr. Forrest was so dazed by the 
fall as to be almost unconscious, but he re- 
covered in a few minutes sufficiently to tell 
who he was. Meanwhile he had been carried 
to a neighboring store to await further help. 

Capt. Shippy of the Woodlawn Police Sta- 
tion later in the evening attempted to 
ascertain the cause of theaccident. Several 
witnesses declared it was due to a chain, 
which had been stretched across the bridle 
path to close it to pedestrians. Either it 
was too dark for Mr. Forrest to see the 
chain, or he was going to rapidly to stop, 
when he did see it.) These are the two ex- 
planations of the police. 

Mr. Forrest has a wide reputation as a 
criminal lawyer, and he has been connected 
with some important cases. 

Karly this morning the police captured a 
runaway saddle-horse at Fiftieth and State 
streets.

Forerunners of the Crowd. 


There were two hundred people standing

BOURKE COCKRAN’S SPEECH IN FULL 


Orator Truly Depicts Bryan and Pop- 
ocracy in a aMsterly Effort. 

Mr. Cockran spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies, and Gentlemen: 
It has been sai@ by some that Mr. Bryan dur- 
ing this canvass has been talking too much 
llaughter], but Ido not join in that criticism. 

‘It may be that the redundency of his 
speeches tends to swell the vote of his oppo- 
nent, but they tend also to make clear to 
the American people the issue for which 
he stands in this campaign. That issue, 
which was somewhat beclouded by the garb 
of argument and philosophy which he as- 
sumed at Madison Square, emerges sinister 
and distinct from his recent addresses. 

‘During the 100 speeches which he has 
scattered over the length and ‘breadth of 
this country, betweem Lincoln, Neb., and 
the shores of the Atlantic, there has been 
one underlying idea from which he has 
never departed and which he has repeated 
every time that he addressed his fellow-citl- 
zens, and that idea was that the legislation 
of this country on financial subjects and 
for the last twenty-five years has been dic- 
tated by a number of foreign money lenders 
and has been intended to oppress and de- 
spoil the American people. 

‘‘ tie has declared in every speech that the 
attempt to establish a gold standard in this 
country, which was successful in 1873, is a 
conspiracy against the prosperity of Amer- 
ican citizens; that it should be resisted by 
American freemen as they wouid resist an 
attempt to invade the sanctity of their 
homes and attempt to destroy their wives 
and their children; and he has always in- 
sisted that the one predominant issue in this 
cainpaign overshadowing all others was the 
necessity of accomplishing the emancipa- 
tion of the people of this country from the 
domination of foreign shylocks. 

Egotism of Bryan. 

‘The establishment of the financta! inde- 
pendence of the United States depends, so 
he thinks, upon the elecsion of the loqua- 
cious young gentleman who had been nomi- 
nated by the Populists for the Presidency 
in their own convention at St. Louis and in 
the convention which they captured here in 
(Chicago a few weeks earlier. [Applause.] 

‘*‘ Now, 1 believe no one will dispute that 
this is a fair statement of the issue as Mr. 
Bryan himself has defined it, and it is an 
issue which presents a question to the 
American people such as never before has 
been presented to a free and intelligent and 
a virtuous electorate, It is an issue as to 
whether our government is a success or a 
failure: whether the Constitution of the 
United States is the glorious fruit of human 
wisdom and human virtue, or whether it is 
a shameful monument of human folly and 
human depravity [applause]; whether it 
should be preserved as the best defense for 
human rights, or-whether it should be de- 
stroyed as an obstacle to human progress. 
[Great aplpause.] 

‘‘Is Mr. Bryan’s statement ‘true that for 
twenty-five years the people of this country 
have been groaning under an oppressive 
system of laws fastened upon them by for- 
eign shylocks through the perfidy and cor- 
ruption of their own representatives? Then 
this government has been the _ polluted 
source of vicious laws; it has been an engine 
in the hands ‘of foreign enemies for the op- 
pression of the American citizens; for, to use 
the language which was rapturously ap- 
plauded in the convention at Chicago, the 
monetary system of this country has been 
established by a set of foreign money-lend- 
ers, more rapacious than those whom the 
Savior-of mankind scourged from the temple 
in Jerusalem. 

Government Against the People. 

“Then this government of the people ! 
not a government by the people, but a go. 


ernment directed against the best interest 


of the people. [(Applause.]. Then its estab- 
lishment was a monstrous perversion of 
a successful patriotic movement; its preser- 
vation by the sacrifice of countless fhou- 
sands of heroic lives was a crime and a mis- 
take condemened by man ‘and accursed 
of God, which should have been allowed to 
perish from the face of the earth when the 
hot flame of civil war lapped its foundation 
and threatened its existence. [Great ap- 
plause.} 

** Now we who love our country for what 
she has been [applause]—we who glory in 
her for what she is [applause]}—we who 
cherish her for what she shall be [applause] 
—here and now part company with Mr. 
Bryan and the Populistic horde that nomi- 
nated him. 

“The Democracy of this country whose 
cardinal faith is confidence in the capacity 
of the people to manage their own affairs 
will never admit the failure of our constitu- 
tional system. [Applause.}] We can have. 
neither part nor act with a candidate who 
prosecutes a campaign on assertions which 
are a.libel upon the splendor of our pros- 
perity [applause], upon the glory of our 
achievements, upon the virtue of our peo- 
ple, the patriotism of our citizens, the suc- 
cess of our government, the majesty of 
our republic. [Gréat applause.] 

** My friends, it is an extraordinary thing, 
I believe an unprecedented feature in the 
history of free irfstitutions, that an issue of 
this character should be tendered to the 
people, who must decide it by their own 
votes, and who, in deciding it, must pass 
— their capacity to administer their af- 
airs. 

** Now let us see what the grievances are 


. [Great applause.]

‘* And, my friends, it is hardly necessary 
to explain to you that Mr. Bryan enters this 
canvass with a total misconception of the 
laws which govern the rate of compensation 
paid the toiler, with a total misconception 
of the circumstances under which wages 
rise, and the adverse conditions under which 
they fall. In that speech at Madison Square 
he practically declared that if the laborer 
would accept a cheaper-dollar he would get 
more opportunities to work, and a better 
chance of reémployment after he had been 
discharged. fLaughter.] 

‘Now, did any of you, my friends, who 
happen to be laborers, ever know of a man 
who sought to reduce the wages of his work- 
ingmen who did not say about the same thing 
as that? Do you think that statement is orig- 
inal with Mr. Bryan? [Laughter.] It shows 
exactly the same mistaken conception of the 
laws governing that branch of production 
that he shows wherever he attempts to dis-— 
cuss logically and cléarly the relations of 
men to each other in a civilized community. 


True Basis of Wages. 

‘“‘ Wages, as I have undertaken once before 
to say, depend absolutely upon production. 
If any man makes five tables a day and they 
are worth $20 and his wages are $4 a day, 
what he actually gets is one table.

culation of a silver coin absolutely impartial, 


and in the next we find him complaining of 
the demonetization of a coin. which did not 
circulate according to himself. } 

‘‘Now, we have heard him*talk about 
standards of value. We have heard him say 
that the gold standard was a conspiracy 
against humanity. I don’t myself quite 
know how a standard could be a conspiracy 
any more than a horse could be a conspiracy. 
But Mr. Bryan said it, and I assume that he 
has some conception of economics that 
justify the assertion. And let me say right 
here to you, my friends, that in the dis- 
cussion of this currency question and kin- 
dred subjects for the last four years Popu- 
list orators have sd perverted economic €x-~- 
pressions that they have become the terror 
or ordinary man. 


Counsels Against Fright. 


“When any gentleman undertakes to 
speak to you about the battle of the stand- 
ards, about an appreciating dollar, about 
the woes of the debtor, and the hopeless 
cruelty of the creditor, and reads to you ex~ 
tracts from speeches which often mean 
nothing, and adds to them a few more non~- 
sensical observations of his own—don't be 
scared and don’t fancy that your intelligence 
is inferior because you can’t always grasp 
his meaning. [Laughter.] ‘In the moments 
of your deepest mystification you are in ex- 
actly the condition of your fellow-citizens, 
including that of the orator himself, (Laugh- 
ter.]- 

‘‘ Now, in economic science there ought to 
be nothing difficult, and I think it is a fair 
suggestion to make to intelligent people that

of which Mr. Bryan complains; let us see 
what are the facts to which he points in or- 
der to justify the extraordinary assertion 
that the republic which Washington found- 
ed, which Jefferson enlightened, which 


Jackson administered, which Lincoln saved | 
[prolonged applause and cheering], has re- | 


sulted in a scheme of oppression and spolia- 
tion, to which Mr. William Jennings Bryan 
must putan end. [{Laughter.] 

‘“‘T have followed all his speeches with in- 
terest, from that first address which swept 
the convention off its feet, down to that 
he delivered before the labor organizations 
in this city last Monday, and I confess that 


I have shared the mystification of the rest | 


of his auditors, while unfortunately I have 
been excluded from the enthusiasm which 
the newspapers told us marked those as- 
semblages. 

‘*T cannot discover of what he complains 
unless it be that the crinre of 1873, as he de- 
scribes it, has worked mischief irreparable 
to the people of this country. When he vis- 
ited New York for his speech of acceptance 
he placed before the people of the country 
his views in calm ahd deliberate language as 
to the grievance under which they were al- 
Jezged to suffer and the remedies which he 
prescribed for them. 

“ Then he told us, first, that he favored the 
remonetization of silver, which would bring 
the price of that metal up to $1.29 an ounce, 
then he told us in the next breath that he 
believed in the coinage ofa dollar which was 
cheaper than that which now circulated 
{laughter], so that debtors could satisfy the 
claims against them in coin of a lower pur- 
chasing power. : 


Question Yet Unanswered. 


**T took occasion in answefing his speech 
to propound to him a question of the gravest 
moment, and I have yet to hear an answer 


O it. ' 

*“ All through his addresses he won’t ever 
light upon that subject, because it has been 
pressed upon his attention, not merely by 
me, but by the newspapers of this whole 
country, and even the Chairman of: his com- 
mittee in an interview dictated in this town 
declared that the one question which hurt 
Mr. Bryan's candidacy was the statement 
that a debasement of the coinage would 
necessarily work a reduction in the rate of 
wages paid the laborer. [Applause.] 

** Now, I expected in the address which 
he delivered to the labor organizations here 
last Monday that this question would be 
treated as one of the most important aris- 
ing out of his canvass, and I challenge any 
man—Republican, Democrat, or Populist—to 
show me one word in which he undertook an 
explanation to the laboring masses of this 
country as to the effect upon their condi- 
tion of the debasement of the coinage which 
he advocates. [Applause.] 

“And, my friends, I tell you now that he 
never will answer it, because he never can. 
[Applause.] If Mr. Bryan should claim that 
the coinage of a dollar of baser material 
than that which is now the standard of value 
in this country, would bring the standard of 
the silver dollar to a parity with gold, then 
there would be no sense whatever in his agi- 
tation; it would ‘mean nothing; we would 
all be just where we are tonight, and this 
disturbance of the atmosphere by over a 
hundred speeches delivered in different parts 
of the ‘country would have been & useless 
agitation of air. [Applause.] : 


Effect on Sons of Toll, 


“If, on the other hand, hé e 
effect would be to increase the Bong pla 
modities without’ increasing the Price of 
labor in a corresponding degree, then, the 
purchasing price of wages being decreased 
a reduction in the compensation of the work- 
ingmen would by that fact be accomplished. 
[Applause.] That would hardly be a profita- 
ble assertion to make before a Labor day 
demonstration. On the other hand, if he 
claims that a reduction in the value of the 
dollar would increase the rate of wagés paid 
to labor in a degree/ exceeding the increase 
in the price of commodities, why then the 
farmer would want to know just where he 
came in in that scheme of beneficence. 
[Great laughter and applause.] 

“So, there being just three different posi- 
tions which Mr. Bryan can take, and each 
one of them being uncomfortable, he dis- 
poses of this entire question by saying that 
the men who propounded it aré agents of syn- 
dicates, friends of trusts, and generally con- 
temptible characters. [Laughter.] Now. 
that may be an answer according to the light 
of the Populist. It never was an answer 
when Democrats controlled their own af- 
fairs. [Great applause.] 

** But, my friends, if wages were a ques- 
tion of philanthropy, if wages were a feat- 
ure of charity, then the motive of the person 
who discussed them might have an im- 
portant bearing upon the whole character 
and language of the argument. But wages, 
as I have explained in another place, are 
fixed by a law just as immutable as the law 
which governs the progress of the seasons 
or the state of the weather. Wages depend 
upon production and on nothing else, and 
I declared at Madison Square, as I de- 
clare here tonight, that to me there is no 
test of prosperity except the rate of wages 
paid to labor, and that he who can increase 
that I would support, no matter by what 
political means. [Enthusiastic applause and 
cheers.)

product. Now, when he obtains the one 
table for $4 there are just four other tables 
which constitute his surplus product, and | 
which go.to repay all the labor that was ex- 
pended jin preparing the elements out of 
which the tables were constructed and the 
capital which set all that labor in motion. 
When he manufactures ten tables a day the 
demand for material is just twice as great; 
twice as many men must be employed in pre- 
paring -it; twice as much capital must find 
employment in setting that labor in motion; 
and he himself, obtaining twice as much 
wages, the whole stream of production is 
swelled by the happy and prosperous condi- 
tions under,which his wages have been 
raised. [{Applause.] 

y “ What is true of one department of indus- 
ry is true of all. Capital can only obtain 


sively employed when production is abun- 
dant, and every man finds an easy market 
for his labor. When, on the other hand, the 
output is restricted, manifestly less men will 
be employed in preparing the materials out 
of which the table is made, less men will be 
employed in preparing the bricks and stones 
out of which buildings are constructed, where 
there is. restriction in that department of 
industry. And so through all elements of 
human activity high wages are the mark of 
universal activity and prosperity, and low 
wages the mark of stagnant trade and gen- 
eral suffering. [Applause.] 


Eloquence of Silence. 


““ Now, it must be plain that when a ques- 
tion as important as this is put to a Presi- 
dential candidate, is emphasized by the 
newspapers, is recognized by the Chairman 
of his own committee, and the candidate re- 
mains silent, it indicates to every thinking 
man that the silence of that candidate is 
more eloquent than all the hundreds of 
speeches that he can make. [Great ap- 
plause.] 

‘Well, perhaps it is not exactly fair to 
say that in the hundred speeches which he 
has delivered he has absolutely said nothing 
lapplause], because he has. [Applause. ] 

‘He has said, as far as I can make out, 
two things—that is to say, he has made two 
important assertions. One is that the work- 
ingmen have been intimidatéd by their em- 
ployers. The other is that/Enegland controls 
our financial policy, and that the time has 
come when the people of the United States 
as an act of patriotism should disregard the 
influence of’ foreign nations upon their finan- 
cial system. 

“My friends, let us take those two ques- 
tions up in their order. 

“First, about the intimidation of work- 
ingmen. I refuse ‘to believe that a Presi- 
dential candidate would go from State to 
State and platform to platform making an 
assertion as important as this unless he had 
the information in his possession which 
would justify it. I do not believe that Mfr. 
Bryan would make a statement of that 
character concerning the employers of labor 
in this country and impugning the independ- 
ence of the American workingman unless he 
had information to justify the assertion. 
But if he knows of one employer who at- 
tempts to corrupt the suffrage by the in- 
timidation of voters, then he knows a crim- 
inal who should be denounced before the 
laws of the Nation. [Great applause and 
cheering.] 


Asked to Give Names. 


“Tf there be within the knowledge of Mr. 
Bryan a crime so hideous as this, committed 
in some civilized State where law is admin- 
istered by impartial tribunals, he has no 
right: to shield that criminal by his silence. 
[Applause.] If he does not want to prose- 
cute him himself, as he ought to do, then let 
him give his name to honest Democrats who 
will see that he is prosecuted. I believe that 
it is the privilege of an American citizen, I 
believe I am well inside the line of courteous 
and fair political discussion when I summon 
Mr. Bryan to do his duty to the laws of this 
country, not as a Presidential candidate, | 
but as a private citizen. [Great applause.] | 

“If he hesitates to discharge this plain | 
duty of citizenship, how in the name of com- | 
mon sense can he expect the people of this 
country to trust him with the graver duties | 
and power of leadership in a crusade against | 
the experience of all mankind. [Applause.] | 

“Well, Mr. Bryan has much to say about - 
the crime of ’'73. Now I have always won- 
dered just what was the crime of ’73. Iam 
sure that I don’t know what it was, and I 
have some suspicion that Mr. Bryan does 
not. [Applause.] I base this’entirely upon 
his own assertions. If you remember that 
speech of acceptance, the substance of which 
has been repeated almost everywhere 
throughout this country once or twice a 
day until last Tuesday, I think it was 
flaughter], Mr. Bryan declared that in 1873 
silver was at a premium, and fixed the value 
of the silver dollar at $1.04, and then he ar- 
gued that the demonetization of silver 


which the people of this country are suffer- 
ing now. 


Inconsistency of Statement. 


** Well, my friends, I don’t quite under- 
stand how a coin that was at a premium 
could have been current. The very idea of 
a coin being at a premium shows that it. 
could not have been current and’ could not 
have formed part of the currency, and if it 
did form part of the currency how could its 
demonetization have so contracted the cur- 
renecy of which iq did not form any part. 
[Laughter]. I merely mention. this in pass- 
ing’ so as to apply the rule of common sense 
and common experience to some of the decia- 
mations with which Mr. Bryan has filled 
the bulk of his talks that he has directed to 


the wiseacres of the country, [Applause.] 
‘We find him in one part of his speech 


% 


when a man has a scheme of beneficence 
that is really meritorious he will present it to 
you in language which you can grasp and 
understand. 

‘ When any man asks you to abandon con- 
ditions with which you are familiar, whose 
harshness you know how to soften, whose 
asperities you can anticipate, with the worst 
of which you have learned to deal, be sure 
that the specific which he is prescribing for 
you is something that you can apply to your 
own experience, and, having applied the test 
of experience to it, that you can be sure it 
will work a benefit to you. I have never yet 
known anywhere in the world where a man 
could bring anything to me that I did not 
earn, and bring it to me honestly. Usually 
if a man offers me a gold brick or a: well- 
filled purse, neither of which I am entitled 
to, the dictate of prudence is to call a police- 
man. [{Laughter.} 


Common Sense asa Test. 


“ When the Populist orator asks yo . 
card all the experience of years to yea a 
some experiment which you do not quite 
understand yourselves, and which you hada 
suspicion that he is a little hazy about him- 
self, call to your aid the disciplinary influ- 
ence of common sense and of common ex- 
perience and there is little danger that you 
can be very far wrong. I Say this to you 


‘because in discussing standards of value, 


about which so much has been said that is 
calculated to upset the judgment of the aver- 
age citizen, I want, if I can, to illustrate it 
to you so that you yourselves will under- 
Stand just what a standard of value is and 
just how small a part it plays in the condi- 
tion of men. 

‘““ A standard of value is simply the meas- 
uring of the value of all comampaitian tee 
some one commodity, whatever it may be. 
A standard is always the measuring of some 
one unit that you accept for the standard. 
If, for instance, I selected the Chairman of 
this meeting and we aikagreed that we would 
test the height of every man in the room 
by the height of the Chairman everybody 
would understand precisely what was meant 
if we said a man was above or below the 
Standard. It would mean that he was high- 
er or that he was not so tall as the Chair- 
man. The selection of the Chairman for that 
Standard would not add one inch to his 
stature, nor would it take one inch from it. 
[Applause.] : 

“Now, you can see, my friends, that that 
would be a simple and easy methdd of giv- 
ing to everybody a pretty clear intellectual 
conception of the height of the person I was 
endeavoring to describe; that would be a 
single standard and that would be a sensible 
method of measuring. Now, I assume the 
Chairman has got a 5-year-old son, and, sup- 
pose, in order to make a double standard, ac- 
cording to the notion of the Populists, we 
declare that there should be a double stand- 
ard height and it should consist of the Chair- 
man and his 5-year-old son, do you think 
anybody could make very much of a state- 
ment that a person was above or below the 
standard? | | 


Proposition of the Populist. 


“Now, that it precisely what the Populist 
wants to do when he asks you to make a 
double standard of value. That is, to arbi- 
trarily fix upon 53 cents’ woth of silver to 
make 100 cents’ worth of gold, and _ to 
Say there should be a double standard by 
which commodities should be measured. If 
you have a silver standard you can under- 
stand that, and you can measure the value 
of commodities in silver just as well as you’ 
can by gold, but you’cannot measure the 
value of commodities by both any more than 
you could*measure the height of a man by 
the height of the Chairman of this meeting 
and the height of his 5-year-old son, calling 
both a double standard of height. [Ap- 
plause.| 

“In this country we have established 
years ago, in 1834 and not tn 1873, the gold 
standard, and the gold standard was estab- 
lished by the concurrence of the leader of 
the Democratic party, and the bill which cre- 
ated it and established it was fathered and 
championed through the Senate by Thomas 
Benton, the friend and spoilsman of Andrew 
Jackson. [Applause.] ‘ 

“Now, it_is well that we should ainder- 
stand what the issue is between the Populist 
and the Democrat in this campaign on the 
money question. Mr. Bryan would tell you 
it is the remonitization of silver. It is not 
anything of the kind. If the proposition was 
merely to remonetize silver and to make 
silver a standard by which future debts 
could’: be measured, by which future values 
should be ascertained, a very different prop- 
osition would be presented from that which 
is invoived in this canvass. The question 
here is not a change in the standard of value 
applicable to future transactions, an honest 
change, but it is a change in the standard 
and the making of that standard applicable 
to existing contracts and accomplishing the 
robbery of one class of the people. [Ap- 
plause.] : 


Effect on Existing Contracts. 


‘‘The question here is not a change in 
the standard of value applicable to future 
transactions, an honest change, but it is a 
change in the standard, and the making of 
that standard applicable to existing con- 
tracts [applause], and acomplishing the 
robbery of one’s fellow-citizens. [Great ap-* 
plause.] It is just as well that we should 
bear these distinctions in mind because the 
distinguishing feature of Populistic oratory 
is that with a very slight confusion of terms 
it can establish a confusion of argument 
that the intellect of man cannot unravel. 
{Laughter.j Nothing is more common, for 
instance, than for a Populist to confuse the 
expression ‘price’ and the expression. 


‘yalue,’ and yet nothing is more distinct 
than those two expressions. Any man may 
change the of things by legislation. 
No man can change the value of things ex- 
cept chromen the labor of man and the con- 
currence of God Almighty. [Applause.] A 
change in the standard of value applicable 
to future contracts would hurt nobody 
seriously. It would present a question of 
convenience. It would present a question of 
policy on which men might differ, but it 
would not present a question of morals on 
which honest men cannot differ and on 
which Democrats are bound by their con- 
sciences, (Great applause.] 


Gives an Illustration. 


** Now, to show you just what the effect 
of a reduction of the standard of value on 
future contracts might be, and how little it 
would affect the trade of individuals, you 
have but to liken it to a change in the stanc- 
ard by which lengths are measured, the 
standard of lineal measurement. Suppose 
somebody should pass a law thrvugh the 
Legislature of the State of Ilinois decreeing 


that in future the yard measure should con- . 


sist of eighteen inches. That would not 
hurt anybody particularly. When you want 
a certain quantity of cloth you just order 
twice as many yards as you order now, and 
you pay about the same for it. Where ten 
yards would suffice under the present meas- 
ure you would order twenty yards, and you 
would have just exactly the same amount of 
cloth, and you would probably pay exactly 
the same price for it. But on the other 
hand if they should increase the yard meas- 
ure to seventy-two inches, where you order 
ten yards of cloth now you would order five 
yards of cloth then, and you would pay 
about the same for it, and you would get ex- 
actly the same quantity of cloth. 

‘* Nobody would be hurt, further than the 
disturbance in the measurements, which 
would always be an inconvenience... But if 
you contracted a debt for ten yards of cle¢h 
with the existing measurement, and before 
the cloth was delivered the Legislature of 


Illinois should change the yard measure 


from thirty-six inches to eighteen inches 
and decree that, all existing contracts should 
be settled according to that me&sure, then 
instead of ten yards for which you paid you 
would get five yards from the dealer, and 
you would have been cheated by the law 
which changed the contract which you had 
made. [Great applause.}] If, on the other 
hand, they provided that the yard should 
consist of seventy-two inches and make 
the new measure applicable to existing con- 
tracts, why then you would get twice as 
much cloth as you had paid for and the 
cloth dealer would have been cheated out of 
just one-half: the cloth which the law had 
compelled him to deliver to you. 


Amounts to Cheating. 


‘The same thirg is exactly true if you 
change the standard of value by which debts 
are measured. If a man owes you for labor, 
for goods, for anything of value, $50 and 
before that debt became payable the Gov- 
ernment of the United States debased the 
coinage so that dollars would be worth one- 
half what they are worth today you would be 
cheated out of just one-half the debt that 
was due you. And since every laboring man 
is always a creditor for one day’s work at 
least, usually for a week or two weeks’ or a 
month’s work, and all the laborers of this 
country are creditors every year to the 
amount of over two billions of dollars [ap- 
plause], a fraud rracticed upon the credit- 
ors of this country will fall with the heav- 
jest hand upon laborers and producers, who 
are always the chief creditors. 

‘* Now, Mr. Bryan will tell you that it is 
very necessary to increase the quantity of 
money, that you must have more money, 
more dollars than are circulating today. 
Well, I don't exactly see why. I would 
rather have one active dollar than ten idle 
dollars. 

‘‘ Just look at the way money works ac- 


cording to your own experiences, my friends. 


Take a little village where the operations of 
economic laws are plainiy visible to every- 
body, where the population is so small that 
we all see just how every man does his busi- 
‘ness. There you find, for instance, the ralfl- 
road company pays off its men on a Saturday 
night. Those men go to the grocery store 
with the dollars which have been paid to 
them and settle their bills. 
’ * Next week the grocer pays a freight bill 
to that railroad, and that grocer uses the 
same money which the railroad paid to the: 
laborer and the laborer paid to the grocer, 
and within another week that Same money 
is paid out to the laborer again, and it goes 
the same road and comes back again, and it 
is a great deal better that the grocer should 
need more freight and force the railroad 
company to employ more m y and men 
and make those dollars more active than 
it would be to swell the currency and leave 
the vaults of the Treasury choking with un- 
used money, while trade is frightened from 
the market, labor is unemployed, and busti- 
ness inactive. [Great applause and cheer- 
ing.] 
Who Will Get the Dollars? 


‘‘ When Mr. Bryan tells you he wants to 
reduce the value of a dollar, or he wants to 
circulate a cheaper dollar than is the stand- 
ard of value in the country today, does he 
tell you how we are going to get any more 
dollars than we are getting now? Does he 
propose that these extra dollars which are 
to be coined shall’ be taken to the steps of 
the Treasury at Washington and thrown 
upon Pennsylvania avenue to be scrambled 
for by the favorites who happen to bein front 
of the building? [Laughter.] Does he pro- 
pose to send a few carleads to Chicago in 
order to make the Fourth of July intercst- 
ing by throwing their contents through the 
streets of thecity? How are these extra dol- 
lars to be circulated without labor unless 
they are earned? “And who is there who has 
ever found a scarcity of money when con- 
fidence existed and credit was sound and 
men trusted to the honesty and integrity of 
the American people? [Applause.} 

‘* But I had almost forgotten the great ar- 
gument of the Populists, the one which Mr. 
Bryan has amplified so that it now may be 
called his stock argument [laughter], the 
central point about which all others revolve, 
which with its picturesqueness and his elo- 
quencé has so marked it that all other ar- 
guments seem commonplace to his hearers, 
and that is the influence of England upon 
this country. [Great laughter.] It seems to 
be an attractive statement.’ When a man 
can walk up and down a platform beforo 
free American citizens and ask them if they 
will consent their monetary system shall be 
dominated by any country under the sun, 
and work himself up to a proper degree of 
enthusiasm, people are apt to be misled by 
the character of the statement and think 
there is something in the defiance of a money 
power some 3,000 or 4, miles away. 

‘** Now, does anybody believe that there is 
anything original even in that? 


5 Folly Repeats Itself. 


‘“*T have always felt that there is nothing 
original either in vice or in folly, and when- 
ever I read the extravagant statements of the 
Populists I am constrained to turn to some 
remote age in human experience, and there 
I always find the precursor of the financial! 
agitator who happens to be monopolizing the 
attention of a free people at any one moment. 
Now, this statement about England and En- 
glish influence and English domination of 
our monetary system, the nefarious influence 
of Lombard street operating through Wall 
street, the activity of that mysierious money 
power which is chained up somewhere that 
I never could discover—and I was most 
anxious to discover it, because I would noi 
be a bit afraid of the money power [laughter]: 
on the contrary I would be glad to meet it 
face to face and see how it worked, and per- 
haps discover the method of making a money 
power for myself. But in all the search I ever 
made for a money power I have never yet 
discovered it except where I saw a pair of 
brawny hands at work making something 
useful for the family of mankind. [Great 
applause.]” 

“I have received a great many letters, 
some anonymous, some signed, and even a 
few printed, since I had the good or iil 
fortune to make a speech in Madison Square 
on this question, and every one of these 
statements, which assumed to give me in- 
formation as to how a change itn the mone- 
tary system is going to enrich everybody 
and increase the rate of wages, opens up with 
the statement that England is now trembling 
lest we go to a silver standard and. damage 
her commercial prestige. | 

‘When a gentleman makes atstatement of 
this kind he winds up his statement by say- 
ing: ‘These are cold facts and not politica> 
exaggerations.” [Laughter.] 


Statements of England’s Fear. 


** Now, I never knew where England was 
trembling, or how she was trembling. I 
never knew of any poeones who put his 
hand on her, to find out how ghe was 
trembling, but if she is it must be with mer- 
riment at the men who are proposing te com- 
pete with her for the markets of the world 
by using an inferior money to that with 
which she has accomplished the industrial 
conquests of the world. [Applause.] ‘There 
is nothing new In this statement. It used to 


be made in England in 1696. Now, before 


that time—and if you will pardon me, just 
for a brief historical statement of the method 
in which England's commercial greatness 
was established, you will see upon the spot 
the hollowness and the folly of thig partic- 
ular feature of Populistic eloquence. 
‘Before 1696 England was not an im- 
portant commercial country, not nearly as 
important as France. She was then suffer- 
ing from a disordered coinage, pretty much 
as we are suffering today, not because gen- 
tlemen of: the Populistic persuasion had got 
possession of the Treasury and controlled the 
financial legislation of ‘the country, but be- 
cause the people among whom the coins were 
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241 in gold. :

Everywhere today 
throughout this country we find men with- 
drawing their capital from active pursuits, 
from active industry, because they do not 
know what financial legislation is in store 
forthem. Millsareclosing down. Factories 
are closed. Industry is suspended because 
no bank will loan money in a condition that 
throws doubt upon the character of the 
money upon which the loan may be repaid, 
and so we find trade languishing and labor 
suffering, as they will continue to languish 
and suffer until this Populist agitation {s ex- 
tinguished forever beneath the indignant 
heels of American freemen and American 
workmen. [Great applause.] 

“* Now, the Populist is incapable of under- 
standing the basis on which civilized society 
proceeds. His conception of civilization is 
one of war and one of conflict. Mr. Bryan 
in one of the late addresses which he deliv- 
ered declared that it was impossible to make 
any word rhyme with syndicate except hate. 
I don’t belHeve there is anything in the world 
excites a Populist like the mention of a na- 
tional bank. Why, in Mr. Bryan’s bigamous 
Presidential household [great laughter] the 
Southern claimant to his partnership reviles 
the Northern pretender and fancies that 
he has exhausted the language of vitupera- 
tion and abuse when he says he isa national 
bank officer, for savings banks, insurance 
companies, and all kindred corporations 
the Populist finds no word in the English 
vocabulary sufficiently savage and sufficient- 
ly exhaustive to give vent to all the feelings 
there is in him when their names. are 
mentioned.. Now, my friends, a natiogal 
bank, insurance company, anéall the other 
commercial devices which we know are but 
features.in that scheme of general coipera- 
tion which we call civilized society. 

 Fanctions of a Bank. 

“What is a bank? If I mentioned this in 
a Populist, meeting I would never go any 
further. To ask such gentlemen what-was 
a bank would be to ask them to give some 
reasons for the emotions which governed 
them, and that is never forgiven in a Popu- 
list assemblage. 

“A bank is but a device by which men 
would help aid éach other In their industry 
and their enterprise. Men deposit their 
funds in a bank because they can get on with 
less money and have more of their money 
invested in profit-producing commodities 
than if they kept their money secreted: in 
their.own houses. A bank plays in the com- 
mercial world about the same function asa 
club does in the social world. We all know 
that when a club of 1,000 members is estab- 
lished it is organized on the theory that not 
more than 100 members will use the cluh- 
house at any one time, and thus the man 
gets the benefit of this club-house whenever 
he wants to use it for about 10 per cent of 


_what it would cost him to get the benefit of 
it exclusively. 


* Now in a bank where several men carry 
their deposits together it is only about 25 
per cent of these deposits that will be de- 
manded at any one time, and so the bank 
can use the other 75 per cent to loan among 
its depositors. When a chairmaker comes 
to the bank to borrow money with which to 
put out the chairs he !s manufacturing the 
bank does not lend him its own money, but 
the money of its depositors. When his.chairs 
are made and sold he repays the Joan and 
makes a deposit of his own. 

Boon to the Producers. 

“The farmer, when he seeks to plant his 
crop, borrows money from the bank, and 
when the crop is harvested he repays it, with 
an addition in the shape of his own deposit. 
The bank inquires into the capacity of each 
man. It lends him the amount that it is pru- 
dent to lend him, It can make these in- 
quiries and so each man in his turn gets the 
benefit of the money of his fellow-man and 
the whole operation of the bank is to use the 
capital of many men to stimulate the in- 
dustries of other men, though all the bor- 
rowers may be strangers to the men whose 
money is loaned to them. [Applause.] In 
the savings bank the laborer who works on 
a railroad deposits the small savings he ac- 
cumulates from month to month, and the 
bank handles these savings and invests 
them in bonds of the railroad and so the 
laborer becomes the creditor of his own em- 
ployer, helps his industry, promotes its 
growth, and in promoting both increases 
his own opportunities for labor. 

“If a fire breaks out here in Chicago to- 


morrow, consuming buildings, the fire insur- - 


ance companies would make good the losses 
in the first instance, but the rates would be 
increased immediately, and so the other in- 
surers would in the long run contribute lo 
meeting the result of the disaster which none 
can foresee. If a wind swept over the lakes 
and piled-the shores high with wrecks of 
crafts the marine insurance company would 
pay the losses, but raise the rates of marine 
insurance. And so every other-owner of 
ships would contribute to the loss which in 
the first instance fellona few. If a plague 
broke out and a great mortality broke dut 
among the people the rates of insurance 
would be increased, and so every calamity 
that falls on men is shared by other men. 
Every industry in which man is engaged is 
interested in the industry of every other 
man. Civilized life is not war, it is not pil- 
lage, it is not hate; it is mutyal codperation, 
mutual assistance, and mutual benefit. It 
is peace, candor, honor, and good will. [Ap- 
plause.] 
Society a Great Workshop.

TUMULT OF APPLAUSE AT BATTERY. 


Fifteen Hundred Enthusiastic Citi- 
zens Attend Overflow Meeting. 

A riot seemed imminent last evening’ at 
the overflow meeting at Battery D when 
Tom Palmer, a man who had been ejected 
previously from the Auditorium meeting for 
making a disturbance, took his seat within 
ten feet of the speaker’s platform and in- 
terrupted W. H. Johnson, who was making 
the closing speech, with frequent remarks. 

The audience had already had its extreme 
good nature put to the test by the buffooner- 
les of a crowd of Bryanites in the rear por- 
tion of the hall, and having quieted the 
rowdies by the aid of the police were in no 
mood to be interfered with by Palmer. An 
officer was stationed at his side and several 
good-natured men near him kept cautioning 
him to restrain himself, but when he openly 
insulted the spéaker their patience gave out. 

Two men grabbled Palmer by the shoulders 
and began to carry him from the hall. He 
struggled and fell to the floor and was being 
dragged down the aisle, when the policeman 
interfered, lifted him, and walked him out. 
He was assisted in making good time towards 
the door by pushes and pulls froma score of 
hands. 

_As early as 7 o’clock the crowd began 


pouring in through the doors of Battery D, 


and by the time Judge Thomas Moran, as 
Chairman, was ready to introduce the first 
speaker every seat in the lower hall was 
filled and many of the balcony seats were 
occupied. The audience numbered — fully 
1,500, 

The people wanted to hear Bourke Cockran 
and expected to later in the evening, but 
their first wish apparently was to hear an 
exposition of good sound money doctrine, for 
when they were toid at the close of Judge 
Moran’s address that a note had been re- 
ceived stating that Mr. Cockran could not 
appear, having traveled all day, but few left 
the hall, the majority remaining to hear W. 
H. Johnson, the last speaker. 


Dr. Phillipps Scathes Bryan. 


After the Illinois Quartet had rendered 
some lively campaign songs, which were 
well received, Judge Moran introduced as 
the first speaker the Rev. wv. T. Phillips, 
formerly pastor of the Parkside Baptist 
Church. 

The Rev. Mr. Phillips began by outlining 
briefly the arguments presented by the free 
silver speakers, which he intended to assail, 
and then asked his audience what party 
stood by those arguments. Loud cries of 
‘No, no,” greeted his questions, ** Are they 
Republicans?” ‘‘ Are they Democrats?” 
When he asked the people what they were 
there was a response in chorus: ‘“ Popo- 
crats.’’ : 

‘‘This Populistic, silveristic party of all 
the ‘ites’ leading up to Bryanites,.Coxey- 
ites, and Coxeyites-Altgeldites,’’ said he, 
‘“‘wants to impose upon the people of this 
country what they laud as cheap money. I tell 
you, my workingman friend, that that means 
cheap wages, and cheap wages means cheap 
food, cheap, shoddy clothing. To many 
thousands it would mean no work, no wages, 
no food, no clothing. All these ‘ ites’ agree 
that the dollar for which McKinley stands, 
God bless him [wild cheering and hats 
thrown in the air at the mention of Mchin- 
ley’s name], is worth 100 cénts, 

‘The dollar for which Bryan stands isa 
delusion ang a snare. It is of fluctuating 
value: it cheats us out of 47 cents on every 
dollar; it defrauds the wage-earner and the 
farmer. The rich can afford to experiment 
with a dollar of half vatue, uncertain value. 
The man who works for his living and has to 
provide food for his wife and children can- 
not. The history of the mint shows that sil- 
ver is of more changeable value than any 
other metal known.”’ 

From his argument on the money ques- 
tion the Rev. Mr. Phillips passed to a dis- 
cussion of the tariff. He spoke of this as 
the more important issue, and his statement 
was applauded to the echo. He maintained 
that there was more money in America to- 
day than ever before, but what was needed 
was legislation that would set capital at 
work and give emplovment to labor. His 
eulogy of the McKinley bill as the most 
beneficent measure ever framed in Congress 
was greeted with another outburst of ap- 
plause. 

Silvwerite a Demagogtue. 
The Popocratic candidate came in for a 


scathing arraignment at the hands of Mr. 


Phillips. He Said: 

“The more I read Mr. Bryan’s speeches 
the less respect I have forthe man. He is 
persistently attempting to array labor 
against capital, employé against employer, 
rich against poor, North against South, Rast 
against West. He is seeking to disintegrate 
rather than to unite our people. Heisa 
demagogue, a rebel at heart, and a plague 
to this free country.” 

The speaker’s arraignment of the attitude 
taken by Bryan was warnily applauded by 
an audience made up largely of working- 
men. 
to think for themselves, and said that if 
the free silver curbstone orators would do 
a little reading and thinking and less talk- 
ing they would know better than to vote.and 
shout for Bryan. | 

He predicted that the earnest, thoughtful, 
patriotic voters. of this country would rebuke 
the demagogy of Bryan and his follow- 
ers in November by an avalanche of votes 
for ‘‘ protection and sound money for Amer- 
ica and McKinley for President.’’ 

The prophecy was the signal for a tumult 
of applause, and when some one arose and 
proposed three cheers for McKinley and 
sound money the crowd agose and gave them 
with a wiil, 

Judge Moran was introduced by Mr. Phil- 
lips; and responded by mildly rebuking the 
latter for departing from the spirit of. the 
occasion in. discussing other issues than the 
one on which both the old parties are 
agreed. He said: 

‘* Fellow-citizens, this meeting is 
sembled at the invitation of ‘the Honest 
Money League. That league is non-partisan 
and is made up of citizens from both parties. 
[Cheers.]. In the discussion of the financial 
‘issue before the voters in this campaign it 
is the intention that no abuse shall be heaped 
upon either party. We want intelligent dis- 
cussion of this one issue, and no claptrap.”’ 
(Cheers. ] 

Address by Ex-Judge Moran, 

Ex-Judge Moran then told the audience 
that it was promised that Bourke Cockran 
would be present at Battery D after his 
speech at the Auditorium, if possible. He 
said he wanted to be honest with the people 
present, and tell them thére was some doubt, 
but that they would be entertained as well 
as he could entertain them, and would be 
especially well repaid if Mr. Cockran came. 
Addressing himself to his argument hé said, 
in part: ! 

‘** You who have been observers of political 
history, both in this country and in the old 
country, have learned that the people are 
in the habit. .of settling one issue at a time. 
I see in this audience before me gray-haired 
men, who have been voting perhaps for thir- 
ty or forty years, and you know, in your ex- 
perience,’ and you will find that in every 
campaign there was, notwithstanding a long 
string of resolutions fn a platform, but one 
particular, momentous issue presented,which 
the people settled by their votes in that elec- 
tion. 

‘* Now, that is the philosophy of political 
parties. Free people cannot settle several 
questions in a given political campaign. In 
the nature of things, you must have only one 
important issue on which party on one 
side takes the affirmative and the party on 
the other side takes the negative, and on 
either side the people range themselves, and 
by their votes they settle thai issue for the 
time being. 

‘‘No matter what the strencth of a nation 
may be or how great its army is; no matter 
how large its revenue is; no matter how 
broad the acres of its territory may be, if itis 
a dishonest nation its citizens will blush in 
the face of the citizens of the other nations 
of the world. They cannot stand up in the 
face of modern civilization without integ- 
rity and honesty. These are as important to 
a nation as to an individual.” [Applause.] 

Judge Moran then went into the history of 
the currency laws of the United States. He 
showed that when the raito of bie to 1 was 
established, that was the actual market 
ratio between the two metals, silver and 
goid, and said that the framers of that meas- 
ure.intended that the silver dollar should 
be, as it had always been since that time 
when in circulation, an honest dollar. 

“ Our fathers were honest,” said he, “ and 
intended that this Nation should have a 
name among the nations of this earth as an 
honest Nation. The free silverites of today 
are fiatists and insult the intelligence and 
honor of American voters by asking them to 
offer to pay the Natian’s debts in dollars 
worth but 53 cents.”’ fog

BRYAN TAKES A TUMBLE. 


PLATFORM GOES DOWN WITH HIM 
AT A ST. LOUIS PARK. 


Popocratic Candidate Is Not Injured, 
but the Incident Nearly Causes a 
Panic—Makes Three Speeches at 
the Missouri Metropolis—Quotes 
Henry Clay and John Sherman to 
Substantiate His Propositions— 
Speaks at Kansas City. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 12.—While W. J. Bry- 
ean was addressing the meeting at Sports- 
man’s Park tonight the platform upon which 
he stood gave way, and he, together with a 
dozen distinguished citizens who occupied 
seats thereon, were precipitated to the 
ground. Fortunately none of them were 
hurt, but the fall caused an wuproar 
and for a time it looked as if a panio would 
result, There were nearly 20,000 people 
present and the commotion was frightful. 
Quiet was restored in a few minutes and Mr. 
Bryan spoke from the judges’ stand. 

At three great mass-meetings held tonight 
Mr. Bryan addressed between 30,000 and 
35,000 people. At each of the three meetings 
he was greeted with prolonged cheers and 
was applauded at frequent intervals during 
each of his speeches. 

The nominee was met at the train by an 
immense crowd. He was escorted to the 
Planters Hotel, where he had dinner, and 
then went to Concordia Park, the Auditori- 
um, and Sportsman’s Park, and at each 
place in turn he made a speech. So great 
were the crowds that hundreds were turned 
away at each place. | 

When Mr. Bryan and his escort stepped 
upon the platform at Concordia Park the 
great throng arose and for several minutes 
shouted and cheered. Upon being intro- 
duced Mr. Bryan said in part: 

** Ladies and Gentlemen: We are entering 
upon a memorable campaign, which means 
a great deal of good or ill to the people of 
this country, and in the campaign there is 
one great overshadowing issue, and upon 
that issue people are divided. There are 
some who believe that the maintenance of 
a gold standard until foreign nations come 
to our relief is an absolute necessity for the 
welfare of this country. There are those, 
on the other hand, who believe with us that 
the immediate restoration of the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 tol without waiting 
for the aid or consent of any other nation 
is absolutely.essential to national pros- 
perity. | 


No Plan to Supply Money. 

** Now, I want to submit to your considera- 
tion two or three propositions, and I believe 
they are so clear and so plain that every one 
of you here can recognize the force of them. 
In the first place I call your attention to the 
fact that the Republican party in its plat- 
form and througn: its public men is making 
no effort to supply the people of the United 
States with a sufficient amount of money 
to do business with. If I were to tell you 
that a grown person could wear the clothes 
of a child you would think me foolish. If I 
were to tell you that a grown person could 
live on the food necessary to sustain life in 
a child you would call me foolish, and yet 
they call these men financiers who assume 
that the people growing in population can 
survive. on a oney decreasing in its 
amount. I want you to remember now fhe 
figures which I am going to read to you. 
In a government publication issued on the 
Ist day of July, 1896, I find a statement of the 
amount of money of all kinds in circulation 
among the people for the various years. 
In 1804 the amount of money in circulation, 
according to this report, was $1,660,700,000. 
In 1895 that amount of money in circulation 
had fallen to $1,601,000,000, a decrease in 
one year of $59,000,000. In 1896, and the 
statements are made on the 30th day of June 
of each year—on the 30th day of June, 1896, 
the amount in circulation had fallen to 
$1,506,000,0000. 


Decrease in Money. 


“What does it mean? It means that in 
two years’ time, according to the Treasury 
report, the amount of money' in circulation 
among the people had fallen about $150,- 
000,000 dn amount. In other words, in two 
years’ time there has been a decrease of 
nearly 10 per cent -in the amount of 
money in circulation among the people. This, 
my friends, is the Treasury report, and this 
report shows that while the per capita cir- 
culation in 1894 was $24.28 in 1896 it had 
fallen to $21.10, a fall of more than $3 per 
capita, 

‘* Now, I have called your attention to this 
decrease, shown by the Treasury report. 
Let me show you, my friends, that instead 


of there being a decrease there ought to. 


have been an increase each year. Senator 
John: Sherman [groans] made a speech on 


| the 6th of June, 1890, and in the course of 


that speech he used these words: 

‘““* If our present currency is estimated at 
$1.400,000,000, and our population is increas- 
ing at the rate of 3 per cent per annum, it 
would require $42,000,000 increased circula- 
tion each year to keep pace with the increase 
of populaticn; but as the increase of popula- 
tion is accompanied by still greater rate of 
increase of wealth and. business, it was 
thought that an immediate increase of circu- 
lation might be obtained by larger pur- 
chases of silver ‘bullion to an amount suffi- 
cient to make good the retirement of bank 
notes and keep pace with the growth of 
population. Assuming that $54,000,000 a 
year of additional circulation is needed 
upon this basis, that amount is provided for 
in the bill by the tssue of Treasury notes in 
exchange for bullion at the market price.’ 

‘‘My friends, he says that we need an in- 
crease of something like $50,000,000 every 
year, and yet my friends, instead of having 
an annual! increase of $50,000,000°a year, in 
the last two years we have a decrease of 
about $155,000,000, making a deficit of about 
$250,000,000 in the currency of the country. 


Was Mr. Sherman Right? 

*“ Now if’ Mr. Sherman did right in 1890 in 
saying that the people needed new money 
every year, then, my friends, I want to ask 
you, why its it that the Republican party, in 
the face of the constant decrease of the cir- 
culation of money, has made no provision 
whatever to satisfy the needs of an in- 
creased population? When we talk about 
these matters our opponents tell us that we 
do not understand financiering. My friends, 
we understand mathematics, and a man does 
not have to understand much about mathe- 
matics to know that a nation that requires 
an increase in circulation must suffer if in- 
stead of an increase in circulation it hasa 
decrease in circulation. [Applause.] 

** Not only does the Republican party make 
no provision for an increase of the currency 
to meet the needs of the people; but the Re- 
publican party has been silent in regard to 
the manner in which this currency has been 
contracted. If the Republican party suc- 
ceeds we have every reason to believe that 
the Republican administration will follow 
the example set by previous administra- 
tions, and followed by the Democratic ad- 
ministration, and go on contracting the cur- 
rency instead of increasing it. Now, my 
friends, I want to read you what one of the 
greatest men in this country said in regard 
to the effect of the decrease in currency.

We find the contraction of the currency 
shown by the reports of the Treasury De- 
partment. We find property falling. in 
value. We find labor out of employment; 
we find business paralyzed: we find that 
men do not want to invest in property for 
fear they will lose; everybody wants to in- 
vest in money becattse money is the only 
thing that is rising. This, my friends, is the 
condition which confronts us. Have we not 
a right to look this condition in the face? 
We demand of our opponents an answer to 
this question: ‘How are you going to pro- 
vide for the money that the people need”

In the great auditorium where the Repub- 
lican National convention: was held Mr.

_ Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 12.—Mr. Bryan 
began his work early this morning. He ar- 
rived in Kansas City at 6:30 and at the sta- 
tion were gathered nearly 1,000 working- 
men, who surrounded the car and awoke him 
immediately. A reception committee had 
met the train at Leavenworth, but did not 
wake the nominee. The workingmen were 
from the car shops and the packing houses 
and they demanded a speech from Mr. Bryan. 
From the rear end of the platform he ad- 
dressed them as follws:. 

‘* Fellow-Citizens: This ts a little earlier 
than I usually commence my morning work. 
I am very giad to be able to speak to you 
even for a moment. 

‘*Some of our opponents told us that the 
thing to do is to open mills instead of the 
mints. That reminds me of the man who 
said that his horse would go all right if he 
could just get the wagon started. It is put- 
ting the cart before the horse. What use 
is there for mills uriless people can buy what 
mills produce, and how can you start them 
as long as those who produce the wealth of 
this country, particularly the farmer, are 
not able to get enough out of what they raise 
to pay their taxes and interest. -There is no 
more effective way of destroying the mar- 
kets for what the mills produce than to 
lower prices upon the products the* farmer 
has raised so that they will not bring him 
enough to pay him for raising them. ° 

“ There was a report once filed by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley in 1890, along with the McKinley bill, 
and that report declared that there was 


- great industrial depression, and that while 


there was depression in agriculture there 
could be no prosperity anywhere. It was 
true then and it is true today, that while 
there is depression in ‘agricultural products 
there can be no prosperity anywhere. You 
must commence at the bottom and work up 
through the other classes. You cannot com- 
tence your prosperity at the tap and expect 
it to work. down through all the classes of 
society. - 

‘My friends, I met a railroad man yester- 
day who told me that while he did not agree 
with me on the silver question, an issue had 
been raised greater than the silver questien, 
and that was whether he lived in a republic, 
where a man had the right to vote as he 
pleased, or whether his vote was the prep- 
erty of somebody else, to be used as some- 
body else pleased.” 


His Second Speech.

‘“* Now, another application of the law of 
supply and demand. Our opponents talk 
about a 50-cent dollar. They refuse to rec- 
ognize the fact that the moment the mints 
of the United States are opened to the free 
woinage of silver, that 70,000,000 of people 
can go out and secure silver, take it to the 


‘mint and convert it jnto money and use that 


money to pay taxes and debts with and for 
the purchase of property. They refuse to 
recognize, I say, that the opening of our 
roints increases the demand for silver and 
raises the price of silver as measured by 
gold. I say they refuse to recognize that 
fact. Why should they? Is it because they 
don’t comprehend that fundamental prin- 
ciple which underlies our belief, or do they 
understand those principles and refuse to 
acknowledge that they understand them? 
‘*Now, another proposition. We believe 
not only that a free coinage of silver will 
raise the value of silver bullion as measured 
by gold, but we believe that the demand 
created by the opening of the United States 
mints will be sufficient to take all the sur- 
plus silver, and there being then no silver 


-upon the market which cannot be converted 


into money at our mints to use in the devel- 
opment of our industries there will be no 
silver in the world which can be purchased 
for less than $1.29 per ounce in gold. 


‘How to Get Money, 


“ But our opponents say, suppose we have 
more money, how are you going to get any 
of it? That\to them is an argument which 
answers everything. Let me suggest a 
question which you can ask them. Sup-. 
pose you have something to/sell, how can 
you get anything for it until you find some- 
bady who has money to buy what you have 
to sell? 

‘* Money is the creature oflaw. There can 
be no money until the government. provides 
for that money, and if you want moreof any 
of the products of labor you can go out and 
bring them into existence, but if you want 
more *money you cannot go out and create 
more money because the law prohibits it and 


‘fixes a penalty—a punishment in the peni- 


tentlary—for any man who tries to créite 
money. Therefore, the only way to bring 
money into existence is to take charge of 
the government—the only instrumentality— 
and by law open: the mines to (permit the 
coinage of new money for the people to do 
business with. Until there is money you 
cannot get it. 

‘* But some people say, How is this money 
going to get into circulation? My friends, 
that is a question that has never bothered 
me; the trouble with me has been to keep 
my money from going into circulation be- 
fore I wanted it to. | ; 

‘* Now, my friends, on this money question 
there are two classes of people.|, There are 
those who have money to sell, or money to 
rent, and there are people who have products 
to sell for the purchase of money. If a man 
has money to rent he wants as little com- 
petition in the renting business jas possible. 
If you own a store and want to rent that 
store the less vacant stores there are the 
better for you, and so that man who owns 
money, who wants to rent it out, the less 
competition he has the better price he can 
get for that money. So when a4 man wants 
to sell his money, or with it buy something 
else, the higher the purchasing power of the 
dollar the better it is for the man who owns 
money.’”’ 

There was not much time left after the 
conclusion of the speech for Bryan to catch 
his train at the- time scheduled and a start 
was made for the station with a platoon of 
mounted police leading. the way followed 
by a number of carriages. As $00n as he was 
on board the special car engaged by the St. 
Louis cemmittee the signal was given and 
the train started.

ONE SPEECH BY EDMUNDS 


EX-SENATOR APPEARS BUT ONCE IN 
THE CAMPAIGN. 


He Speaks te 15,000 People at BRer- 


wyn, Pa., and Says the Chicago 
Project Is Aimed at the Existing 

System of True Freedom, Equal- 
ity, and Justice—Agitators for Free 
Silver, He Declares, Hnve Brought 
On a Crisis. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 12.—Ex-Senator 
George F. Edmunds made at Berwyn UChes- 
ter County, Pa., tonight what he declares 
will be his only speech of the campaign. <A 
big tent seating 15,000 persons twas erected 
for the occasion. Much of the address was 
devoted to the free silver plank of the Chi- 


cago platform and on this subject he said 


in part: 

“The Chicago project, therefore, is not 
and cannot be aimed at the pujling down of 
the rich and the building of tie poor; it is 
aimed at our system of true freedom, equal- 
ity, and justice that reaches from the rich- 
est to the poorest man in the country; and, 
if carried out, it will operate—as such 
echemes always have—a hundred times more 


severely upon people of small means and 
upon labor than upon the very wealthy, ' 


who are always able—as they always have 
been—to take care of themselves under any 
condition of things. 


“The substantial prosperity, therefora, 


of the whole body of the people of our coun- - 


try, as well as its honor, requires ws to unite 


in condemning and defeating this scheme 
by the surest means in our power.” wh 

The Senator commended the civil service 
system, which he said the Chicago conven- 
tion denounced; by saying: . 

“The system was inaugurated by Presi- 
dent Grant and has been continued by every 
President since under the authority of law. 
The only fault with it is that the present pro- 
peantanal politician and boss foists his par- 
ticular favorite into the, service of the gov- 
ernment, when it so often and naturally hap- 
pens that they are far from being the 
— capable and trustworthy of our citi- 

ens. . 

“ But, above and beyond all that I have re- 
ferred to, is the demand that Congress shall 
pass a law forbidding any citizen to make a 
contract payable in any ticular kind of 
money.

SENATOR CAFFERY. 


SPEECH OF 


Senator Palmer Is Eloquently Notified 
ef His Nomination. 

In response to the introduction by Chair- 
man Bynum Senator Caffery said: 

‘‘Gen. Palmer: I am charged with the 
pleasant duty of notifying you on behalf 
of the National, Democratic party that you 
are its nominee and candidate for President 
of the United States. : 

‘‘Under the circumstances no elaborate 
or extensive statement of the causes which 
led up to. your nomination would be appro- 
priate, but the Democratic party is no long- 


‘er solid: the Chicago platform shaped and 


drove the wedge that has separated it in 
twain. A comparison of the platforms 
adopted at Chicago and at Indianapolis dis- 
closes the reasons for the separation. 

‘“ You, sir, stand on a platform adhering 
to the ancient and accepted doctrines of 
true Democracy. It declares in unequivocal 
terms for a tariff for revenue only; only the 
eold standard with silver as subsidiary coin- 
age; the divorcement .of the government 
from banking business, with a safe and 
elastic currency under governmental super- 
vision, ‘ measured in volume by the needs of 
business’; the independence and integrity 
of the Supreme Court; individual freedom 
and right of private contract; and the en- 
forcement of Federal law by the President. 

“The Chicago platform is precisely the 
opposite on those great principles. That 
great principle of ‘ tariff for revenue only’ 
is denuded of its Democratic force by drop- 
ing the word ‘only,’ thus leaving a wide 
margin for Republican heresy to creep into 
this cardinal tenet. 


Deadly Thrusts of Popocratic Platform 


“You and the public know the deadly 
thrusts made in the Chicago platform at the 
Supreme Court, at the President's power to 
Suppress riot affecting Federal property or 
authority, and at freedom of contract. You 
and the public know of the attack on the 
public credit and honor, on the present 
monetary standard, and the threat of un- 
limited issue of paper money by the gov- 
ernment. It is needless to specify the de- 
pariures from the Democratic doctrine con- 
tained in the Chicago platform. The world 
knows them and is amazed at them.” 

Senator Caffery then sketched the financial 
legislation of this country, charging the Re- 
publican party with inflation of the currency 
by the act of 1878, providing for the reissue 
of greenbacks, and the Sherman act of 1890, 
requiring the purchase of large quantities 
of silver bullion. This inflation, he said, 
caused the panic of 1895. He then con- 
tinued: 

‘The nominee of the Chicago convention 
propounds that the free coinage in the United 


«States alone of silver at the ratio of 16 tol 


with gold will take away from gold ‘ just so 
much of its purchasing power as was added 
to it by the demonetization of silver by the 
United States.’ He further says: *‘ Wecon- 
tend that free and unlimited coinage by the 
United States alone will raise .the bullion 
vaifie of silver to its coinage value and thus 
make silver bullion worth $1.29 per ounce 
throughout the world.’ We have here two 
propositions which together form the kKey- 
Stone of the bimetallic arch. 
No Fifty-Cent Dollars for the U. 8. 


‘** Take away from the gold: of the United 
States just so much of its purchasing power 
as was added toit by the demonetization of 
silver, and still the Utopia js not realized. 
With silver worth $1.29 per ounce through- 
out the world and with gold lowered in the 
United States alone bimetallism is further 
off than ever. ‘As the enhanced value 
*given to gold by legislation for the last 
twenty-three years’ sti!l exists in EurOope, 
and will beyond all question continue to 
exist, the. mighty Nebraskan orator and de- 
stroyer of values proposes to give us a 50- 
cent dollar in America and a 100-cent gold 
dollar in London. He does not extend gold 
depreciation beyond the United States, but, 
Strangely philanthropic, gives to silver 
throughout the world the gold value of 
$1.29 per ounce. This makes it precisely 
equal to the present gold dollar. This stand- 
ard is as wicked as the detested gold stand- 
ard. It is exactly its counterpart. As Mr. 
Bryan makes no claim to a world-wide halv- 
ing of gold and confines the power of the leg- 
islative fiat of this country against it to her 
own borders, he gives us,.according to his 
theory, a 100-cent silver dollar and a 100- 


-cent gold dollar by his process of lowering 


United States gold by half and raising the 
world’s silver to $1.29 per ounce, measured 
in the world’s gold price.”’ 

The Senator then quoted statistics to show 
that metal production. had kept pace with 
the world’s money requirements, that prices 
have not depreciated more than is warranted 
by a decreased price of preduction, and that 
gold has not appreciated, concluding: 

Gold Measures All Values. 

** And nowhere under God’s heaven has the 

laborer prospered more and fared better 
than in this land, where gold measures all 
earthly value. No nation has ever been led 
by the gpvernment in defiance of commerce 
to adoptia measure of values and a medium 
of exchange. While silver may answer the 
needs of an effete or nascent civilization, it 
would not answer the needs of the most pro- 
gressive and most energetic race on the globe, 
the American people of today. 
» ** The people of the United States have 
voluntarily and intelligently adopted the 
gold standard and they will not submit to the 
dictation of the Chicago platform. The 
awful calamities to befall the citizens of this 
country when the thirteen billions of trust 
funds and savings are cutin two, when the 
Nation's trade is demoralized and disordered, 
and the Nation's honor is sullied, no man can 
predict. That they will be far-reaching and 
destructive we know, but the extent of the 
disaster is beyond conjecture. 

‘Sir, into your hands I formally place the 
standard of our party. It waves over Jef- 
ferson and Jackson and Cleveland, and it 
now waves over a distinguished patriot who, 
in peace and in war, has signalized his devo- 
tion to his country. 

** Never before was the parricidal hand 
of the Democracy raised against the author 
of its existence—the Constitution. Never 
before was its suicidal hand raised against 
its own existence. Democracy and the coun- 
try rejoice that a soldier of the Union anda 
soldier of the Confederacy unite in peace to 
defend their common country, its noble Con- 
stitution, and the party which has upheld 
both since the foundation of the republic.”’ 

As Senator Caffery concluded he turned 
toward Gen. Palmer, whose appearance was 
greeted with loud applause, the audience 
singing *“‘ the Star Spangled Banner.”’

Presidential Nominee Makes a Re- 
sponse to His Notification. 

Senator Palmer, in accepting the nomina- 
tion of the Indianapolis convention and in 
reply to the speech of notification said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: You give 
me official information that delegates repre- 
senting the National Democracy of forty- 
one States, lately assembled in convention in 
the City of Indianapolis, honored me by des- 
ignating me the National Democratic candi- 
date for the Presidency, and that the con- 
vention associated with me in the formal 
temporary leadership of that great historic 
narty of the United States an eminent citizen 
of Kentucky—a citizen distinguished in arms 
and as the patrietic Chief Magistrate of his 
and my own native Commonwealth.

We 
miet on the battlefield, where great public 
controversies that admit.of no other method 
of solution are detersnined. . I know he did

that I did mine. 


‘(Phe nominations made by the National 
Democratic convention at Indianapolis prove '§{ may be defeated, and when defeated that’, 


- 


more conciusively than anything which has 
occurred within the last thirty years that 
the American people are again united; that 
our hopes, our rights our duties, and our in- 
terests are the same; that the lofty and 
patriotic mission of the National Democracy 
is to maintain peace and order, defend con- 
stitutional liberty, regulated by just and 
equal faws, and if possible to avert from the 
country repudiation, bankruptcy, and na- 
tional dishonor. 

‘**T accept the unsought honor and respon- 
sibility imposed upon me by the National 
Democratic convention. ‘I accept them as 
proofs that my ‘Democratic fellow-citizens 
confide in my devotion to Democratic princi- 
ples so clearly and accurately defined in the 
proceedings of the convention. 


Opinions and Acts an Open Boek. 


*“*It was known to the delegates of the con- 
vention before this honor was conferred upon 
me, and it is well understood by the country, 
that my public services commenced more 
than fifty years ago, and that since that time 
I have taken an active, earnest part in the 
discussion and settlement of every public 
question which had at the time sufficient im- 
portance to attract popular attention. My 
opinions and my public acts have been an 
open book £0 be read by my contemporaries. 
I have at all times been controlled by my con- 
victions of duty, and I have no one whom I 
can properly inyite to share my responsi- 
bilities, | 

‘Taught by Jefferson, I opposed slavery 
when it existed.: Inspired by Jackson, I de- 
fended the union of the States to the extent 
of my ability, and influenced by his example, 
when my,conduct as a military officer was 
challenged as violative of law, I voluntarily 
submitted myself to the jurisdiction of the 
civil courts. 

‘“‘When Governor of my adopted State, while 
I opposed, and by peaceful means success- 
fully resisted, th¢ interference of the United 
States by its military forces, in the purely 
local concerns of the State I distinctly con- 
ceded the right and asserted the duty of that 
government to enforce within the State or 
elsewhere its own laws by its own agencies. 

‘*Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, the mat- 
ters to which I have diverted are but remi- 
niscences—they relate and belong to the past. 
Our duties as lovers of our country are pres- 
ent and we must meet and deal with exist- 
ing conditions, and to which the late Na- 
tional Democratic convention addressed it- 
self. Its platform asserts truths which can 
be demonstrated, and it correctly defines 
Democratic principles. It asserts that‘ The 
Democratic Party is pledged to equal. and 
exact justice to all men of every creed and 
condition: to the largest freedom of the in- 
dividual consistent with good government; 
to the preservation of the Federal govern- 
ment in its constitutional vigor; and to the 
support of the States in all their just rights; 
to economy in the public expenditures; to the 
maintenance of the public faith and sound 
money; and it isjopposed to paternalism and 
all class legislation.’ 


Individual Freedom Is Attacked. 


‘It also asserts that ‘ The declarations of 
the Chicago convention attack itridividual 
freedom, the right of private contract, the 
independence of the judiciary, and the au- 
thority of the President to enforce Federal 
laws.’ They advocate a reckless attempt to 
increase the price of silver by legislation to 
the: debasement of our monetary standard 
and threaten unlimited issues of paper 
money by the government. ; 


‘They abandon for Republican allies the. 


Democratic cause of tariff reform to court 
the favor of protectionists to their fiscal 
heresy. . 

‘It then asserts with earnestness and in 
terms which will not satisfy those who as- 
sert it, to be ‘the duty of a Democrat to 
first vote the’ ticket and then read the plat- 
form’; that ‘in view of these and other 
grave departures from Democratic princi- 
ples we cannot .support the candidates of 
that convention nor be bound.by its acts.’ 

‘The conventior in Indianapolis then de- 
clares, with force and exactness, the Dem- 
ocratic doctrines with respect to taxation, 
whether by tariffs, excises, or by direct 
imposition, and asserts that none of these 
can be rightfully imposed except for public 
purposes and not for private gain, and re- 
affirms the historic Democratic doctrine of 
‘a tariff for revenue only.’ 

“It is then asserted by the convention in 
its declaration of principles that ‘ The ex- 
perience of mankind has shown that by rea- 
son of their natural qualities gold is the 
necessary money of the large affairs of com- 
merce and business, while silver is conven- 
iently adapted to minor transactions, and 
the most beneficial use of both together can 
be insured only by the adoption of the former 
as a standard ofimionetary measure and the 
maintenance of silver at a.parity with gold 
by its limited coinage under suitable safe- 
guards of law.’ This one largest possible 
enjoyment of both metals is gained witha 
value universally acceptefl throughout the 
world, which constitutes practical bimetal- 
lic currency, assuring the most stable stand- 
ard and, especially, the best and safest 
money for all who earn their livelihood by 
labor or the produce of husbandry. They 
cannot suffer when paid in the best money 
known to man, but are the peculiar and 
most defenseless victims of a debased and 
fluctuating currency, which offers continual 
profits to the money changer at their cost. 


Democracy Favors a Gold Standard. 


“ Realizing these truths, demonstrated by 
long public inconvenience and loss, the Dem- 
ocratic party, in the interest of the masses 
and of equal justice to all, practically estab- 
lished, by the legislation of 1834 and 1853, 
the gold standard of monetary measure- 
ment, and likewise entirely divorced the 
government from banking and currency is- 
sues. To this long-established Democratic 
policy we adhere, and insist upon the main- 
tenance of the gold standard and of the 
parity therewith of every dollar issued by 
the government, and are firmly opposed to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
to the compulsory purchase of silver bull- 
ion.’ 

“ This language is but a reiteration of the 
terse demand of the Democratic platform 
of 1872 that ‘ Every dollar coined or issued 
by the government shall have équal power in 
the market and in the payment of debts.’ 

“ The convention which assembled in Chi- 
cago in July of the present year. in demand- 
ing the unlimited coinwge of silver dollars 
on the ratio of 412% grains of standard sil- 
ver to 28 8-10 grains of standard gold, with 
full legal tender quality for all debts and 
dues, public and private, offers to the coun- 
try a scheme from which every voter may 
expect whatever advantage to the country or 
himself his reason or even his imagination 
can suggest. 

“The advocates of the unlimited coinage 
of full legal tender silver do not agree as 
to what will be the consequence of the adop- 


tion by the United States of their favorite 
measure. 


The Free Silwer Dogma. 


“The more intelligent know that it ts im- 
possible by law to give to silver bullion or to 
silver coin a local valuein the United States 
and, therefore, Mr. Bryan, who must be re- 
garded as the official interpreter of the free 
silver dogma, asserts his belief that the un- 
limited coinage of legal tender silver by the 
United States alone would increase the value 
of silver bullion, which is today 67 cents 
per ounce, to $1.29, and he asserts his be- 
lief that under unlimited coinage the silver 
dollar containing 412% grains of standard 
silver, coined by the authority of the United 
States, would be of equal acceptability and 
value with the dollar containing 25% 
grains in standard gold in all the markets of 
the world. 

“It is something that this opinion has no 
support in the experience of mankind. It is 
enough for present purposes to say it has 
no foundation other than the confident as- 
sertions of those who share in that belief. 
No party in the country ever undertook so 
much as do the advocates of the unlimited 
coinage of silver. They not only undertake 
to maintain a commercial perity in value of 
about 434,502,041 silver dollars already 
coined by the United States under authority 
of the acts of Feb. 28, 1878, and of July 14, 
1590, and of all the silver dollars that may 
hereafter be coined, but they assume the 
task of advancing the value of the silver 
coinage of all the nations of the world to 
an equal acceptability and value with coins 
of gold. If the expectations of such of the 
advocates of free coinage of silver are real- 
ized it would be difficult uvoon their own 
premises to perceive what would be gained 
by those who expect cheap money. 

Depreciated and Cheap Dollars. 

“ Accepting their claim that under free 
coinage the dollar of silver would become of 
equal acceptability’ and value, and equal 
power in all markets, and the payment of 
debts throughout the civilized world, the 
silver dollar would be as difficult to procure 
as the. gold dollar is now. They complain 
now that the dollar of gold has too much-pur- 
chasing power and is too difficult to obtarn. 

“But the real expectation of the great 
body of supporters of the free coinage of 
silver, and one much more in harmony with 
the experience of mankind, is that the un- 
limited coinage of silver would give to the 
country a depreciated and cheaper dollar, 
which would enhance nominal values and 
be used in the payment of debts, but would 
be attended and followed by the ruin of al! 
industries, the destruction of public and 
private credit, and irreparable mischief. 

“‘ Mr. Chairman and gentlemen: Our plat- 
form commits us to the maintenance of the 
Democratic faith. Many of our associates, 
deluded by the deceptive sophistries, are 

supporting a condition which disavows the 
traditional faith of the Democratic party. 
The best we can hope for then is that they

they may return to the safe paths that they 


have héretofore trodden.”’ 


ELOQUENT WORDS BY COL, FELLOWS 


He Notifies Gen. Buckner of His Nomi- * 


mation by the Party. 

As the strains of “Old Kentucky Home ” 
were dying out, after the speech by Gen. 
Palmer, Col. Fellows arose to address the 
gathering and to notify Gen. Buckner. His 
effort was expected to be the oratorical treat 
of the evening, and his-auditors were not 
disappointed. Col. Fellows said in part: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gen. Buckner: The 
National: Democratic convention, which but 


recently assembled at Indianapolis, placed 


you in nomination for the office of Vice- 
President of the United States (applause], 
and. through its appropriate committee con- 
ferred upon me the high privilege of of- 
ficilally communicating to you that fact, and 
requesting your acceptance. This mag- 
nificient gathering in your own State is the in- 
dorsement and fitting supplement to the wis- 
dom which guided us to that action [ap- 
plause], and the demonstration of love and 
affection which greet the presentation of 
your name here, where you are best known 
and best loved, are but the echoes of that 
applauding shout which greeted it from the 
representatives of all the States of this Union 
when it was proclaimed. [Applause.] 

** They tell us that that convention was not 
regular. It is asserted that it had no proper 
warrant by party authority for meeting or 
for taking action. We will not deny that the 
convention which assembled at Chicago had 
the right, if they chose to exercise it, to de- 
clare Democratic principles. We simply con- 
tent ourselves with asserting that they re- 
fused to perform their duty, which was in 
their power to perform. [Applause.] 

‘*Democracy is something more than a 
name. Democracy is something more than 
a legend, and although an assemblage 
clothed in the uniform and vested in the 
official badges of Democratic authority mpy 
take our banner and masquerade in our uhi- 
form they leave to us the possession of the 
principles; we are the Democratic party and 
they are the bolters. [Prolonged applause. ] 

**T invoke the memories of the past for my 
democracy. It was not breathed first across 
the plains of Nebraska. {Applause and 
laughter.}] It speaks tonight from the tomb 
at Monticello and the grave at the Hermitage 
with as potent a voice and should have as 
petential an influence as when these great 
founders and Captains of our faith spoke in 
audible tones. 

‘‘ They tell us you cannot win, and I reply, 
you shall be more than conquerors. [Ap- 
plause.] If success always implies the gew 
saws and trappings of power, if it imply 
the possession of the emoluments and profits 
which office brings, then indeed you may. 
not win: but if success come, as success al- 
ways will come, to him who battles for what 
he knows to be right, regardless of conse- 
quences, and is willing to die in the fight, 
if success means the performance of duty 
which involves self-sacrifice, the highest at- 
tribute and characteristic of duty itself; if 
that is the true test of success, then you 
shall be grandly triumphant in November.”’ 
[Great applause.] 


GEN. BUCKNER SPEAKS IN REPLY. 


He Talks of the Spirit That Actuated 
the Convention. 

Gen. Buckner followed Col. Fellows in a 
short speech of acceptance. Hesaid: 

‘*T cannot fittingly express my acknowl- 
edgments to you, Mr. Fellows, for the very 
graceful and eloquent terms in which you 
have announced to me the action of the na- 
tional J emocracy. I know, sir, that a spirit 
actuated that convention at Indianapolis 
which looked to the general principle of 
Democracy, the spirit of nationalism, in 
selecting its candidates. That feeling crys- 
tallized around me as an object to be asso- 
clated with this gallant chieftan in blotting 
out all past differences and sectionalism. 
[Applause.] 

“T accept that position, Mr. Chairman, 
and will discharge that duty with as much 
willingness as I ever discharged any on 
earth. I am proud to be associated with the 
movement which blots out all sectional lines 
forever and makes us one people and one 
nationality. [Applause.] 


Revive Ancient Spirit of Democracy. 


‘‘It is time that this ancient spirit of De- 
mocracy should be revived. We have had 
amongst us parties builded up heretofore 
upon sectional hate; parties which have 
advocated special Interests at the expense of 
all other interests. We have':had that great 

tepublican party, ruling in controlling the 
destinies of this country built up upon 
hatred and antagonism om nearly one-jnaif 
of the country. But now, at the very mo- 
ment that that party has announced that It 
will cease the contention of one section 
against another, that hereafter it will be u 
national party, there springs up against and 
among us another party professedly built 
upon sectionalism, professedly and urgently 
insisting that one special interest of the 
country, that the greedy silver miner shall 
be built up at the expense of every other 
citizen in the land [applause], and what 
is that party? It is not proper that I should 
discuss the particular platforms of the dif- 
ferent parties here, but it is well for us 
4S patriots to ask the origin of this party, 
calling itself falsely the Democratic party; 
how was it constituted and what are the 
principles it enunciates?. They claim that 
they were regular. The delegates to that 
ecnventicn were appointed, it is true, under 
the regular authority of Democratic orgamn- 
ization, but the primaries, county and State 
conventions reaffirmed the fundamental 
principles of the Democratic party and sent 
their delegates to Chicago, bound in honor, 
and by every political duty to adhere to 
them. Did they do it? 


Principles Abandoned at Chicago. 


‘You have been told by the gentlemen 
who have preceded me how they violated 
their instructions: how they abandoned the 
principles of Democracy; haw they betrayed 
their own party to the enemy, and went 
over to the enemy and went over to false 
doctrines. [Applause.] But they said that 
that was regular, and therefore that we, and 
every one who has been associated with the 
Democratic party, are bound to follow their 
lead, because they regularly proclaimed that 
the principles of Democracy were dead, and 
those of Populism should be hereafter those 
of Democracy. [Applause.] 

“Benedict Arnold was regular in his 
proceeding. [Aplause.] He was regularly 
commissioned by his government: he wore 
the uniform; he was regularly assigned by 
Washington to the command at West Point 
and the island; he issued regularly his orders 
through the cnosen staff officers to his 
troops, disbursing them broadcast, in order 
that the enemy might come in and massacre 
all of them. All that proceeding was reg- 
ular; but when he was detected, when his 
rank ‘treason was discovered, Washington 
and his followers‘refused to follow'such reg- 
ular proceedings. [Applause. ] 

‘And yet, according to the cry of our 
friends at Chicago, Washington and the pa- 
triots of the ‘revoiution were bolters. Mr: 
Chairman, the Democratie party cannot 
ever indorse the heresies of the Chicago 
platform. We proclaim now, as we pro- 
claimed at Indianapolis, the ancient prin¢i- 
ples of Democracy—obedience to law, a court 
untrammeled either by legislative or by ex- 
ecutive control, a tribunal which is the last 
resort of the weak against the powerful. 
That. which our friends at Chicago would 
destroy we insist on upholding and support- 
ing its’ decrees by the whole power of the 
State and national authority. We believe 
in the Jeffersonian doctrine of equal and ex- 
act justice to all and éxclusive privileges to 
none, 

Dollar in Money fora Dollar of Work. 

“We insist that for every 100 cents’ worth 
of work done by the laborer he shall receive 
a dollar worth 100 cents. We advocate the 


‘freest possible trade, and we insist that the 


commerce of the world shall be brought to 
our ports in free ships, untaxed for the bene- 
fit of any special interest in this country. 
These were the fundamental doctrines that 
Democracy proclaimed, and over them the 
flag of Democracy waves as proudly as ever 
in the hours of victory. [Applause.] 

“Mr. Fellows, Il accépt the task imposed 
upon me by the National Democracy. It 
was unsought by me and undesired, further 
than as one who is willing to devote the few 


‘remaining years of his life in the interests of 


his country. [Tremendous applause.] 

‘* Not only do I accept the charge imposed 
upon me, but, acknowledging the authority 
of that great Democracy to place its members 
wherever it chooses, I obey their mandate 
and bear the flag which, through you, they 
have placed. in my hands. Under our dis- 
tinguished leaders in that vast concourse of 


| true Democrats I will follow, knowing that

They want to k e 
Bryan so they will have no more Mee oo 
with him or the principle he advocates. s 
seems to be the sentiment among & . 
many of the hard money Democrats rig ‘g 
here in Louisville. They are loyal enoug 
to the Indianspos ticket, but, do not pur- 

ose to lose their votes. 

. Billy Breckinridge, who is here today, says 
he is inclined to.the belief that the hard 
money Democrats need not go over to Mc- 
Kinley to take the State away from Bryan. 
In other words, he thinks Palmer will get 
more votes than. Bryan out of Kentucky. 
There is unquestionably a strong hard 
money sentiment among the Democrats in 
the State, but the silverites are aggressive 
and will probably outvote the followers of 
the Indianapolis ticket. 

Gov. Bradley says he believes the Repub- 
licans will get seven Congressional districts 
in the State. He says he is certain of five 
and thinks the Republicans will land two 
more. The biggest fight is coming off in 
the Seventh Congressional District, wherein 
Billy Breckinridge will run as a hard money 
Democrat. The silverites are engaged ina 
three-cornered eontest down there, with 
Evan E. Settle in the lead. Thechances are 
the silverites will nominate C. J. Bronston, 
who was Joe Blackburn’s right-hand man 
in Frankfort when he was fighting for a re- 
nomination for the Senate. Gétorge Denny, 
who came within a hundred of beating Owen, 
Breckinridge’s successor, will probably be 
renominated by the Republicans. It is un- 
derstood that Denny may drop out of the 
fight altogether, and that the Republicans 
will miake no Congressional nomination in 
the district. 

If this be true Breckinridge will almost 
certainly beat whoever the silverites will 
nominate. Fayette County shows, according 
to a recent poll, 1,500 hard maeney Demo- 
crats, and there are said to be 3,500 in the 
district. But six Republicans could be found 
in Fayette County who were going to vote 
for Bryan, There is no available means to 
estimate their strength-in Louisville. 

About half of the big wholesale houses, and 
retail establishments as well, give evidence 
of their political proclivities by decorating 
for Palmer and Buckner. 

A great number of the substcntial busl- 


| ness-men of the city called on Gens. Palmer 


and Buckner today at the Galt House. Many 
of them brought their families with them 
and by action gave every evidence of their 
sincerity of purpose. Buckner will undoubt- 
edly take the stump in Kentucky against 
Bryan, who, by the way, comes here next 
week. The State affords a fine field for the 
promotion of hard money ‘principles. With 
any degree of management at all it can be 
taken away from Bryan and its Electoral 
vote given to McKinley. It makes but little 
difference whether the hard money Demo- 
crats vote for their own ticket or give 
strength to McKinley, the Bryan Electors 
will be third in the race when the finish

ers and such appointments shall be made at 
least thirty days prior to each general elec- 
tion, and if prior to that time the Chairman 
of the State Central committee of either of 
such parties shall nominate in writing a 
member of his own party for such appoint- 
ment, the Governor of the State shall ap- 
point such nominee: According to all legal 


| precedents in case of a division of a party 


or other like organization, that body whicna 
adheres to the articles of faith of the party’ 
or organization is held to be the true party 
or organization and elected to wear its name, 
possess its property, and enforce its rights, 
The National Democratic convention, which 
met in this:city of Indianapolis on Sept. 2, 
1896, adopted a platform embodying the true 
faith of the Democratic party. : 

“ Therefore, as Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral committee of the Democratic party, 
which has enunciated in its platform for the 
current campaign the true faith of the Dem- 
ocratic party, it being: one of the two polit- 
ical parties that cast the largest number of 
votes in this State at the general election of 
1894, pursuant to the said statute, I hereby 
respectfully nominate John A. Finch, a mem- 
ber of such party and a qualified elector of 
the City of Indianapolis, as a member of the 
State Board of Election Commissioners. 

** SAMUEL O. PicKENSs, Chairman.”

BRAGG POINTS OUT THE DANGER, 


Says Bryan’s Election Means the Down- 
fall of the Republic. 

Fond du Lac, Wis., Sept. 12.—[Special.]— 
Gen. E. 8S. Bragg this evening before an tm- 
mense audience at Turner Hall paid his re- 
spects to the political elements which capt- 
ured the Chicago convention. 

*‘ If the Chicago ticket is successful in the 
November election,” said ‘the General, 
“it wouid precipitate the country into a 
revolution which would tear asunder the 


Union, disrupt the government, bringing 
upon us havoc and ruin even greater 
than that caused by the French revo- 


lution of a century ago. We are on the 
eve of a Presidential campaign which brings 
a crisis which will determine whether it will 
go well or evil with our republic, whether 
those institutions of which we boast will 
live or whether they will be hurled to de- 
struction. :

THREATEN TO BURN SPRINGFIELD, KY. 


Regulators Burn the Tolil-Gates 
Throughout Washington County 
and Terrify Citizens. 


Springfield, Ky., Sept. 12.—[{Special.J— 
Washington County and Springfield, the 
county seat, are in a frenzy of excitement 
tonight, as they have been for four or five 
nights, on’ account of threats to burn the 
town, | | 

The trouble grows out of the effort made 
at last November’s election to make all 
turnpikes in the‘gounty free. The question 
was put to a voté of the people, and it car- 
ried by a very large majority, but for reasons 
which the average citizen in Washington 
County does not understand or appreciate 
the toll-gates are still up, and tolls are be- 
ing collected on every one in the county, not- 
withstanding the vote of the people to free 
them. 

A week ago tonight was set as the last Cay 
the gates would be tolerated, but none were 
closed or removed, and a band of 500 men, 
divided into squads, went into different parts 
of the county and cut down thirteen.gates. 
Two men were arrested and charged with 
destroying property. They gave bail’ and 
were released. Then information came to 
town that if any more were arrested the 
regulators would burn the Town of Spring- 
field, the county seat. This alarmed the 
citizens, and each night since the town has 
been guarded by two or three hundred citi- 
zens. | 

Last night the regulators came within 
three miles of town and cut a gate to pieces, 
and were coming into the county seat, it is 
understood, but learned that the town was 
under heavy guard and decided to postpone 
the raid. 

Tonight citizens are patrolling the court- 
house square and up and down the main 
’ streets, 
lutely powerless. Every one is afraid to 
raise a hand against the regulators lest his 
property or life be endangered. 

Every one here feels confident that the 
sun tomorrow will not shine upon a toll 
gate standing in Washington County. In 
the raid last night three gates were cut to 
pieces, and their keepers warned not to col- 
lect toll again under eonaiinaad lynching. 

A notice was tacked on the gate of Palmer 
Grundy, President of the Bloomfield turn- 
pike, which warned him that if he allowed 
any more toll to be collected on that road 
he had better look out for his house and

Why Prices Fall. 


“ This is, of course, a mere assumption 
and is based upon the fluctuations of the 
market prices of commodities, which, in 
many instances, have diminished in the last 
twenty-five years, and because of This de- 
crease in prices it is asserted that gold has 
appreciated. The fallin prices every man in 
this audience knows is easily and readily ac-- 
counted for upon a moment’s reflection. The 
decrease in the price. of commodities has 
been going on ever since skill and genius and 
invention have been at work, and such 
cheapening process has been marked and 
conspicuous for a third of a century, aided 
by a protective tariff and the rich rewards 
that our prosperity has offered. Whatever 
agricultural products have fallen in price, it 
is discoverable that there has been an in- 
creased production and that the increased 
consumption has not kept pace with the in- 
creased production. : 

‘“‘ As greai areas of lands have been opened 
to the raising of farm products, the quantity 
of such production has increased, and the 
demand rot increasing in the same propor- 
tion prices have logically and inevitably 
fallen. It doés not require a great effort of 
the mind to comprehend that if you increase 
the quantity of wheat In a single year enor- 
mously with about the same number of con- 
sumers as before prices will go down. 
With a given number of consumers and an 
increased production, with more competitors 
and no more consumers, the cheaper will be 
the prAducts. What increases the price of 
any pr-duct is that many people want itand 
can only get it by paying a better price than 
some one else is willing to give. The more 
people who want an article the better price 
it will comand. The more people who want 
your labor the better wages you will receive 
[Applause.] If there is one day’s labor for 
sixteen workingmen you would not get as 
g00d wages as though there were sixteen 
daysfor one workingman. {Laughter and ap- 
plause.}] And that is the sort of 16to1we 
want in the United States. [Applause.] 

‘* The changes in the prices of agricultural 
products or any other commodities which 
have been cheapened in their production by 
improved machinery and more competition 
and greater production do not prove that, 
gold has advanced in value, but simply 
that such products have fallen in price. 
Is not the labor of men rather thai 
the thing which their labor creates, the 
real test? Have the wages paid to labor 
since 1873, as measured by gold, decreased? 
That is the crucial question. We resumed 
specie payments on a gold basis Jan. 1, 1879. 
Since that time wages and salaries have not 
declined, but rather risen. 

‘““In 1880 the number of employés in the 
manufacturing establishments of the United 
States, men and youths, was 2,732,000, aggre- 
gating in wages $47,375,000, or an average 
of $324 per capita. In 1890, ten years after 
resuming, the number of wage-earners was 
4,712,622, and their aggregate earnings were 
$2,285,215,529, or $488 per capita. 

“ This showing would clearly indicate that 
the ‘gold basis has not injured labor, Here 
was an increase from 1880 to ISPO of neariy ov 
per cent. This increase in the wages of labor 
is further sustained by the report of the 
committee of the United States Senate, made 
by the members of both political parties, 
which in 1°02 investigated the subject of 
wages and prices. The committee reported 
that in twenty-one of the selected industries 
wages were in money 40 per cent higher in 
1880 than in 1860, and. 60 per cent higher in 
189? than in 1860, and the prices of staple 
articles had fallen between 1880 and 1890 tn 
some instances one-third. In other words, 
there never had been a time in our history 
when work was so abundant or when wages 
were so high, whether measured hv the cur- 
rency in which they were paid or bw the 
power to supply the necessaries and comforts 
of life. [Applause.] 


In 1892; in 1896. 


“ That’s what you left in 1892. Is there a 
workingman in the United States who does 
not want that condition back again? [Con- 
tinued applause.] Since 1860 wagés have.ad- 
vanced 68, per cent, according to the table 
of the Senate committee. The.wages paid 
in 1860 were in times when we had the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver and thirteen 
years before the suspension of free coinage 
of silver. In 1890, according to the census, 
the number of persons over 12 years of 
age laboring at various. occupations 
reached 14,326,150. This great army 
of which you are a part, constituting more 
than one-fifth of our population, work for 
wages, and are paid in money measured by 
gold, that is, when you have work, or money 
4s good as gold. You have had no other kind 
of money since 1879, and the working people 
of no other country of the world have any 
better money. 

‘There are the toiling masses who were 
the most prosperous in 1892 of any working 
people in the world, and more prosperous 
than they had ever been before. The cheap- 
ening of commodities 6omes from the intro- 
duction and application of labor-saving ma- 
chinery, both on the farm and inthe factory. 
There is scarcely any branch of production 
which does not turn out more commodities 
per hour of labor than:in 1873. It would be 
just as reasonable and just as conclusive to 


say that the suspension of the free coinage ° 


of silver in 1873 reduced the price of steel 
rails from $120 per ton to $25 or $30 per ten, 
the price now prevailing, as to say that act 
reduced the price of wheat. 


Fixes the Price of Wheat. 


“The price of wheat Is fixed by the law of 
supply and demand, which is eternal. Gold 
has not made long crops or short crops, high 
prices or low prices. Gold has not opened 
up,.the wheat fields of Russia, India, or the 
Argentine Republic, nor will free silver de- 
stroy them. Gold has not kept up the freight 
rates for the agricultural producer; and the 
stoppage of free coinage in 1873 has not ad- 
vanced it. 

‘*In 1873 the average of freight on .grain 
by lake and rail from Chicago to New York 
was 26.9 cents per bushel. In 1895 it was 6.9 
per bushel. Our working people have bought 
the necessaries and comforts of life cheaper 
for themselves and families during all these 
years since 1873 and down to 1892, They 
were getting better wages, paid in gold, for 
their labor than ever before. In the United 
States everything has been cheapened but 
man, and, as nearly as I can ascertain it, in 
free silver countries—such as Mexico, Cen- 
tral America, and South America—man alone 
has been cheapened, everything he buys 
having been steadily increased, with con- 
stant fluctuations by steady decrease in the 
price of silver. With the gold Basis and the 
protective tariff from 1879 to 1893 the work- 
ingmen of the/country were never before so 
steadily employed, they never before re- 
ceived such good wages, they never before 
were paid in better money, and their wages 
never before bought so many of the neces- 
saries, comforts, and luxuries of life. [Ap- 
plause and cries of** Hurrah for McKinley!’’} 

“Tf a gold standard deprived the Ameri- 
can toiler of a single day’s work or his fam- 
ily of a’single comfort, or reduced his wages, 
or made life harder for him I would be 
against it. [Applause.] As it does not, and 
as it promotes the general prosperity and 
upholds the national credit and honor, I am 
for it and shall steadily favor it as long as 
I believe it is truly beneficial and advan- 
tageous to our country. [Long and contin- 
ued applause. ] 


Quotes John G. Carlisle. 


“The Hon. John G. Carlisle, the distin- 
guished Democrat, who is at present S.cre- 
tary of the Treastry, on April 15, 1806, ad- 
dressed the weorkingmen of Chicago in a 
speech of great power and elcquénce 
Among other things he said: ‘ The value of 
the silver dollar, under free coinage, would 
fluctuate from day to day, moving up and 
down with the rise and fall of the commer- 
cial price of the bullion contained in it, as 
the Mexican dollar does now, and the 
premium of the gold dollar would of course 
fluctuate to the same extent, thus affording 
an opportunity to bullicn brokers and specu- 
laters to buy and sell it ataprofit. It would 
cease to be used as money because no man 
would pay his debts in gold dollars or in 
paper redeemable in gold dollars worth 100 
cents, when the law permitted him to pay 
them in silver icllars worth only 51 to 52 
cents each. 

‘‘* The sudden withdrawal,’ says Mr. Car- 
lisle, ‘ of $620,000,000 of gold from the cur- 
rency in the) country would undoubtedly 
produce a financial and industrial disturb- 
ance far more disastrous to the interests of 
labor than ever before experienced in our 
history, and no man whe has a particle of 
sympathy for) workingmen and working- 
women and their dependent. familles can 
contemplate the pussibility of such a calam- 
ity without feeling that it is his duty, wheth- 
er he occupies private or public station, to 
employ. every honorable means at his com- 
mand to avert it.’ 

“There are the words of truth and sober- 
ness; I commend them to the workingmen 
of Homestead [applause], and to the entire 
country, everywhere, as well entitled tc the 
most serious and earnest consideration. 

‘* Gentlemen, I have always been, as you 
know, in favor of a protective tariff, end 
have always advocated it and believed in 
it because I thought it Was necessary to pro- 
tect the American workingman againsi the 
cheaper labor of the world. Applying that 
great principle, I am in favor of protecting 
today the workingman of the United States 
against a degraded currency. I am opposed 
to free trade because it degrades American 
labor. I am opposed to free silver because 
it degrades American money. [Continuous 
applause.]

‘‘ Railroads measure by their traffic and 
their tonnage the business conditions of the 
cities, villages, counties, and States through 
which they pass. They are unfailing barom- 
eters ef every business change, and have 
never yet failed to meet every demand upon 
them, however sudden, perplexing, of great. 
They aré constantly increasing their facili- 
ties. their efficiency, and capacity, and in the 
sharp competition of legitimate business 
rivalry they. have consiantly, of their own 
free volition, steadily reduced the rates for 
both freight and passenger traffic. 

‘They not only register the domestic 
trade of the country, but to a very large de- 
gree the foreign trade, fcr without their en- 
terprise and liberelity the farmer would be 
deprived of any participation in distant mar- 
kets and the merchants unable to cffer their 
goods at prices within the means of any of 
their. customers. Whatever wrongs they 
have perpetrated, and in a system so great

DR. WETMORE ARRESTED FOR MURDER 


Mrs. Lawrence, Convicted of Killing 
Her Husband, Makes a Confes- 
sion Implicating Another, 


= 


Holland, Mich., Sept. 12.—[({Special.]—Thits 
city was all excitement today when it be- 
|! eame known that Dr. J. D. Wetmore, who 
had only returned from the North this morn- 
ing, having suddenly left here when the mur- 
der of Enos Lawrence was discovered, was 
arrested on a charge of: being implicated in 
the murder. 

At the ttial of Mrs, Lawrence recently, 
Ray Coates testified that some man had as- 
sisted him. Since: the conviction of Mrs. 
Lawrence Judge Padgham delays d sentenc- 
ing her in order to cbtain the ¥ hole truth. 

On the 1th of last April the body of Enos 
Lawrence was found in Black River. it 
was proved afterwards that he had been 
murdered. Ray Coates and Mrs. Lawrence, 
full brother and sister, a few days after the 
murder, went to Grand Haven and were mar- 
ried. They left for Northern Michigan a 
few days afterwards, wére captured, brought 
back to trial, and convicted. Ray Coates 
was sentenced for life, and is now in Jack- 
son. Mrs. Lawrence was convicted of mur- 
der in the second degree and has not yet 
been sentenced as Judge Padgham was in 
hopes that they would find out of her 
whether a third party was actually im- 
plicated as her brother Coates had sworn to. 

This morning she made a clean breast of 
the whole thing, stating that Dr. Wetmore 
had originated the plan to put Lawrence out 
of the way two months previous to the mur- 
der, that the plan was fully executed 
accordingly, and that the doctor participated 
in the crime. . ‘ 

Sheriff Keppel immediately prepared to 
go West to arrest the doctor, but just then 
received a telegram from here that Wet- 
more had arrived here at._home, whereupon 
he immediately came to Holland and ar- 
rested him. He was held by Justice Vans- 
celven and lodged in the county jail this 
evening.

SECOND FIRE RESULTS IN DAMAGE. 


Factory of Freund Bros. Discovered 
in Flames, of Supposed Incendiary 
Origin, Twice in Twe Days. 


Fire, presumably of incendiary origin, the 
second this weck, last night did $10,000 
damage to Freund Bros.’ wallpaper and 
paint factory, No. 3142 Canal strect, and 
Ignatz Freund and Mrs, Carrie Arnold had 
narrow escapes from suffocation by smoke. 
Freund asserts that as he was groping his 
way through the smoke he heard a mysteri- 
ous voice say: 

** Well, this time you can’t put it out.”’ 

The flames compelled him to hasten, and 
he did not search for the man who uttered 
the taunt, but he declares some unknown 
enemy must have tried revenge by a fire- 
brand. The fire burned stubbornly, and at 
one time threatened to spread to adjoining 
cottages. , 

Shortly after 6 o'clock Ignatz Freund, who 
lives iu the house next north, saw fire 
through the factory windows. He ran to 
the building and seized an extinguisher, 
believing he would be able to combat the 
blaze as successfully as he did one that 
Started mysteriously on Thursday night. 

That blaze, he declares, Was as strange in 
its origin as last night’s. Then a smal! ex- 
tinguisher proved a remedy. So Freund 
seized his extinglisher last night and made 
for an inside door, back of which the fire 
was raging. When he opened this second 
door a sheet of flame rushed out, followed 
by thick smoke. . Freund turned quickly and 
ran back, stumbling as he went. 

“It was at this moment,” he said, “I 
heard the mocking voice. It told me ina 
taunting way I couldn’t put the fire out this 
time. I was afraid to stop and find where 
the voice came from, the smoke was so dense. 
As I] think of it now, the man seemed to 
speak from the elevator way, but I’m not 
certain. I just hurried-on and found a door 
and got outside without looking further. I 
didn’t know I had an enemy in the world, 
but after what happened tonight I have de- 
cided I must have one. That must account, 
too, for Thursday’s fire,” 

The. flames were driven directly down to 
the roofs of two cottages south of the fac- 
tory. The families of Henry Pelton and 
Alexander Glandey, who lived in the:first 
house, had escaped. A small girl ran to 
Policemen Finley and Dillon. who had just 
arrived, and told them Mra. Carrie Arnold 
was lying on a bed ili at No. 3148 Canal 
street, The flames were perilously near the 
cottage. 

Finley and Dillon made a dash and 
reached the outer door, tore It open, and 


| hastened to the rear of the house where Mrs.

Arnold’s room is. They wrapped heavy 
blankets around the woman, and carried her 
to the door. While being-taken to the home 
of Mrs. Murray, across the street, Mrs. 
Arnold fainted. She recovered there, how- 
ever, and her friends said she was none the 
worse for her experience. 

The fire was stubobrn and hard to combat. 
Firemen had to work with caution, for they 
were fearful of an explosion of benzine, of 
which quantities were said to be stowed in 
the basement. The wallpaper burned easily, 
and the fire spread to the paints.

INSPECTOR STUART CHARGES THE 
LAWYER WITH MISUSING MAILS. 


Accusation Involves a Lens Story of 
an Attempted Huge Swindle on the 
Heirs of Juamcs McCormack, Said 
to Have Died a Millovaire in Gaate- 
mitla—Names and Addresses of the 

~ Supposed Victims—How the Investi- 
‘gation Came About. 


On a charge of using the United States - 


mails for purposes of swindling Inspecior 
Stuart last night arrested Attorney Charles 
E. George of the law firm of Durscombe & 
George, No. 804 Kedzie Block.

George's Alleged Pians. 

The plan he is said to. have pursued was 
to induce persons whom he is said to have 
convinced that they were prospective heirs 
to an estate valued at $1,500,000 in Guate- 
mala to send him money to take all the neces- 
sary legal steps in proving their title to the 
property. 

It appears to be one of the most elaborate 
schemes of its character, according to In- 
pg Stuart, in the history of the Chicago 

ce, 
VGaaree was taken before United States 
Commissioner Foote and his hearing was set 
for next Thursday. His bond was fixed at 


$3,000. 

The scheme with which George is charged 
has been developing, it is said, for over a 
year, during which time, judging from the 
correspondence in the hands of the Inspect- 


or, he has received sums from each of his 


alleged victims ranging from $25 to $114. 

In July, 1895, an item appeared in various 
papers of the country saying James Mc- 
Cormack, a contractor and carpenter, died 
suddehly in Guatemala, C. A. He was re- 
ported to have an estate of nearly a million 
dollars, including between 50,000 and 
$200,000 in property and $800,000 in the bank. 

This story was the basis on which George 
is said to have worked. The evidence upon 
which the case against him is being made 
dates from April of this year, but further 
investigation has shown that the accused 
commenced his questionable operations im- 
mediately after the appearance of the item. 

Lawyer Harper’s Story. 

J. B. Harper, a lawyer of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
was one with whom George is. said to have 
been most successful. Through him, the in- 
spector says, he secured $1,800. 

A letter was received by Mr. Harper, the 
latter says, giving him the facts as stated in 
the newspaper and informing him thaf 
José Sarrasiti was appointed administrator. 
There were said to be three heirs and a 
widow, who were each entitled to a share 
in the estate. According to the laws of 
Guatemala the widow is entitled to one- 
third of the estate, while the remaining 
relatives, even to third and fourth cousins, 
were entitled to share and share alike. The 
letter, Harper says, stated that if there was 


any one in Fort Wayne who could prove . 
relationship to the dead James McCormack, | 
the writer would guarantee there would be | 


no trouble in proving up the claim, 

The writer offered to take for his share of 
the work one-half the fees Mr. Harper 
might secure, and the latter was to take the 
other half. 

Inspector Stuart says he understands the 
Fort Wayne persons were told their claims 
were good, and on the representation of At- 
torneys Harper and George they advanced 
fees in payment for l¢tters of administration, 
inheritance tax, filing papers, and transcrib- 
ing records. The first fee said to have been. 
paid- amounted to $24.90, while the inheri- 
tance tax asked from each one was $114.50. 
The share of the estate each heir was en- 
titled to was represented to them to be about 


Fertile in Excuses. 


Harper says George was exceedingly clever 
in finding reasons for postponing payment 
of the inheritance which he claimed, accord- 
ing to the particuiars of the charge against 
him, after about two. months of ; corre- 
spondence he was ready to turn over to the 
heirs. The most ingenious excuse he had 
was the death of the United States Consul. 
He said that the share of the estate due the 
eleven heirs, amounting to $312,000, had 
been made payable to the Consul, but that on 
acount of his death it would be necessary to 
send the draft back and have the money 
made payable to the Consul to be appointed. 

Attorney Harper says he finally became 
tired of the delay in the paymept of the 
money and of paying out fees and turned 
the matter over to the Postoffice officials 
to investigate. The caze was placed fn the 
hands of Inspector Stuart. He says he 
learned that there was nosuch public official 
as José Sarrasiti at Taxipon, and that a 
man named James McCormack had died at 
Taxipon, having on his person at thé time 
of his death $150 or £200, while he had $8v0 
in the International Bank. The papers in 
reporting the affair had added three ciphers 
to the ficures given and had mado the dead 
man worth $1,000,000 Instead of $1,069, 

Under instructions from Inspector Styart 
Attorney Harper has beer. keeping up the 
correspondence with George, and sufficient 
evidence was developed, in the inspector’s 
judgment, to justify his making the arrest 
yesterday.

THE PRESIDEND SPEAKS, 

Mr. Cleveland at last has broken his long 
silence. The unique spectacle is presented 
of the leader of one of the great parties of 
the country occupying the Executive chair 
of the Nation denouncing the platform of 
his party, bolting its candidates, and join- 
ing with other prominent members of his 
administration in récognizing Gen. Palmer 
and -<Gen. Buckner as the candidates who 
should be supported by all honest Demo- 
crats, 

The President’s dispatch sent to Mr. By- 
num was the shortest utterance he has ever 
made, but it could not have siid more had 
it been as long as one of his public messages, 
Mr. Cleveland says: 


I regret that I cannot accept your invitation to 
attend the notification meeting Saturday evening. 
As a Democrat devoted to the principles and in- 
tegrity of our party, I would be delighted to 
be present on an occasion so significant and to 
mingle with those who are determined the voice 
of true Democracy shall not be stifled and who 
insist that its glorious standard shall be borne 
aloft as of old in faithful hands. 


The words are few, plain,;and simple, 
but their purport is weighty and significant 
and will have a powerful effect. Itisa 
dignified expression of his opinion and faith 
and a recognition of the National Democ- 
racy as the only genuine Pemocracy. It is 
all the more effective that it contains no 
allusion to Bryan and his heterogeneous 
following. His declaration that the voice 
of true Democracy must uot be stifled and 
that the glorious standard must be borne 
aloft as of old. in faithful hands will set 
many wavering Democrats to thinking, and 
will undoubtedly save thousands of them 
from, wandering off into the Popocratic 
camp. 

The voice of Mr. Cleveland is the voice 
of the administration, and it was reéchoed 
by equally significant dispatches from Sec- 
retary of the Interior Francis, occupying 
the place of the deserter, Hoke Smith; from 
Secretary of War Lamont, anil from Necre- 
tary of the Treasury Carlisle. Thus the 
action of the Indianapolis convention was 
indorsed by the highest Democratic authori- 
ties in the party. Secretary Carlisle was 
more explicit in his declarations. He was 
proud to take his stand “* with the old-fash- 
*“joned Democrats who have refused to 
“abandon their honest convictions in order 
“to form unnatural alliance with politica] 
“and social organizations whose purposes 
“are dangerous to the country and wholly 
“inconsistent with the fundamental princi- 
“ples of our party, and I pledge to you and 
“your associates such support and assist- 
“ance as I can properly give during the 
“ campaign.” 

By this.action of the President and his 
Secretaries the administration throws the 
weight of its influence and its strength to 
the support of Palmer and Buckner. From 
this new factor in the situation Republicans 
will have nothing to fear.. The handwriting 
on the wall is to be read by Bryan, Sewall, 
and Watson. 
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THE NATIONAL DEMOCRACY IN THE 
FIELD. 

The National Democratic party is fairly 
launched and its candidates are now in the 
race. Gen. Palmer and Gen. Buckner were 
formally notified last evening of their re- 
spective nominations for the Presidency 
and Vice-Presideucy by the Indianapolis 
convention. While they have no expecta- 
tion of winning, they will make the race 
with none the less determination and enthu- 
siasm. Their purpose was succinctly 
stated. by Gen. Palmer to be the defeat of 
the Popocratic party, which has wandered 
away from true Democracy, with the added 
hope that when they have been sufficiently 
chastened and have recovered from the free 
silver craze they will come back into the 
fold and remain there. 

Gen. Palmer’s acceptance of the nomina- 
tion was comparatively short and directly 
to the point. After a graceful allusion to 


ner, against whom he‘had fouzht in the 
field on national issues, and its demonstra- 
tion of the return of good fellowship be- 
tween North and South, he became remi- 
niscent, and, alluding to his past record, de- 
clared that taught by Jefferson he opposed 
slavery, inspired by Jackson he defended 
the union of the States, and while opposed 
to the interference of the Federal Govern- 
ment in purely local affairs he recognizéd 
its right, which Bryan deniés, to enforce 
its own laws in every State. 

Upon the Palmer 
dwelt only long enough to puncture the 
folly of the craze. He defended the plank 
of the Indianapolis convention as substan- 
tially a reiteration of the Democratic plank 
of 1892. He declared that Bryan’s asser- 
tion that unlimited voinage of legal ten- 
der ,silver by the United States alone 
would increase the value of silver bullion 
from 67 cents per ounce to $1.29, and that 
the silver dollar of 412% grains would be 
of equal value with the standard gold dollar 
in all the markets of the world, has no foun- 
dation éxcept in his own assertion. The 
free silverites have undertaken not anly to 
maintain common parity in value of all the 
silver dollars already coined and those to 
be coined, but also to advance the value of 
the silver ‘coin of all nations to that of gold. 
If their expectations were realized it would 
be dificult to see what would be gained by 
those who expect cheap money, since the 
silver dollar would be as difficult to procure 
as the gold dollar now. Closing this part of 
his speech Gen. Palmer exposed the reul 
animus of the Popocrats. ‘ Their real ex- 
pectation is a depreciated and cheaper dol- 
lar to enhance nominal values and to be 
used in payment of debts, followed by the 
destruction of public and private credit ani 
untold mischief.” 

Gen. Palmer’s hope for the defeat of the 
Popocrats will undoubtedly be realized. 
Whether they will enable him to realize his 
other hope, that after defeat they will re- 
turn to the fold, remains to be seen. The 
new party, in any event, is launched, and it 
has the«support of the present adiinistra- 
tion.

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THE CONSEQUENCES OF ALTGELDISM. 
How Altgeldism stands in the way of an 
amelioration of hard times is illustrated by 
an item printed in- Thursday’s Tripunp. 
The trustees of a large Eastern estate have 
several million dollars which they would 
prefer to invest in mortgages on first-class 
Chicago business property. 

They wrote some weeks ago to their agent 
here, stating their desire to make a number 
of heavy loans at 4% per cent. But within 
a few days they have written stating that 
nothing must be done until after election, 
‘and that if Altgeld is elected no loans can 
be made here. They do not want to invest 
trust funds in a State which has an Anar- 
chist Governor, who will not put down riots 
himself and who does not want the Presi- 
deat to do so, even though the rioters are 
interfering with the enforcement of Federal 
laws. 


This shows what an injury to the welfare

of the city Altgeld is. But for him several 
millions of Eastern capital woulg have been 
transferred here this summer. It would 


have gone into the hands of men who would. 


have used it in putting up buildings—that is, 
in the employment of labor. 

That money would have been put in cir- 
culation. It would have gone to the work 
ingman first and from him to the store- 
keeper. Thousands of families would hava 
been made comfortable. But Altgeld stood 
in the way. He, who is everlastingly com- 
plaining of “* the scarcity of money ”’ and is 
clamoring for free coinage to make it abun- 
dant, scares capital away from Chicago, 
and thus deprives workingmen of much- 
needed employment. 


BOURKE COCKRAN’S SPEECH. 

Ex-Congressman W. Bourke Cockran 
gave the people of Chicago who filled the 
Auditorium last evening an inspiring sam- 
ple of the eloquence that has made him 
famous. The speech, delivered under the 
auspices of the American Honest-Money 
League, was an avalanche of scathing sar- 
casm, glowing oratorical periods, and in- 
cisive logic. It differed from his previous 
utterance in Madison Square Garden, New 
York, in that free rein was given his great 
power of word-painting, and yet he in- 
dulged his genius in this respect with so 
much prudence that the force of argument 
was not blunted. From his first words to 
the finish the closest attention was paid the 
speaker, interrupted at every telling point 
by demonstrative approval. This compli- 
ment was all the more conspicuous because 
the audience was composed of what might 
be termed the better and more intelligent 
class of citizens. 

In describing the issue at the opening of 
his address he showed how all the oft-re- 
peated statements of Bryan constituted a 
direct challenge to the success up to the 
present time of our republican form of gov- 
ernment. The chief Popocratic grievance 
which Bryan has emphasized as the pre- 
dominating issue is that the financial legis- 
lation of the Nation for twenty-five years 
has been dominated by foreign money lend- 
ers, “ Shylocks,” with the purpose, which 
he claims has succeeded, of despoiling the 
American people. In commenting on this 
remarkable assertion Mr. Cockran said: 

It is an issue as to whether our government Is 
a success or failure; whether the Constitution of 
the United States is the glorious fruit of human 
wisdom and human virtue, or whether it is a 
shameful monument of human folly and human 
depravity: whether it should be preserved as the 
best defense for human rights, or whether it 
should be destroyed as an obstacle to human 
progress. 

And Mr. Cockran pointed out that under 
the Popocratic platform, as illuminated by 
Bryan, the remarkable spectacle was pre- 
sented of a people being called upon to de- 
cide by their ballots whether they have been 
able successfully to administer their own 
affairs. In this exposition the speaker 
aroused the enthusiasm of his auditors to 
the highest pitch, not a note of his appeal to 
their national pride and their patriotism 
being lost in effectiveness. 

In the parts of his speech devoted more 
exclusively to argument he was equally con- 
vincing. His explanation of the empty 
legislative formality which has been exag- 
gerated into a bugaboo under-the dramatic 
title, the * crime of '73,” was lucid and to 
the point.| His clear definition of the status 
of labor ih the campaign, how impossible it 
would be to hope for higher wages under a 
debased currency, was cogent and based on 
the truths of economic science. His dis 
cussion, in detail of all the fundamental 
virtues of a sound currency was a succes- 
sion of forceful and telling arguments. He 
covered the ground of ‘the campaign con- 
tention, not so comprehensively perhaps as 
Carl Schurz, bat with the accompaniment of 
oratorical graces that gave to each word a 
double effectiveness. |

BRYAN SCORED BY ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
HARMON. 

Attorney-General Harmon’s statement of 
the right ofthe government to use an armed 
force in any-State where national interests 
are jeopardized will sé¢em superfluous to 
most people who may not have realized the 
dangerous significance of Candidate Bry- 
an’s position on the same subject. A plank 
in the platform of. the convention that 
nominated Bryan protested against Federal] 
interference in local affairs, and was con- 
fessedly directed against the action of the 
President! in sending troops to aid in the 
suppressian of the riots‘in Chicago. This 
platform declaration was known to be a 
concession to Gov. Altgeld, the original 
protestant against the President's act, but 
it was not thought to hold out any serious 
menace for the future even if Bryan sheuld 
be elected. The sentiment was so wholly 
unpatriotic and palpably unconstitutional 
that it was dismissed practically as a blast 
of Altgeldism not to be seriously consid- 
ered. But Bryan in his letter of acceptance 
lays stress on this declaration, and amplifies 
it and definitely promises that in case he is 
elected he will not send Federal troops into 
a State unless the State has made a request 
for assistance even under the circumstances 
that prevailed in Chicago during the strike. 
It is this statement by Mr. Bryan that has 
aroused the Attorney-General into a vig- 
orous reply. 

It is pointed out that the government is 
authorized to employ armed forces in aid 
of State authorities when requested and 
when State interests are threatened, and in 
addition the President is authorized to em- 
ploy such forees upon his own judgment 
alone, in the words of the statutes— 

Against unlawful obstructions, combinations, or 
assemblages of persons, in whatever State or Ter- 
ritory thereof the laws of the United States may 


be forcibly opposed or the execution thereof forci- 
bly obstructed. 


This is the law under which the govern- 
ment acted when United States muils were 
stopped by the mobs in Chicago. It was 
not an effnir that concerned the State. As 
Mr. Harmion says: 

By the express terms of the Constitution a State 
has nothing to do with the maintenance of the 
authority or the execution of the laws of the 
United States within the territory of the State. 
The prevention ahd punishment of offenses con- 
nected with|the- mails, with inter-State commerce, 
and with the administration of justice in the Fed- 
eral courts are committed to the General Govern- 
ment, and ito it alone. such offenses in nowtse 
menace the government of the State in which they 
are committed. Therefore the State cannot re- 
quire protection against them. The State has no 
duties to discharge in these matters. -Therefore it 
can fequire no ** ederal assistance ’’ with respect 
to them. 

Mr; Harmon points out that the sovereign 
rights of the United States necessarily fol- 
low its officers and agents everywhere they 
go, protecting and maintaining them in the 
discharge of their duties, and that when 
United States mail officials were prevented 
by rioters from performing their duties in 
Chicago it was the privilege and duty of the 
government to send promptly an armed 
force to protect them. It aas not so sur- 
prising that such a man as Altgeld should 
question this right, but it is more surprising 
and unqualifiedly dangerous to find ‘a candi- 
date for the Presidency indorsing the un- 
constitutional claim. Says Mr. Harmon: 

M-:. Bryan's doctrine that this law is uncpnstitu- 


tional is more dangerous than that of secession. 
The latter at least left the covernment some power 


and authority in the territory of the States which 
should choose to remain: Mr. Brvan’s would re- 
duce it to the idle mimicry of the stage. It was no 
more intended to make the General Government 
dependent upon the States with respect to the mat- 
ters committed to it than to make the States sub- 
lect tg the Gerleral Government with respect to the 
right@ reserved to them. As the General Govern- 
ment is authorized to maintain a regular army 
and navy, which the States cannot do, and as the 
militia of all the States is subject to the direct call 
of the President, it was natural that the States 
should be made to call on it for aid against vio- 
lence, but there was no reason why it should call 
or wait on them for protection to itself. 


The Attorney-General generously hopes 
that Mr. Bryan does not mean what he says 
or does not realize the treasonable charac- 
ter of his utterances. The Popocratic can- 
didate should disavow the dangerous senti- 
ment now that its full scope has been 
pointed out.to him. Will he? 


CIVIL SERVICE AND THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
Last Wednesday evening Mr. Gross of 


the School Board introduced the following 
resolutions: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of the members 
of this board that all its employés should receive 
their appointments and hold their positions wholly 
upon the ground of mental, moral, and physical ca- 
pacity to discharge their several duties to the 
highest attainable standard of excellence. That 
no appointment or removal should be made by 
reason of any religious, political, or personal influ- 
ence, but, on the contrary, merit alone should 
govern. 

Resolved, That it is the purpose of this board 
to extend as far as possible the merit system, or 
civil service, to all departments of the city schools, 


and to this end the Secretary of this board Is here- 


by directed to notify the Civil Service Commission 
of the City of Chicago that it is the wish of this 
board to receive the employés it may hereafter 


require (except Superintendents and teachers) from 
the Civil Service Commission. 


Instead of passing the resolutions at 
once, as should have been done, they were 
referred to committees. Mr. Gross ex- 
plains the reference, stating that the board 
is not opposed to the civil service system, 
but that it wished to have the matter fully 
investigated, so that it might vote intelli- 
gently. The board ought to be ready to 
vote intelligently now. The law is clear. 
The system includes all other branches of 
the city’s service, and is working admir- 
ably. The reform of the civil service needs 
no -investigation, and there can be no op- 
position to it except on the part of those 
who desire to have appointments made on 
the basis of patronage. ‘he Civil Service 


Commission itself is ready to iueclude the 


school department in its scope of opera- 
tion. The taxpayers of the city are anxious 
it should be done. The committee, there- 
fore, should expedite its work, report as 
s0gn as possible, and bring the resolutions 
to a vote, so that it may be known what 
members of the board favor the spoils sys- 
tem and wish to retain the privilege of 
peddling out appointments for their per- 
sonal advantage. It is not necessary to 
include the teachers and Superintendents 
in the investigation. They are adready 
exempted by law, and they are required 
now to pass a& more sweeping and rigid 
examination than any, ever contemplated 
under the regulations of the civil service 
system. 

The resolutions offered by Mr. Gross 
should be reported at once, and the board 
should act at once. They must not be 
stifled or shelved in committee. The board 
must be put on the record. The best in- 
terests of the schools demand that the 
employés of the board shall be appointed 
not because of political pulls, persona) 
favor, or partisan advantage, but purely 
upon the basis of fitness for service. If 
there are members of the board who want 
to retain the old spoils system of making 
appointments, the taxpayers want to know 
who they are. 


WILL THE SULTAN BE DEPOSED? 

At last it begins to look as if the unspeak- 
able Turk might be brought to answer for 
his infamous.otitrages and butcheries. The

In Iingland meanwhile there is a rapidly 
growing sentiment in favor of forcible 
measures, and the deposition of the Sultan 
is openly advocated. A powerful British 
fleet has moved up within striking distance 
of Constantinople. Mr. Gladstone has 
written another ringing lettter in which he 
Says: 

In my opinion, the assassin and not his Mo- 
hammedan subjects is the author of the 
SacrTes. 

From first to last, their atrocity has no parallel 
in recent history.

OXFORD PRESS IN AMERICA. 


New proof of the westward movement of 


letters may be found in the fact that the | 


Oxford University Press has just decided 
to begin business in the United States on its 
own account.: The American headquarters 
in New York will be under the management 
of Henry Frowde, who has been for years 
publisher to the ancient university across 
the water. ‘The history of the Oxford Press 
is practically the history of printing since 
the discovery of movable types, and the 
establishing of a branch of this famous in- 
stitution on American soil must be regarded 
as a notable event. 

The first book ever printed at Oxford was 
the treatise of Tyrannius Rufinus on the 
Apostles’ Creed, ascribed to St. Jerome, and 
bearing date Dec. 17, 1468. It 1s now gen- 
erally believed that an ‘“‘ X ” was omitted 
from this date line, and that it should have 
been 1478; otherwise Caxton could no longer 


sbe accorded the-honor of having printed the 


first book in England, for it was not until 
1477 that he set up his press at West- 
Iniuster. . | 

In the reign of Henry VIII. Wolsey sup- 
pressed the Oxford Press, but it was re- 
established under Elizabeth, and Joseph 
Barnes was appointed “ Printer to the Uni- 
versity,” with a lavish’ grant of $500 from 
the “ university chest.” By 1612 the estab- 
lishment was able to add to its hundred or 
more volumes one entitled “* A Map of Vir- 
ginia, With a Description of the Coven- 
trey, The Commodities, People, Govern- 
ment, and Keligion. Written by Captaine

Smith, sometimes Governour of the Coun- 
trey, whereunto is annexed the proceed- 
ings of these colonies since their first de- 
parture from England, with the discourses, 
orations, and relations of the Salvages, and 
the accidents that befell them instheir jour- 
neys and discoveries.” One needs scarcely 
to be told that this volume is now very rare 
and commands a price of $625. 

“The English universities are entitled to 


the perpetual copyright of books presented 


to them. From the proceeds of Ear! Clar- 
endon’s “ History of the Rebellion ” the fine 
London building called the Clarendon Press 
was erected. The wealth of the concern, 
however, has been chiefly gained from its 
Bibles. American publishers will under- 
stand the why and.wherefore of this when 
they are reminded that in England no Bibles 
are allowed, to be printed except by the Uni- 
versities of Oxford and Cambridge and by 
the Queen’s printers. 

The ontput of Oxford Bibles is the largest 
in the world. It averages 20,000 a week, or 
upward of 1,000,000a year. ‘There are now 
seventy-one Oxford editions in circulation, 
and if anybody doubts that the American 
soul hungers and thirsts after righteousness 
Mr. Frowde can show him bills of lading 
for Yankee consumption of Bibles at the 
rate of five tons a week. Nearly 100,000 
animals yield up their skins yearly for Ox- 
ford Bible covers, and 400,000 sheets of 
gold are retired from circulation—or should 
we say put into circulation?—in the shape 
of lettering on the backs of the volumes, to 


say nothing of the much larger quantities.

No wonder such a monopoly of a good 
thing can keep 1,000 persons employed, 
manufacture all its own ink, type, and 
paper, and undertake such a stupendous en- 
terprise as the great Oxford Dictionary, 
now issuing under the editorship of Dr. 
Murray. This work of Dr. Murray alone 
should be sufficient to immortalize the Orx- 
ford Press. The great lexicographer has 
already~ spent ten years in completing the 
dictionary as far as thé end of the letter D, 
This alone indicates the magnificent scope 
of the project. It is gratifying to note, by 
the way, that several American professors 
aye rendering important gratuitous service 
to Dr. Murray on his great work. The com, 
pletion of the dictionary will entail an ex; 
pense of hundreds of thousands of pounds 
sterling and necessarily a net financial loss, 


But it will be an inestimable gain to, the. 


world’s scholarship and a lasting honor to 
the venerable printing house that brings it 
into existence. 
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OTHER NOISES TO BE SUPPRESSED. 
The agreeable suggestion of Dr. J. H. 

Girdner of New York that the “ plague of 

city noises * be removed through the efforts 

of a “ Society for the Prevention of Noises ” 
should be broadened in its scope. Science 
has so annihilated the former obstacles of 
distance that not only the noises of a city 
but all cities and towns, too, should be in- 
cluded in this fascinating crusade. More- 
over, the local societies should be comple- 

‘mented by national bodies, and these in 

turn by an international association, and 

thus the germ, as Dr. Girdner’s idea be- 
comes, would: expand in the last_instance 
into a. magnificent attack on all noise 
wherever it exists on the face of the «arth. 

It does not require much of an imagina- 
tion to foresee that in the course of time 
noises within the earth, such as -earth- 
quakes, and above the earth, such as 
thunder, would be included among the can- 
didates for suppression, In fact, since Dr. 

Girdner’s entire plan is based on the effect 


of noise on the nerves it is apparent that. 


thunder, the loudest noise of all, that dis- 
turbs niore nerves and disturbs cach nerve 
more in a minute than all the other noises 
in a day, must be included in the category, 
or the campaign would be, ignominiously 
abortive. 

But even in the small stride that Dr. Gird- 
ner takes on this promising road there ap- 
pear limitations that should be corrected be- 
fore the society gets in action. In the clas- 
sification of noises as made by the doctor 
he appears to have confined himself to his 
own experiences. In nore of the six groups 
does there appear any place for the ‘free 
silver orator, and since.the doctor has 
raised the issue at this particular time, the 
particular noise of the present that is caus- 
ing havoc and widespread devastation 
among nerves of all degrees of suscepti- 
bility surely must not be omitted. This 
should be added to the doctor's 
“Group No. 7,” and a previous suggestion 
that he begin his crusade at *“* Group No. 4,” 
entitled the eat, etc.,.should be amended so 
as to place *‘ Group No. 7” inthe place of 
honor. It may not be out of place to sug- 
gest that there a class of “ noise”’ 
convéyed without sound which is even 
more Wearing on the average nerve 
than those of the loudest variety.

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THE PRESENT DRAMATIC OUTLOOK. 
In the current issue of the Dramatic Mir- 


ror, the recognized organ of the theatrical 
profession of this country, there is con- 
tained a very interesting list of the com- 
panies of, players that have announced the 
intention of taking to the road this season. 
lt appears that. there are 207. such com- 
panies purely American, classified as 99 
dramatic companies, 24 e)medy companies, 
24 farce comedy companies, 7 stock com- 
panies for the production of various kinds 
of plays, 6 comic opera companies, 38 vau- 
deville or burlesque or extravaganza com- 
panies, 7 minstrel. companies, and 2 com- 
panies that are called. miscellaneous. be- 
cause they are ready for anything from 
romantic drama to minstrel shows, 

These proportions are about the same that 
have prevailed for several years past in this 
country, with the exceptions that last year 
there was only one stock company and that 
the number of farce comedy organizations 
is steadily declining. 
fewer than thirty-nine such organizations in 


existence. The total number of all kinds is 


somewhat smaller than it was last year, 
when it was 222. This is not surprising, 
for the elections always have a deterrent 
effect upon the confidence of managers and 
backers, and last season was so disastrous 
to the stage that many managers who 
would like to go out are not able to do:so. 
But the total is much larger than it was in 
1893, when there were only 158 companies 
in the field. It rose to 224 in 1804, and since 
then has been decreasing. 

On the whole, the roster shows that the 
managers who have succeeded inthe past,

Y found that there is no taste in this country 


for the English melodrama with its British

The belief seems to be. well grounded, too, 
for such as have been produced so far have 
been highly successful. 

Next to the American melodrama will 
probably come the American comedy of 
character and manners. There are several 
men in this country who have proved that 


they are capable of constructing good plays | 
of this kind, and they are kept busy with or- 


ders fromthe managers. The drama of pure 
‘romance appears to be next in popularity. 
Last season this kind of entertainment won 
great vogue, and thefe are signs that it willi 
be denied no opportunity to keep its place 
in the public esteem this season. But so far 
nothing has come to light that bids fair te 
equal * The Prisoner of Zenda ”’ in this line, 
just as there is nothing to rival the success 
of “Trilby”’ among romantic melodramas. 

The most remarkable development in 
theatrical affairs of late has been the won- 
derful increase in the demand for variety 
shows of a high class. Some years ago the 
Boston Atheneum company suddenly rose 
high in favor, and it looked as if variety 
were the thing. But the taste died out as 
suddenly, and the man who would have pre- 
dicted that in a short time the whole country 
would go mad over that kind of amusement, 
and that in 1896 Chicago would have eleven 
variety theaters, among therm the Chicago 
Opera-House and the Schillér, would have 
been set down asa fool. All this has come 
to pass, however, and at this time there doe’&s 
not seem to be any immediate prospect that 
the craze will diminish. . 

Altogether there are plenty of organiza- 
tions that will offer an abundance of whole- 
some diversion and instructive entertain- 
ment to Chicago this season, and there is nu 
chance that the nan who wants all kinds 
at various times will be disappointed.

Three hundred people ran down. North

There it ap- 
peared that the man who had run after the 
other man was Charles Klyman, the man- 
ager of the Dr. Anerker Bitters company at 
No. 230 Kinzie street.

NAMES RECEIVER FOR C. H. FARGO & CO. 


Judge Smith Appoints Frank E. 
Markeel to Take Charge of the 
Assets of the Firm, 


Judge Smith yesterday appointed Frank 
E. Markeel receiver to take charge of the 
assets of C. H. Fargo&Co. He was already 
receiver under a bill filed in the Circuit 
Court some time ago, but in this case the 
court directed him to take all necessary legal 
steps to obtain possession of the assets, in- 
cluding the funds in the hands of Marshal 
Arnold and the book accounts, which, it is 
alleged, were transferred illegally. 

The court also ordered the officers of C. H. 
Fargo & Co. to appear before Master in 
Chancery Thomas Taylor Jr., to be examined 
as to the allegations made in a creditor’s bili 
filed against them in the Circuit Court by the 
Lambeau Leather company and the Ameri- 
can Oak Leather'company. The bill is based 
on a judgment for $12,629, obtained by the 
American Oak Leather company and upon 
this same judgment the United States Cir- 
cuit Court was on Friday asked to restrain 
Marshal Arnold from disposing of the fund 
of $80,500 which he obtained from the recent 
eale of the Fargo company’s assets until the 
judgment has been satisfied. The bill makes 
the United States Rubber company and L. 
Candee & Co., Marshal Arnold, and the Met- 
ropolitan National Bank defendants. 

The bill recites that C. H. Fargo & Co. be- 
came insolvent in 1895. The directors of the 
company, it is alleged, made arrangements 
with two creditors, L. Candee & Co. and the 
United States Rubber company, by which 
these two corporations obtained possession 
of the assets of ¢. H. Fargo & Co. and were 
placed in control by a trust agreement, by 
which the companies advanced the sum of 
$50,000 to carry on the business. 


The complainants assert that the Metro-. 


politan National Bank had a claim of $40,000 
by a fictitious loan, that the two foreign 
companies and the bank caused judgments 
by confession to be entered in the Federal 
courts against the shoe company aggregat- 
ing $208,000, and all the assets of the com- 
pany were seized. The claims of the two 
rubber companies are declared to have been 
fictitious to a large extent, and the claim of 
the bank is attacked for the reason that it 
was increased to $50,000.

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HOLDUP SCARE OF SYREET CAR MEN. 


Motorman of a Wentworth Avenue Car 
Makes Time to Escape Sup- 
posed Highwaymen, 


A Wentworth avenue car motorman 
thought a holdup was imminent while pass- 
ing northward under the Twenty-second 
street viaduct on Friday night about 90 
o'clock, and, instead of heeding a signal to 
stop and let a passenger alight, he turned 
on the current hard enough to shake the 
passengers up rather severely. 

He had observed a crowd of rough-looking 
men under the viaduct just before one of the 
passengers motioned to the conductor to 
stop the car. The motorman thought the 
passenger was a confederate of the sup- 
posed desperadoes, and would not let him 
alight. 

The car ran so fast the residents of the 
neighborhood ran to their front doors to 
see what was the matter. The passenger 
who was carried beyond his destination 
made no complaint, but ran swiftly back to 
the viaduct and the astonished men who 
gave the motorman so severe a fright dis- 
appeared in the darkness. 

The conductor and the motorman were 
overheard to say they considered their es- 
cape narrow. It is supposed the motorman 
was informed of the suspicious actions of 
the men under the viaduct by the driver of 
a car in the opposite direction. 

Insufficient light and many avenues of 
escape make the place suggestive of rob- 
bers and desperate deeds.

Tribulations of William MeKinley of 
Chicago, Who Deals in Sheet Music 
and Shuns Tariff and Politics. 


William McKinley of Chicago has troubles 
of his own, which ‘are largely the result of 
the resemblance of his name to that of the 
Republican Presidential nominee. 
Mr. McKinley is engaged in the business 
of publishing music in Wabash avenue. Sin- 
gularly enough, his office is directly oppo- 
site the Republican national headquarters in 
the Auditorium, and to this fact his recent 
complications are due. A large number of 
the visitors to national headquarters who 
approach on the west side of Wabash ave- 
nue see the name of William McKinley 
over the door, and are seized with the im- 
pression that the nominee has opened head- 
quarters of his own in Chicago. Frequently 
they lose no time in an effort to have an in+ 
terview with the supposed candidate for 
President. Their expressions on being 
ushered into the presence of a man. of sandy 
complexion, with a full beard, are sufficient 
to fill the sketch book of a cartoonist. 

Mr. McKinley is in constant receipt of 
telegrams and other correspondence intend- 
ed for the National committee over the way. 
Nearly every day a group of country poli- 
ticians waits on him, under the impression 
that they are paying their respects to the | 
next President. 

Before engaging \n music publishing Mr. 
McKinley was a traveling salesman. His 
experiences while on the road were numer- 
ous and interesting. On one occasion he 
registered at a hotel kept by an elderly and 
phlegmatic German. The boniface looked at 
the name and then at the owner, as if doubt- 
ful of his right to bear it. Then he said ina 
surprised way: ‘‘ You don’t look like Mc- 
Kinley. He's bully good looking.”’ : 

At Galesburg Mr. McKinley was waited 
upon by a McKinley club with a band, and 
on many other occasions he has been in re- 
ceipt of attentions intended for his distin- 
guished namesake. 

In addition to the other burdensome atten- 

1 tions to which his name subjectsf him, Mr. 
McKinley receives a daily consignment! of 
alleged campaign poems and songs. In one 
of these effusions the name McKinley was 
made to rhyme. with ‘“‘ with thee.”’ 

Mr. McKinley is of Scotch-Irish ancestry. 
Although he can establish no direct rela- 
tionship with his namesake of McKinley 
bill fame, he is certain that he shares with 
the latter the same ancestry.

, Even the transparencies which the men 
carried were electrically lighted. One of 
these bore large portraits of McKinley and 
‘Hobart, and another had the name of the 
club. ) 

James Laingor preceded the procession on 
horseback. Behind him camea fife and drum 
corps, and behind the fife and drum corps 
came a detachment of the Chicago Cavalry, 
under Maj, Ralph and Lieut. Thomas, and 
behind the cavalry the wrecking wagon and 
the torches. Hans Lee, the regular driver 
of the wagon, held the reins, and George 
Rogers, President of the club, had charge of 
| the parade. 

The procession marched south on Western 
avenue to Van Buren street, east to Robey 
etreet, north to Fulton street, west to West- 
ern avenue, and south to the hall of the 
club, in the street car barns. The wreckig- 
Wagon was run into the barns, and the cur- 
rent turned off till the next parade night.

The foregoing is the Cook County Popo- 
cratic ticket placed in nomination at North 
Side- Turner Hall yesterday.

It will be seen there was no fusion with the 
Populists. All efforts to bring about an 

sreement between the elements proved 
utter failures. A final attempt to come to- 
gether was made yesterday morning in a 
conference that lasted nearly three hours. 

Samuel B. Chase, nominee for Recorder, 

owes his victory entirely to the number of 
his friends who sat as delegates in the con- 
vention and not to the caucus. His success 
means that Joseph 8. Martin, Robert E. 
Burke, Capt. James H. Farrell, and a small 
coterie of North Side politicians sustained a 
crushing defeat. - 
, It Was in the main Martin’s fight, but he 
had succeeded in getting the Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, Thirteenth, Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-third, Twenty- 
fourth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, and 
Twenty-eighth Wards to advocate his cause. 
A majority of them were drawn into the con- 
test, however, through the popularity of 
James J. Gray, a Twenty-first Ward young 
man, who was put up for sacrifice. 


Chase Scores a Llriumptk. 

Martin and his crowd have been waging 
political warfare of a brand peculiar to them- 
selves for three years. So the test of Mr. 
Chase’s standing in the community, as a 
party man, was the most interesting feature 
in yesterday's convention. He was triumph- 
ant, and his friends deciared him fully vin- 
dicated. He defeated his opponent by a vote, 
as officially announced, of 411 to 207. 

Two hours were consumed in calling the 
roll and getting the result declared. All this 
time as wild a scene of turmoil and confu- 
sion ruled the gathering as was ever wit- 
nessed in that ar€éna, where so many similar 
affairs have been held. 

Frequently it seemed as if the opposing 
sides would engage in a fistic conflict. Only 
the presence of a dozen policemen prevented 
a number of personal encounters. From the 
moment Justice John Mahoney mounted a 
chair to name Mr. Chase for renomina- 
tion the disturbance was begun, and, ap- 
parently in accordance with a well-laid 
plan, | by a gang of howlers stationed all 
around the hall among the spectators. 

_ Cheers Contest with Hisses. 

As Mr. Mahoney continued to talk in eulo- 
gy of Mr. Chase they grew bolder and more 
outspoken, shouting: ‘‘ He is not a Demo- 
crat.”” ‘** He’s a gold-bug,”’ etc., finally hiss- 
ing when his name was mentioned. But the 
cHeers that followed drowned the hisses, 

This added to their anger. While Mahoney 
was speaking Martin ran frantically up and 
down the center aisle calling upon his lieu- 
tenants to start the tumult. They soon dis- 
covered that the other side was prepared for 
them and it may incidentally be remarked 
right here that there were several men ar- 
rayed on the other side who often in the past 
have fought their way through Deinocratic 
conventions when they wanted to hang some 
objectionable candidate's political scalp up- 
on the drying pole. 

Mr. Martin and his followers had no sooner 
invaded the aisle than they bumped up 
against William O’Brien, Michael C. Mc- 
Donald, Patrick White, Frank Solon, and the 
“push ”’ they generally take to conventions: 
with them. William Fitzgerald was theie 
and ficured conspicuously as an objector and 
a ‘‘ point of order” stickler, but he showcd 
no disposition to *‘ mix "’ with the busy boys. 

Backset for Martin Faction. 

The demonstration that came after Jus- 
tice Mahoney’s speech rather set the Martin- 
Burke forces back a bit, and surprised them 
so they made no effort to rally until Martin 
jumped on a chair.and shouted for recog- 
nition. Chase’s friends cried him down by 
yelling at Secretary Burke to proceed with 
the roll-call of wards. 

It was more that Chairman Prentiss could 
do to preserve anything like quiet. Bbven 
under the new name it had become a con- 
vention of the established character as run 
by the old machine... It presented no sem- 
blance either of order or dignity. It' was 
violent, uncontrollable, and noisy.- 

The roll-call, eventually proceeded. One 
ward delegation after another, from the 
first to the sixth, loudly and defiantly sec- 
onded the nomination of Mr. Chase. This 
simply threw Martin into a fit of despera- 
tion. He left his place, charged down the 
aisle, and again mounted a chair to speak. 

Instantly the delegates were all up on 
their feet, gesticulating and yelling until the 
whole neighborhood was aroused to excite- 
ment. This brought people into the hall un- 
til it was filled. Up to that hour there had 
not been the usual throng of onlookers. 


Personalities Take a Part. 

Martin finally got a chance, and started 
out by referring to Chase as “ that modern 
Benedict Arnold,” and claiming that three 
years ago the party charged him with 
treachery. 

This brought William Fitzgerald up witha 
point of order that it was not the place to 
traduce any man’s character. But the 
Chairman ruled his point not well taken, on 
the ground they were entitled to hear any- 
thing anybody had to say against as well as 
for a candidate. There was another scene 
of the violent kind, and it continued until 
Martin had to rewire. 

The Twenty-first, Twenty-second, Twen- 
ty-third, and Twenty-fourth Ward delega- 
tions) kept up a continuous siege of vocal 
fighting, and the Chairman added to the 
noise by pounding a cane to pleces in his ef- 
forts to be heard. 

When Martin said ‘“‘ treachery ’”’ Fitzger- 
ald exclaimed:

There was more trouble getting the vote 
of the country towns. When first called 
some man voted them solidly, 48 votes, for 
Gray. When polled, one-third of them were 
found not to be represented, and half the 
others went to Chase. He was nominated, 
however, without them. 


Opening the Convention. 

The convention was called to meet at 10 
o’clock. It was 12:45 when Thomas Gahan 
told the delegates to take their seats and an- 
nounced that William M. Prentiss had been 
selected by the County Central committee 
for Temporary Chairman. Mr. Prentiss, 
upon assuming the chair, made a speech, in 
which he asserted that a more important 
meeting of Cook County Democracy had 
never been held. 

“This is the most important campaign,” 
he continued, “-we have had to face in 
thirty years.

Contests from the Eighth, Fourteenth, 
Seventeenth, and Twenty-ninth Wards de- 
tained the Committee on Credentials. All 
these were old factional differenges—in the 
Eighth between Emmell Clare and William 
Loeffler. Clare and his followers were 
thrown out. In the Fourteenth it was Jo- 
seph Schubert against Dr. D. J. Moore, and 
when the Moore delegation could not get a 
hearing in the convention the members 
bolted, leaving behind a threat to get even 
on election day. In the Seventeenth it was 
the old story—Steve Gosselin trying to crush 
his ancient enemy, Maurice O’Connor. AS 
usual, the Gosselin crowd lost, and went 
away angry. In the Twenty-ninth Michael 
McInerny and Tom Carey were the oppos- 
ing leaders. The committee seated both 
McInerny and Carey, but sidetracked the 
former’s delegates. Ald. Mulcahy protest- 
ed, and put in a substitute that the rejected 
delegation be seated. 


The morning caucus had not proved satis- 


factory, and everybody was in bad humor 
anyway. By a vote of 13 to 10 the caucus 
rejected Mr. Chase. Then James Strain de- 
clined to go on the ticket as the candidate 
for Clérk of the Superior Court. 

_Ex-Judge Prendergast named Jacob J. 
Kern for State’s-Attorney. All the other 
nominations except those of Mr. Chase and 
Mr. McHale were made by acclamation. - J. 
J. Leahy of Lemont wanted to make the race 
for Coroner, but the convention, by a vote of 
two to one, said it would stick to McHale. 


The Resolutions. 

The resolutions reported indorse the Chi- 
cago platform and nominee, the Peoria plat- 
form and State ticket: favor abolition of the 
township government in Cook County; de 
nounce the County Board for not bringing 
the proposition to a vote this fall; condemn 
the board for extravagance; favor govern- 
ment assistance for completing a waterway 
between Lake Michigan and the Mississippi 
River; and declare the financial question to 
be the great issue of this campaign. 

In addition, a resolution was adopted 
branding two Democratic newspapers of 
Chicago for supporting sound money and the 
national Democracy: also one calling atten- 
tion to the ‘three amendment ” proposition 
to be voted on at the forthcoming election.

The last slender threads which bound the 
People’s party to any other political organi- 
zation in Cook County were severed yester- 
day by the adjourned county cenvention in 
Uhlich's Hall, although the party left itself 
in such a position that the leaders said, 
should respectful overtures be made to it at 
any later date, they might be atcepted with- 
out a.compromise of dignity. 

The Taylor slate, made up for the conven- 
tion, Was smashed to pieces by the substitu- 
ticn of Dan Gleason and W. H. Rokoz for 
County Commissioners in the place of Seth 
Turner and E. P. Kivilin; J. P. Zelenka for 
G. M. Miller for Recorder; and M. W. Grace 
in the place of W. W. Weaver for Surveyor. 

The convention met at 3 o’clock, with Capt. 
Taylor in the chair. Former nominees pres- 
ent were invited to seats on the platform. 
These included Dr. Schuermann, W. J. 
Strong, August Meyer, Dr. Ellingsworth, and 
**Col.’’ Roberts. 


Mr. Taylor opened the convention by say- 
ing: | 

‘Since the Democratic convention at Chi- 
cago we have not only been willing but anx- 
lous to lap shields with those men who, in a 
most unexpected but neverthless admira- 
ble manner, lifted upon their battle shields 
the magnificent young commoner, William 
J. Bryan of Nebraska. [Applause.}] I am 
glad to say that at the national convention 
of the People’s party at St. Louis on July

When- 
ever I look into the political scene here Iam 
reminded of the witches’.caldron, in which 
everything horrible is stirred together. We 
looked for common ground on which we 
could meet for the good of Cook County. 
You have conceded everything possible. In 
the interests of the People’s party you have 
wisely decided to go only so far. We are 
informed our attempts at union have been 
abortive, and I think in this hour you know 
what to do.”’ 

Mr.’ Walsh of the Tenth Ward moved, in 
order to complete a ticket, that a committee 
of seven, one from each Congressional dis- 
trict, be appointed to receive names to pre- 
sent to the people.

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LEAVES A CHILL BEHIND. 


‘CZAR DOES NOT IMPRESS THE GER- 
MAN PEOPLE FAVORABLY. 


The Press Takes Exception to Em- 
 peror William’s Speech and Ex- 
presses the Opinion That the An- 
cient Antagonism Between the Two 
Nations Remains as a Barrier to 
More Intimate Relations—Gossip of 


the Week from Berlin. 


Berlin, Sept. 12.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Associated Press.]}—The unusual manner in 
which Emperor William féted and toasted 
the Czar when the latter was.in Germany 
and the frigid tones of the latter’s responses 
haveexciteduniversal attention in this coun- 
try, and have aroused in many quarters 
strong disapproval. Many of the newspa- 
pers point out that the sentiments of the 
German people ‘towards Russia are not those 
stated by the Emperor in his speeches, and 
that the attentions and honors shown the 
Czar are unprecedented and more effusive 
than were ever shown even toward Ger- 
many’s ally, Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria. 

The most startling instance was on Mon- 
day, when Emperor William telegraphed 
recalling the German fleet of fifty-four ves- 
sels from the North Sea maneuvers, and di- 
rected the ships to proceed forthwith to 
Kiel and parade before the Czar. Besides, 
such a shower of all sorts of official decora- 
tions as was granted by the Emperor to the 
Russian visitors were heretofore unknown, 
and covered in their announcement almosta 
page of the Reichsanzeiger. 

Replies in French. 
The newspapers make especial exception 


‘to Emperor William’s speech in which he 


characterized the Russian army as the most 
powerful, and they also complain of the fact 
that the Czar replied to Emperor William 
in French, when it is well known that his 
Russian Majesty speaks German fluently. 

The Cologne Volks-Zeitung, one of the 
most widely-circulated political organs, says: 
“On questions momentarily proceeding 
there is accord, but the ancient Russian an- 
tagonism to Germany remains and the alli- 
ance with France remains. This is quite 
natural. for Russian aims and interests are 
inimical to the Dreibund and irrécon¢ilable. 
Uniess Russia reiinquishes the tempe: of 
her traditional and popular Oriental policy 
it is desirable that Germany should not need- 
lessly render Russia porter’s service for 
which she would receive no thanks, and that 
she should not permit herself to be kept, out 
of regard for Russfa, from Joining Austria 
in forcing Turkey to treat Christians more 
justly.”’ 

The Vossiche Zeitung ‘expresses itself in 
the same tenor. 

So far the Czar’s tour seems to have been 
fertile in misunderstandings, jealousies, 
and reticence, and has caused general dis- 
satisfaction. , 

The newspapers of Vienna are still dis- 
cussing whether the Russo-German reunion - 
can be considered a success or not. They 
think Emperor William humbled himself 
unnecessarily before the Russian autocrat, 
and some of them regard the visit of the Czar 
to Vienna and Berlin as an effort to putian 
end to his isolation, due to the Franco-Kus- 
sian alliance. 

Czar’s Nervousness. 

The nervous twitching of the face of the 
Czar was noted both at Breslau and at Kiel, 
and it is said in court circles that this is due 
partly to a nervous affection which recently 
declared itself and partly to a feeling of 
insecurity created by the noticeable and 
extraordinary precautions for his safety 
which were taken by the government. 


Retaliatory Tarif?’ Measures. 


Simultaneously with the fétes at Breslau 
came the news of the beginning of retal- 
latory tariff measures against Germany. 
But, while they are decidedly hostile, Rus- . 
sia’s measures are within the wording of the 
treaty stipulations, and are justified, as in 
the case of the German measures, by 
hygienic and similar reasons. German hops 
and horses are excluded, as are also a num- 
ber of manufactured articles hitherto. ex- 
clusively imported’ into Russia,.from Ger- 
many, such as toys, chemicals, and brass 
and copper plates, which are now virtually 
barred out. 

In addition Polish-Russian harvesters, 80,- 
000 of whom are annually employed in Ger- 
many harvesting in the frontier districts, 
on account of the lower wages, will hereafter 
be prohibited from going across the frontier 
and there are a number of other vexatious 
and expensive regulations now enforcec by 
Russia against German imports everywhere 
on the frontier. Popular feeling in Russia 
sustains the new tariff law. ; 


Emperor’s Absence Felt. 


The absence of Emperor William from the 
fétes at Carlsruhe, in honor of the birthday 
of the Grand Duke of Baden, Sept. 9, was 
severely felt. The Emperor intended to con- 
fer the title of. King on his uncle, but the 
proposal was frustrated by the action of the 


Bundesrath. 
A Bad Bill. 


A bill to amend the law relating to invalid 
and laborers’ pensions, published in.the 
Reichsanzeiger, is meeting with unanimous 
opposition. It enhances the burdens of the 
employers and increases police surveillance 
and has other notorious features without 
being of the least benefit to the laborers or 
the State. The Reichstag is: certain to re- 
ject it. . 

High Officers to Retire. 

In addition to the numerous high officers’: 
already discharged by Emperor William“ 
during the last few months, Gens. Hoffbauer, 
Hainisush, Blomberg, Winterfeldt, and 
Falkenstein will be retired after the maneu- 
vers. The military operations were marked 
by wet weather, and the result of the at- 
tack was undecisive. Therefore, this morn- 
ing the Emperor declared hostilities to be 
ended, and started for Klitschendorf, Silesia, 
where he joined Count von Solms in a shoot- 
ing party. He is expected at Potsdam on 
Sunday. ‘ 


Increasing German Trade. 


The government is organizing a com- 
mercial expedition to the far East with the 
object of studying means for increasin 
German trade. 


Agrarian Circles Perturbed. 


Agrarian circles are greatly perturbed at 
the organization of a large Peasants’ Union 
in Koeslan, to be followed by similar unions 
throughout the Eastern and Central prov- 
inces. The object of these unions is to op- 
pose the political influence of the Agrarian 
party, which is composed of big land-owners, 
ed to place their own candidates in the 

eld. ; 

The big flour millers of Germany will meet 
in this city on Oct. 4 in order to form a pool 
to oppose the Agrarians. 


Japanese Charity. 


The fact that the gift of the Empress of 
Japan of 1,000 yen to those who have suf- 
fered most through the loss of the German 
warship Itlis, nearly all hands being 
drowned, is larger than the combined 
gifts of the Emperor and Empress of Ger- 
many, has excited unpleasant comment. 

In Disgrace Again. 

Duke Ernest Gunther of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, brother of the Empress, has again 
fallen into disgrace. During the Breslau 
It seems that he

A. J. Dearborn Assaulted at Kansas 
City and ‘Left for Dead. 
Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 12.—A. J. Dearborn, 
State President of the A. P. A., was found 
lying in the street near his house at 5 o’clock 


this morning, unconscious from wounds in- 


flicted by an as yet unknown assailant. Be- 
sides being badly battered about the head 
Dearborn had been stabbed. 

At 9 o’clock Dearborn regain+-d conscious- 
ness long enough to tell of the attack? 
He was assalled at 11 o’clock last night as 
he was returning home alone by a man who 


jumped out from a dark alley and struck 


him in the forehead with a blunt instru- 
ment. The blow sent him to the ground, 
when the assailant, drawing a dagger, 
stabbed the prostrate man three times in the 
region of the heart. Then, believing him 
to be dead, Dearborn was thrown over the 
fence into an adjacent yard. 

He soon lost consciousness and was not 
discovered till this rning, after having 
lain in the wet grass for six hours. An ex- 
arnination of his wounds showed that the 


dagger stabs were not serious, but that the 


blow on the head might result in concussions 
of the brain and prove fatal, 

Dearborn ‘lapsed into unconsciousness 
without having given a déscription of his 
assailant. The police profess to believe that 
the purpose of the aitack was not robbery, 
but was instigated by some one opposed to 
the A. P. A. doctrine, which Dearborn has 
so earnestly advocated. None of his money 
or valuables were missing. : 


DREXEL’S NEW YACHT IS A MODEL, 


Arrives in New York from 
Tron, Scotiand. _—

ROAD FOR NORTHERN WISCONSIN, 


New Electric Line from St. Paul to 
West Superior Pianned. 

West Superior, Wis., Sept. 12.—[Special.J— 
It seems certain now that an electric road 
will be built between this.city and St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, it having been practically 
decided that the corporation back of the 
enterprise will be given a franchise to run 
in the streets of St. Paul.

LAKE VIEW WATER BAD. 


SCHOOL SUPPLY SHOWS ALARMING 
CHANGES WITHIN A WEEK. 


Reports in Detail and the Indications 
Which Are Made—Assistant Health 
Commissioner Reilly States the At- 
titude of the Department—Filters 
Have Not Been Specifically Ordered, 
but There will Be No Réelaxation 
Until Purification Is Effected, 


The condition of the drinking water fur- 
nished the pupils of the Lake View public 
schools is reported worse and worse. 

Commissioner of Health Kerr yesterday 
received a report from City Chemist Kenni- 
cott giving the result of a chemical analysis 
of the second lot of samples of water drawn 
from the hydrants of these schools, and the 
showing is more than ever alarming. ‘The 
first lot of samples was drawn on Sept. 4 


‘and the second lot on Sept. 11. 


‘The new list of schools omits three that 
were on the first list, and adds a sample from 
the Lake View Pumping Station, which is 
reported slightly turbid and bad. 

The following schools have changed their 
records:

Pumping Station’s Bad :Supply. 

It was thought singular that the water 
sheuld be bad at the pumping station and 
g00d at the Hamilton School, and this has 
not escaped the attention of Assistant Com- 
missioner Reilly. The reason given is that 
after the pipes become filled with water it 
takes longer for them to be emptied at some 
points than at others. All of the Lake View 
water mains were filled with impure water 
while the temporary intake near the shore 
was in use, and in most localities thig impure 
water has not yet been exhausted by use. 
Dr. Reilly said this theory suggested at 
once the advantage of drawing off the water 
through fire hydrants, and he had already 
asked City Engineer Jackson to report to 
him on the subject. | 

With reference to the attitude of the Board 
of Education toward Commissioner Kerr 
and his recent communication in regard to 
the drinking water of the schools, Dr. 
Reilly said: 


“That communication was elicited by one 


from the Beard of Education to Commis- 


sioner Kerr inquiring what he would recom- 
mend in regard to the use of filters. It has 
been stated repeatedly that he threatend to 
close up the schools unless they were supplied 
with hydrant filters, but that statement was 
without foundation.. ~ : 

‘We never thought of dictating to the 
board that it should use filters, for filters are 
not without their objections. Unless they 
are kept scrupulously clean they may not 
only be useless, but even worse than useless. . 

Health Department’s Demands. 

*““ We never so much as recommended the 
use of filters to the board. All we insisted 
on was that the board should furnish whole- 
some drinking water to the pupils of the 
public schools. We are indifferent how they 
purify it, or whether they use the lake water 
at allornot. For all we care, they may use 
spring water, or distilled water, or any 
other kind of water, as long as it is pure. 

‘‘ Nor are we going around with a chip on 
our shoulder daring the Board of Education 
to knock it off. But, all the same, we mean 
it when we say that the pupils of the public 


> schools must not be given this disease-pro- 


ducing water to drink. The Commissioner 
of Health is all-powerful in this matter, and 
I can assure you that he is not the man to 
start out to effect a reform in this matter 
and then give itup. He reduced the per cent 
of unwholesome specimens of milk from 44 
down to 3 per cent in twelve months, and he 
will never rest until he has wrought a sim- 
ilar reform in the drinking water of the pub- 
lic schools. 

‘* We have good reason to lay stress on the 
matter of impure water. Some of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education, I see, are 
boasting that they have drank unfiltered 
lake water all their lives, and are enjoying 
good health. But I can show you a chart 
we have just prepared giving a visual exhibit 
of the relation of impure drinking water to 
the death rate. Each is represented by a 
line which rises! or falls as the impurities 
of the water in one case, or the number of 
deaths in the other, increases. 

‘It is a remarkable fact that we sought 
for a long time/to connect the death rate 
{in this way with the impure milk, and met 
with a mortifying failure. It was only when 
we studied the death rate in connection with 
the condition of ithe water supply that we 
supplied the missing link, and showed that 
the death rate was affected mostly by the 
water. 

' Kerr Means Business. 

‘‘One must not infer from the fact that 
Commissioner Kerr did not attend the meet- 
ing of the board! or of the committee when 
this matter was disposed of that he has for- 
gotten it or means to drop it. He was not 
invited to attend these meetings, but if he 
should receive an invitation to be present 
he will be there,| and ready to tell what he 
thinks ought to be done, and must be done.’”' 

Joseph H. Strong of the Board of Educa- 
tion, who is urging the immediate action of 
the board in behalf of the Lake View schools, 
said yesterday that he had addressed a note 
to President Halle requesting him to calla 
special meeting of the board to take the 
needed action, and had not heard from him. 
He says he will take steps the first thing to- 
morrow morning) to get up the proper call for 
such a meeting. 

The Board of Education ts besieged every 
day by the manufacturers of filters, and by 
the purveyors of spring water and of arte- 
sian well water,| to get contracts to relieve 
the Lake View situation.

Street Car Patrons Object to Conduct- 
ors and Gripmen Daily Showing Un- 
mistakable Signa of Hy drophobia. 


Street car patrons declare that surface 
road conductors have other grievous faults 
besides wearing dirty shirts and collars, 
which were forbidden by a ukase of the Chi- 
cago City railroad company last week. Since 
the publishing of the ban against the wear- 
ing by conductors of linen to which small 
portions of State street or Wabash avenue 
were attached many letters have been writ- 
ten by patrons of the street cars complaining 
of numerous and sundry other faults and 
failings of the blue-coated fare-takers. 

Incidentally, several faults into which mo- 
tormen have fallen are mentioned, and sug- 
gestions are made that when all the shirts 
and collars on the conductors from Evanston 


to South Chicago are at last as white as the 


driven snow some of the Superintendents 
might put in a few minutes a week thinking 
up methods of separating the motormen 


from their habits. 


A West Side citizen writing to THE TRIB- 
UNB says he heartily applauds the decree for 
clean shirts, but declares the company which 
criginated the startling innovation has not 
gone far enough. The correspondent sug- 
gests, with a tinge of sarcasm, that the con- 
ductors should wash their own shirts, as in 
that way they might be lured into clgansing 
their hands. | 

“The condition of the hands of the major- 
ity of West Side conductors is simply hor- 
rible,” declares the correspondent. And he 
concludes by saying: “‘I have seen some 
conductors’ hands that didn’t look as though 
they were ever touched by water except 
when it rained.”’ 

Other patrons of the surface lines writing 
on the same subject are also deeply indig- 
nant that these hands should be thrust in 
their faces to take change or give transfers, 
and join in an appeal for laundered hands as 
well as laundered linen. 

The chief grievance against the peaceful 
motorman is that he is addicted to the un- 
pleasant habit of spitting large mouthfuls 
of tobacco juice toward the front end of the 
car. Owing to contrary winds these are fre- 
quently diverted from their course and 
transformed into nicotine spray. 


USE FOUND FOR CHEAP MOLASSES. 


Suggestion Is Made That It Be Em- 
ployed as Food for Cattle. 

The fact that molasses, the residuum of 
sugar making, is selling in New Orleans at 
three cents a gallon, is bringing to the at- 
tention of the people of the Southwest the 
nécessity of finding some use for it other 
than as food for human beings. The sug- 
gestion has been made, and bids fair to be 
carried out, that it should be used as food 
for cattle. Experiments made in Germany 
have shown that saccharine matter of this 
kind can be fed to stock with great advan- 
fage, giving to them as much as they care 
to eat, and with this substitute the animals 
do not need to be fed with as large a quan- 
tity as they would ordinarily require of 
Of course, sugar or 
molasses does not take the place of a va- 
riety of food given to animals; they’ merely 
supply a special need. But it is estimated 
that if molasses is selling at the rate of three 
cents a gallon it. can be used for food at 
a third of the cost required to purchase 
the corn needed to. perform a similar nutri- 
tive service.

Corbett has agreed to meet Sailor Sharkey 
> before Dec. 31. He agreed today to fight the 

Australian within sixty days after he meets 
the sailor. If-this fight can be canceled the 
men will fight within sixty days. Fitzsim- 
mons put up $5,000 early in the week with 
Dave Holland, ‘ 

The articles will be signed within a few 
days and Corbett will cover this $5,000. Al 
Smith will hold the stakes. It was agreed 
that each of the men should put up $2,500 
sixty days before the fight and the rest of 
thé money thirty days beforé the fight. 
George Siler was chosen as referee. 

When Fitzsimmons a few days ago posted 

‘$5,000 with Holland and challenged Corbett 
the latter wired to him that he would meet 
- him in New York at 1:30 o’clock.

Thirty-one Vessels That Can Be Made 
Ready for Actton in Twen- 
ty-four Heurs. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—In less than. 


six months, or by the time the government 
has completed upward of 100 new rifles now 
being manufactured: at the Washington 
gun shops, the navy will have available 
for service at short notice thirty-one first- 
class auxiliary cruisers, capable of being 
equipped and made ready for action in 
twenty-four hours, and mounting batteries 
as strong as many of those carried by the 
second-class cruisers of the service. Capt. 
Sampson, the head of the Navy Ordnance 
Bureau, has completed the list of vessels 
and assigned today the number of guns, 
both of secondary and main batteries, which 
each vessel will have allowed to her, which 
are to be stored away at the navy yaras 
along the coast, convenient for prompt in- 
stallation. Some of the vessels are the 
crack flyers in the transatlantic trade, and 
among the others are the best ships plying 
out of San lI’rancisco and a number on the 
great lakes, nearly all of which, except the 
latter, are subsidized for carrying the 
United States mails. The batteries as- 
signed to the vessels of the American line 
would render thosp ships equal in fighting 
efficiency perhaps to the vessels of the 
Montgomery and Raleigh type, and their 
speed would enable them to overhaul the 
fleetest of the ocean travelers. 

The Chief of the Navy Ordnance Bureau 
has recently prepared a list showing the 
number of guns to be assigned each ship 
and their caliber and number of rounds of 
ammunition they should have on board. 
Ships of the American line-class will mount 
about twelve guns each, all arranged on 
broadside. The smaller and less powerful 
vessels will mount 4-inch rifles, mounted 
some on broadside and others with fore- 
castle and quarter deck fire. Besides these 
guns each vessel will be supplied with a 
secondary battery of almost equal power 
to those of some of the smaller cruisers. 

Fhe ships selected by the Navy Depart- 
ment as available for canrying this ord- 
nance and the number of guns that will be 
assigned each areas follows: The Interna- 
tional Navigation company, which includes 
the St. Louis and St. Paul, mounting eacn 
eight 6-inch riflés, four machine gens, and 
four 6-pounders; the Paris, with twelve 6- 
inch rifles, six machine guns, and six 6- 
pounders; the New York, twelve 6-inch 
rifles, four machine guns, and six 6-pound- 
ers.

gH. Waddell, Who Rode inthe Front 
of the Next Group—G. H. Lovell Wins

The annual ten-mile road race of the Chi- 
cago Cycling club on Garfield boulevard was 
gnfortunately terminated yesterday after- 

noon by the severe injury of a laborer, who 
was run down by H. E, Waddell, a member 
of the club. The victim was Gus Manthey, 
a South Park street sweeper, living at No. 
5313 South Marshfield avenue. 

Manthey saw the riders coming in West- 
ern avenue near Fiftieth street, and stepped 
pack to let the first bunch pass. Then tak- 
up his shovel he commenced work again, 
totally oblivious of the second bunch 
scorching hotly down upon him. Waddell 
was in the lead, riding like mad, with his 
» head down and his eye only on his competi- 

He struck Manthey a terrific blow in 
‘the back, throwing him violently upon the 
eurbstone. The laborer received a severe 
cut in the back of the head and wag uncon- 
scious for some time. He was taken to his 
home, where upon examination the doctors 

unced the case seyere spinal injury. 
He ig still in a critical condition. 
Waddell did not attempt to continue in 
the race. He was badly shaken up and his 
whéel was a wreck. The police were on the 
spot almost instantly and took Waddell to 
the Brighton Park Police Station. A few 
hours later His club associates procured his 
release on bail. 

First Serious Accidents. 

The excitement on the boulevard was in- 
tense upon the spreading of the news, and 
the police at once took extra precautions 
against further accidents. It is the first se- 
rious accident in a road race this season, 
‘and the first time that a person unconnected 
with a contest has been injured. As it is 
their, only road race this year the members 
of the Chicago Cycling club are greatly 
chagrined at the unfortunate termination. 

In fact, the whole affair, it is thought, will 

have a tendency to dampen the ardor of 

road cyclists, and to move the authorities to 
refuse further permits. 

The race itself in point of time, enthusi-. 
asm, and crowds, was among the best in 
Chicago this season. Fully 6,000 people liked 
the boulevard, near the start, at Halsted 
street, and as far west as the eye could see 
the vantage points were all taken.

Women Riders Indignant at the 
Treatment Accorded Them. 
Notwithstanding the indignation and 
threats of the riders against the managers 
of the women’s bicycle race meet they all 
appeared at the track yesterday afternoon 
and the majority again rode, trusting to 
luck to get the money, gold watches, and 
diamonds which they have won.

Elsie Gable. 

They were indignant and freely expressed 
their feelings in regard to the management 
of the meet, which has been perhaps the 
worst ever held anywhere. The dressing 
quarters Were full of girls before the first 
race demanding prizes and money and saying 
in nosubdued tones they would not ride if the 
prizes were not paid. Several said they 
would not ride if the others did and several 
others refused absolutely to haye anything 
more to do with the affair, which they char- 
acterized as a scheme to ‘* beat’’ them. 
Mrs. C. C. Wolf said she would not ride, as 
she was sure she would not get anything if 
she did, and further said she had heard that 
Mr. Leslie had left town and would not pay. 

About 8 o’clock, when it was past time for 
calling the first race, the young men who 
were left to run things became somewhat 
anxious and earnestly entreated and begged 
them to ride. They were told that if they did 
not ride the money taken in at,the gate 
would have to be refunded, and that asa 
great many people had smeaked in the 
grounds the refunding would be a little awk- 
ward, as there Was not enough money inthe 


\box office to give to every one. The women 


finally yielded to their persuasive entreaties 
and several cofisented to ride, but thought 
fhay were being deceived. 

| The races were the tamest éver witnessed, 
but the crowd of less than 100 in the grand 
Stand,..and considerably more than that 
humber\on the fence, shivered in the damp 
Weather and watched them through. Noth- 
ing startling was done, and it is needless to 
Say no recerds were broken.

It must have been an off day with 
Tillie, Or else she was thinking of the $200 
she did not get... She was beaten twice, first 
in the two-thirds mile professional handicap, 
when Jule Parker with a handicap of 106 
yards beat her out by thirty lengths.

COLUMBIA YACHT CLUB’S PRIZE Is 
NOW ITS TROPHY. 


Fresh Wind from the Northeast and 
the High Sea for Small Boats Con- 
tribute to the Interest of the Race— 
Siren Also Lands the Hennig Time 
Prise—Small Boats Brave Jeopardy 
Under Press of Sail, but no Acci- 
dents Take Place. 


Siren won over Charlotte R. again yester- 
day, in conditions almost diametrically op- 
posite from those in the previous race of, 
the Columbia Yacht club, when the boats 
were matched. In that race there was a 
strong breeze from the land, and a smooth 
sea, while yesterday the wind blew fresh 
from the northeast, heavy with moisture 
from the fog which overhung the lake, and 
the sea ran high for small boats. Siren 
also won the Hennig cup, the time prize for 
second, third, and fourth class sloops, in 
addition to the trophy in her class. It was 
sailed by Capt. John Prindiville, known 
from one end of the lakes to the other asa 
crack yachtsman, and was handled extreme- 
ly well from start to finish. Valiant won in 
Class 3, with Genevieve second, and, to the 
surprise of every one, Wizard scored its first 
victory, defeating the hitherto invincible 
Vixen, which was the only boat in its class. 

Microbe. won the race in Class 5, but car- 
ried too many men, and several protests 
‘were received by the judges after the race. 
They were allowed, at-c Bowery, from the 
Lincoln Park club, received the trophy. 
The Farwell cup, presented for the time 
prize in this class, was taken by B, being 
the leading boat of the Columbia club in 
this class. Schooner Mistral sailed the 
course alone, and holds the Steffens cup for 
schooners again. 


Good Day for Racing. 

While it was far from being a pleasant 
day for sailing on the lake, yet it was a good 
day for racing. There was a good sea run- 
ning, and the wind freshed from the time of 
the start until the race was over. For the 
seaboat, the craft to carry canvas in heavy 
weather, nothing better could have been de- 
sired. While s®me of the boats were reefed 
down in the beat to windward from the four 
‘Mile to the Lake View cribs, all carried top-

The starting gun was fired promptly at 2 
o’clock. The judges’ and guests’ boat, Maca- 
tawa, had steamed to the pier shurtly before, 
and Peri went over the line in the lead two 
minutes later. Siren was right behind, with 
Hattie B. third, Mistral fourth, and the rest 
of the boats trailing after. ‘t was a broad 
reach to the four-mile crib, «. ‘ all the boats 
were carrying topsails. By th. ™methecrib 
was reached Siren was in the lead, with 
- Mistral second. The good boats in heavy 
weather were showing their superiority then, 
and with the turn of the crib, when the beat 
to windward for the Lake View crib com- 
menced, the difference became more marked.

Siren kept drawing ahead, carry- 
ing a working topsail, and Mistral did as 
good as a schooner can on the wind, standing 
up well with everything set that could draw. 

Capt. Prindiville handled Siren in his old- 
time manner, making every move count, and 
the owners of the boat were proud of the 
speed it developed. Beit said to the credit cf 
Charlotte R. that the time between the two 
boats at the final was not so great as in 
smooth water, and it was handled with good 
judgment throughout the course. On the 
run home it did better than at any time dur- 
ing the day.

That Valiant would win in her class had 
been conceded by most yachtsmen, but the 
showing of Genevieve surprised some.

LAW AND ORDER MUST BE RESTORED 
System of Government in the Turkish 
Empire Is Broken Down. 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY L. N. FORD.}] 

London, Sept. 12.—The rumors that the 
powers are now seriously considering the 
deposition of the Sultan lack authentic con- 
firmation They are not likely to adopt with 
& precipitate rush a policy which wouldibe 
& signal for the renewal! of the operations 
of Armenian bomb-throwers and set Asiatic 
Turkey again ablaze with revolution and 
anarchy, but they are driven along by the 
Turkish Government's imbecility and the 
ferocity of its subjects to take some action 
which will restore a semblance of law and 
order initsdominions. Their remonstrances 
@gainst massacre are of no avail, and only 
two of them, England and Italy, seem in 


earnest in declaring that the deportation of 


Armenian exiles to Anatolia, where they may 
be butchered at leisure, must cease. 
What is evident is that the Sultan, bank- 


Fupt in credit, can no longer police his em- 


pire, and thet his entire system of govern- 
ment has broken down. It is equally clear 


‘that government by bomb-throwing is an- 


archy. The powers can only restore order 
by assuming responsibility themselves, and 
this involves the Russian occupation of Con- 
stantinopile and the partition of Asia Minor 
on lines which will disturb the always uD- 
Stable equilibrium of European politica, 
The youthful Czar ts the real arbiter of 
the destinies of the East, and as he journeys 
from Breslau and Copenhagen to Paris and 
Balmoral] he may open the Way for the future 
Solution of this momentous question. His 
will is of supreme importance, but Europe 


does not know what he thinks or what man- 
ner of man he Is. 


Lord Salisbury cannot justly be censured 


for inaction, when the powers are hesitating 
and when evidence is lacking that the moral 
force of the nation is really behind him in 
a determined effort to reorganize Asiatic 
Turkey. 

The Westminste# Gazette, through Mr. 
Gould’s cartoon, appeals frantically for an 
hour of Mr. Gladstone, but that veteran is 
out of the lists for a popular agitation, and 
can only write letters about the unspeak- 
able assassin, or the worm-eaten, crumbling 
Turkish throne. 

The Chronicle is devoting much space to 
impassioned letters and Striving to encour- 
age the holding of indignation meetings, 
but the Standard, with all its deep abhorrence 
of Turkish misrule, perceives the danger and 
folly of making the movement in any sense 
partisan, The Times is lukewarm, and can 
see nothing but anarchy in the Armenian 
revolutionary intrigues. 

Leaders like Lord Rosebery, Mr. Balfour, 
and Sir William Harcourt are silent, al- 
though the Queen sets the example and 
shows plainly where her sympathies lie by 
decorating Mr. Herbert, Secretary of the 
Embassy at Constantinople, for his brave 
and resolute conduct during the massacre. 
Mr. Asquith promises to address his Scottish 
constituents on the Turkish atrocities, but 
reticence on the part of the opposition lead- 
ers is perhaps the wisest policy, for, as Sir 
Wemyss Reidwell says in the Speaker, 
“ popular agitation would lose Ralf its value 
if created by a single statesman.” 

What is needed in order to inspire a moral 
uprising in England, which would invig- 
orate Lord Salisbury’s diplomacy, is a calm, 
dispassionate recital] of the facts of the re- 
cent massacre from an outside source. The 
American Minister at Constantinople is re 
ported to have sent to Washington an tm- 
partial account; the prompt publication of 
this report would be of great service in En-.

GREAT BRITAIN MAY AOT ALONE. 


‘ Warships and Public Comment Threat- 


en the Deposition of the Sualtan. 

Constantinople, Sept. 12.—[Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Associated Press.]—A feeling of 
the greatest anxiety prevails in all circles 
here. There ts no doubt that a crisis of ex- 
treme gravity has been reached and that the 
powers are discussing the deposition of the 
Sultan, that being, apparently, the only 
means of restoring quiet and confidence 
within the Turkish Empire. A British fleet 
of about fifteen warships ts off the Island of 
Thesos and within easy striking distance 
should an emergency arise, and it is be- 
lieved that Great Britain will not hesitate 
to act alone in the matter of putting an end 
to the present disgraceful state of affairs 
if the other powers delay action too long. 

As almost generally expected, the extraor- 
diary tribunal which has been trying the 
men accused of massacring Armenians in 
the streets of this city and its suburbs has 
turned out to be nothing more than a white- 
washing court. 
for brutally killing two Armenians before 
the guardhouse of the British Embassy and 
in full view of several British officials have 
been acquitted. As there was no possible 
doubt of their gullt their acquittal {3 regard- 
ed here as showing that it Is useless to ex- 
pect that Mussulmans will be punished for 
crimes committed against Armenians. : 

This has aroused the greatest indignation 
among the foreign population here and has 
served to greatly increase the feeling of un- 
easiness which prevails on all sides.

nople are absolutely without any guarantee 
that their lives or property are safe and that 
they must henceforth depend almost entirely 
upon the warships of the powers for protec- 
tion. 
Conditions Are Unbearable. 

Such a condition, it Is admitted, cannot 
last for any length of time, as business is at 
a standstill to all intents and purposes, and 
the impoverished condition of the Turkish 
Treasury is adding daily to the discontent 
prevailing not only in the army and navy 
but in Turkish official circles generally. 

Many more officers have been arrested for 
claiming their pay and for resigning their 
commissions when informed that there was 
no money for them. If this is the situation 
amorig the officers, it may be Judged that the 
common soldiery are feeling still more irri- 
tated. But there is plenty of money and 
provisions for the strong bodyguard of the 
Sultan and for the troops which constantly 
surround the palace, and it ts beiieyed that 
this display of\force alone saves the Sultan 
from witnessing, a demonstration which 
would surely open\his eyes to the disgraceful 
state of affairs existing. 

The full text of the note which the repre- 
sentatives of the powers sent to the Sultan 
on Aug. $1 has only just been communicated 
to the press. It is @ decidedly strong docu- 
ment, and says that thelr remonstrance is 
based on positive data. Itadds that the sav-

As usual the Porte is relying upon the jeal- 
ousies existing among the six powers to 
save the Sultan once more at the last mo- 
ment from being brought to terms, and as 
Abdul Hamid has fo frequently escaped pun- 
ishment during the course of his long and 
much troubled reign he has grounds for be- 
lieving that even now Europe will not step in 
and put an end to the disgraceful conditions 
prevailing in the Turkish Empire. 

News from Armenia shows that a very se- 
rious condition: prevails there, and that fur- 
ther massacres are anticipated, It is-true 
that the Sultan has caused ail the Governors 
to be notified that they will be held responsi- 
ble if outbreaks involving destruction of 
property and the loss of life occur, but such 
warnings have frequently been issued in the 
Past and they seem to have served more to 
create disorder than to suppress it, and this 
would seem to be the case in the present 
instance, for, while warning the Governors, 
as already stated, the soldiers have been no- 
tified that they are authorized to use their 
arms in self-defense if they are attacked. 

Thus the Armenians and others look upon 
these orders of the Turkish Government as 
little less than a notification to the provin- 
Cilal authorities that they are to take the 
most rigorous measure in suppressing the 
Armenians if the latter take part in any 
** demonstration,” and those who know the

TELLS OF PRISON LIFE.

TALITY TO IRISH PRISONERS. 


John Daly Describes the Horrors of 
Twelwe Years of Confinement and 
Pictures the Confusing and Dazzling 
Sensations That Follow Release— 
The Treatment Received from 
Brutish Wardens Affects Both the 
Mental and Physical Condition.

London, Sept. 12.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.j—John Daly's long narrative of hig 
twelve years’ imprisonment in Chatham and 
Portland prisons is a terrible one. The main 
point of it is the proof it furnishes that Irish 
prisoners were greatly discriminated against 
in severity and that the wardens were 
prompted by their political superiors. The 
most interesting point: is that protesting 
against the justice of his conviction. He 
declares that he is now going to Ireland to 
speak against the dynamite policy. 


Me 


Daly is described as a man of education | 


less communication. How one pines in those 
dead-houses to be allowed to move one’s 
tongue to say:the most innocent word to 
another human being. . 

“At Portland the Irish political prisoners 
were confined in penal cells, which were 
larger, but colder, than the ordinary cells. 
They were taken out to work in the quarries, 
and so got fresh air and saw something else 
than the walls of their cells. I worked in 
the carpenter shop, and after a time I 
became, I believe, rather an expert carpenter. 

“Of the Irish prisoners who remain at 
Portland, Wilson, Burton, and Flannigan are 
employed in the carpenter shop. Feather- 
stone is in the blacksmith shop, and Dalton 
in the shoemaker shop. McDermott, who 
came from Glasgow, alone isat the quarries. 
There is a charge of some sort against him, 
and that is why he was sent to the quarries. 

Discriminate Against the Irish. 

“There are times when the wardens may 
relax a little and chat with ordinary prison- 
ers, but there were never such moments for 
the Irishmen; and even in the infirmary the 
wardens had not a word of sympathy for us. 
They dare not if they would. You are visit- 
ed every hour by a warden, who is responsi- 
ble for seeing you. He throws the light of 
his lantern through the trap-door, and if 
the prisoner, to prevent himself from being 
roused by this were to have a blanket over 
his head he would next’morning be put on 
bread and water as punishment. Some

possible notice. They have frequently done 
so in the past, and are not unlikely to do so 
again in the near future. 


Inaction of the Embassics. 

The representatives of the powers met 
again today and discussed the situation, but 
it is not known that they came to any de- 
cision, although communications with their 
respective governments are being constant- 
ly exchanged. 

The inaction of the embassies continues to 
be sharply criticised here and radical meas- 
ures are demanded in order to prevent a 
renewal of the disorders. Unless such steps 
are taken, it is believed, it will not be long 
before there is another outbreak here, and 
it may be of a much more serious nature 
than those which have preceded it, in spite 
of the fact that the streets of the Sultan’s 
capital are’ hardly dry with the blood of 
the thousands of unfortunate people who 
were victims of the massacre of about two 
weeks ago. 

London, Sept. 12.—The Rt.-Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone has written still another letter 
denouncing! the Sultan of Turkey. In this 
communication Mr. Gladstone says: 

‘‘In my opinion the assassin and not his 
Mahommedan subjects is the author of the 
massacres. 

Disgraceful Mockery, Says Gladstone. 

‘From first to last their atrocity has no 
parallel injrecent history. The concert of 
Europe isia miserable, disgraceful mock- 
ery, and some sovereigns and governments 
have given direct countenance and support 
to the assassin. Indeed, the presence of the 
embassies at Constantinople is in itself sub- 
stantial countenance of support to him and 
his guilty proceedings. The coercion which 
should long ago have been applied to him 
might even now be the means of averting an- 
other series of massacres.” 

The rumor current on the Stock Exchange 
today that a Cabinet council ts to be held to- 
morrow is upon investigation found to be in- 
correct. 

The British fleet, which has been strongly 
reinforced, is now at anchor in Kavala Bay, 
northwest of the Island of Thasos, off the 
coast of Salonica. The warships arrived off 
Kavala yesterday. 


ROSEBERY IN FAVOR OF DIPLOMACY. 


Rumorg Cause a Decline in Consols on 
the Steck Exchange. 

London, Sept. 12.—Lord Rosebery, the 
Liberal leader and former Premier, has writ- 
ten a letter condemning in strong terms the 
recént massacres at Constantinople. In this 
communication he says: 

“It ts far above party question—one of 
common Christianity, humanity, and civ- 
ilization. I do not doubt that her Majesty’s 
present advisers share with the rest of us 
in detestation of the government under which 
such things are possible, and I think more 
can be accomplished by diplomacy than by 
public meetings. I found hopes in the natural 
sentiment of the young Emperor soon to be 
among us, who has such power and such 
responsibility for well-doing.”’

and intellect, of quiet, almost retiring man- 
ners. He looks older by thirty years than 
his actual age. ‘‘ Everything,” he said, 
**seemed too confusing, too dazzling, just 
after I found myself released. Now all is 
delightful, but I think I could pick out the 
first sensation, and it was a peculiar one. 
It was the sensation of hearing women’s 
voices with their softness, their melody, 
their music, after all these years of the 
harsh voices of the wardens.” . 

Daly was secretly visited in prison, evi- 
dently with the collusion of the officials, 
by the infamous Piggot and another man, 
who endeavored to persuade him to tmpli- 
cate Parnell in the Phoenix Park assassina- 
tion, 

“I told Piggot,’” says Daly, “that the 
Fenians had nothing to do, as he well knew, 
with the Pohnix Park outrages; that the 
charge was false, and that if I were out in 
the world I would say so anywhere. As to 
its being a Parnell job, I know nothing about 
that, and so could have nothingtosay. Pig- 
got rather pressed me to express ideas sug- 
gested by him, assuring me that he wanted 
to serve me, but I had nothing more to say 
to him and he left. 


Never a Touch of Kindness. 

“I don’t know any language to describe 
the horrors of prison life. You are virtually 
in a living tomb, cut off from everything, 
the only human@®sounds you hear being or- 
ders and words from the wardens. Nevera 
touch ef kindness, never a glimpse of human- 
ity apart from a rare visitor and an occa- 
sional letter. The prison system is simply 
inhuman. Every warden will admit that, 
but they answer that they have their wives 


and children to keep, and that if they were 


not brutes their services would be dispensed 
with. 

** When I went tn I was In good spirits, be- 
cause I knew that I was there wrongly, 
that I had done nothing which should have 
brought me there. I was not without cour- 
age, not without confidence as to the future, 
even in a pnison, and I always. had hope. 
Hope lives eternal in one—hope of a return 
to the world; but often, I’m afraid, we Irish 
prisoners at Portland said to ourselves, 
*‘ How long, O Lord, how long?’ 

“The prison system begins to tell on you 
graduaily but surely, and after a time it has 
set its mark on. you, both physically and 
mentally. .Scanty diet, surroundings, treat- 
ment, utter desolation, all these gather 
around you, and you feel as if you were being 
envelaped by a shroud. | 

‘Il was sent, practically at once, to Chat- 
ham, and there I did my nine months’ soll- 
tary confinement, or probation, as it is 
called. It means that you are never out of 
your cell during twenty-four hours except 
for ten minutes while you are attending wor- 
ship and for three-quarters of an hour which 
you are allowed for exercise. During the 
day I worked in my cell tearing oakum, a 
task. which the Irish prisoners were set at 
instead of being given the legs trying one of 
making bags. ee a ! 

“ Picking oakum !s the most dreadful work 
one can imagine. It makes your fingers sore 
if you are not an expert, and the monotony 
of it is perfectly maddening. The usual 
amount of oakum given to be picked in a 
day is three and a half pounds. My task 
was reduced to one pound by the doctor be- 
cause one of my fingers was wholly useless. 


Food Unfit for Human Beings. 

“ You are always hungry. I certainly was 
hungry for years, until my appetite wore 
away for very want ofanythingtoeat The 
cocoa is miserable stuff; the plumduff is 
like gutta-percha, and the rest of the food 
is of the worst kind. It supports life in the 
body, and that’s all that can be said for It. 

‘For being found with a little piece of pa- 
per and pencil I did as much as thirteen days’ 
solitary confinemént on bread and water. 
During that period all my extra clothing was 
removed, and everything except the wooden 
block on which the prisoner sits was taken 
from my cell. I got bread and water for 
gimply saying in a whisper to a companion: 
‘How are you? The officers had seen my

times I have turned my face to the wall so. 
as not to have the glare suddenly thrown : 


upon my eyes, and then the warden would 


keep his flash upon the wall just opposite. 
> my face until it awoke me. 


“Four times a day you are séarched in 
your clothes, and what I may call a naked 
search is inflicted on ordinary prisoners six 
times a year. This infliction was doubled 
in our case, since we were searched every 
month, an increased precaution, a& they 
would, I imagine, put it, against escape. It 
is perhaps winter. You are in a shivering 
cold room, and your teeth chatter like a 
pair of castanets. The effect on a man’s 
moral nature is utterly demoralizing, and I 
call the search indecent and an outrage upon 
humanity. On one occasion, at Chatham, I 
narrowly escaped being poisoned through 
medicine which was given me. 

“TT have no notion why madness has 
stricken Irish prisoners so largely. I can 
only refer you to the severity of the dis- 
cipline in the case of the Irish political 
prisoners—severity without a moment of re- 
lief. Often when I have returned to my cell 
I have lain down on the hard floor, prostrate 
mentally as well as physically. The nag- 
ging, ordering about, mental kicking, ang 
hammering, so to speak, crush you to a 
pulp. I really cannot describe it all. I 
loathe to think of it.”

British Naval Experts Hold the New 
Revenue Cutter Walter Q@. Gresh-~ 
am to Be a Warship.

Cleveland, O., Sept. 12.—The new United 
States revenue cutter, which has been under 
construction at the Globe iron works in this 
city for some time past, was launched at 8 
o'clock this afternoon in the presence of a 
great crowd of spectafors. As the cutter 
plunged into the water Miss Ruth Hanna, 
daughter of M. A. Hanna, christened it 
Walter Q. Gresham. 

The new vessel when completed will take 
the place of the Andy Johnson on Lake 
Michigan. 

Diplomatic complications may arise over 
the maintenance of the cutter on the great 
lakes. British naval experts hold, after a 
careful examination of the plans of the ves- 
sel, that it should be classed as a warship 
rather than a revenue cutter, and that its 
maintenance on the lakes would be a viola- 
tion of the treaty whereby only one w 
vessel can be maintained on the lakes b 
each government. 

It is known that the naval attachés of the 
Pritish Embassy at Washington have made 
a complete report to their government upon 
the vessel, In which they have classed itasa 
gunboat. Should complaint be made, the 
State Department will respond by saying 
that the Gresham and the other two similar 
cutters which are to be built for service on 
the lakes are simply for revenue marine 
service and nothing else. The State Depart- 
ment will also call the attention of her 
Majesty’s government to the fact that En- 
giand was first to adopt this novelty in the 
construction of the revenue cutters whieh 
were built two years ago for the Canadian 
revenue marine, and that in addition to the 
novelty of their &armament the 
vessels carry heavy steel rams.

Lamont’s letter is well understood. In view 
of these signs of English appreciation of the 
momentous issues at stake,: Thomas G. 
Shearman’s series of letters to the London 
Times on American politics and finance may 
be regarded as superfluous. His latest 
prophecy is that McKinley will: have a 
sufficient majority in the Electoral College, 
but that his popular majority will be narrow.

The Times itself remarks cynically that 
the notions about organization of credit in 
those quarters of America do not seem much 
more advanced than similar ideas tn Turkey 
or Persia. The Populists may be grateful 
to Mr. Shearman for his zeal in proving that 
they are not knaves, but only sufferers from 
the lack of free banking facilities, yet they 
will not thank him for leaving English read- 
ers to infer that they ere fools, or, if not 
fools, at least as ignorant as Persians or 
Turks.

BAD FEELING BETWEEN NORWE- 
GIANS AND THEIR KING. ° 


He Takes Umbrage at the Nationalist 
Character of the Reception of Dr. 
Nansen, in Which He Took Part— 
Papers Accuse Him of Intoxication 
—Conflict Between Berlin Municipal 
Council and the Prussian Evangeli- 
cal Consistory.

London, Sept. 12.—[(Coyprighted, 1896, by 
the New York Times.)—The Norwegians in 
London are getting letters from home today 
telling of a remarkable new outburst there 
of hostility toward King Oscar. There was 
great rage a while ago when he knocked off 
the hat of a peasant standing near him ata 
railway station, and the Norwegian radical 
papers,in discussing the affair, very frankly 
imputed intoxication to his Majesty. Now, 
it seems, the King took umbrage at the na- 
tionalist character given to the reception of 
Dr. Nansen at Christiania, and in which 
Oscar-bore an unéonscious part. It was quite 
natural that on such an occasion there should 
be a good deal of patriotic effervescence, 
and equally so that when the representatives 
reached Sweden they should evoke angry 
comments from the Swedish press. 

These two nations have been wrangling so 
long that there is nothing new in this. 

What really is new is the fact that the 
King arr@fged to beinterviewed by two Berlin 
journalists and gave them a long and vio- 
lent tirade against the Norwegian people in 
general and Dr. Nansen in particular. He 
is Gescribed as trembling with passion as he 
spoke, and certainly the accounts of his re- 
marks, given by those who heard them, con- 
tain denunciations and threats of an ex- 
traordinary character. The King intends to 
quit Christiania at once, though his accus- 
tomed term of residence there is not nearly 
ended, arid apparently he will leave his Nor- 
wegian subjects in almost as great a state 
of e cditement as he is in himself. 

i alvin conflict has arisen between the 
BeNin Municipal Council, which is an ad- 
vanced radical body, and the Prussian Evan- 
gelical Consistory, and the trouble is likely 
to develop into a fight between the Kaiser 
and his capital.

They then adopted the 
ratio of one church for 20,000 souls as the 
proper modern thing; as this showed Berlin 
to be twenty-nine churches short they pro- 
ceeded to build them. Now the Municipal 
Councikhas not only refused to sanction the 
outlay already incurred, butit has appointed 
a committee to inquire whether the Coun- 
cil’s legal advisor should not be punished 
for having presumed to listen to the con- 
sistory’s action. It is assumed that he will 
treat the matter as a personal defiance and 
exhaust his resources in the effort to terrify 
or crush the Council. The Berliners, as a 
whole, would like nothing better than such 
a contest, and, if it comes, one may be cer- 


tain that it will not be the Council that first 
cries quits. : 


Interview with John Daly. 


The Chronicle has a long interview with 
John Daly, who has been resting in Paris 
most of the time since his release, but who 
today went to Ireland. He was a good deal 
dazed when first released from. Portland 
prison, but has now regained complete con- 
trol of himself, and his friends are no longer 
afraid of his breaking down. Rather to 
their surprise, Daly maintains resolutely 
that he never favored the dynamite policy, 
much less had any part init, and heis going 
to speak in Ireland against the whole idea 
of the physical-force party. His narrative 
of official efforts in the time of the Parnell 
Commission to bribe or scare him into giving 
evidence to support Pigott contains much 
that was hitherto unknown, and it may ren- 
der some investigation necessary, but tne 
public has more concern in his detailed ac- 
count of the horrors of penal servitude, 
which subject is just now exciting a growing 
amount of feeling. 

Daly says that the dynamiters were treat- 
ed worse than the other convicts, in that 
they were searched twice as often, and that 
the wardens behaved toward them with ex- 
ceptional severity, never once in the whole 
period of their imprisonment relaxing with 
the Irishmen in a little furtive chat, as they 
occasionally do with ordinary convicts. 


Hop-Pickers Destitute. 


The unprecedented continuance of cold 
rains, which have now prevailed for nearly 
six weeks, is:likely much to reduce the first 
estimates of the English hop crop. I have 
been for two days down in the Kentish 
Weald, where thousands of poor hop-pickers 
from the London slums are huddled in wet 
tents, or in vile shanties, far more squalid 
than the East End ever imposed on them. 
They are unable to earn enough even for 
food owing to the incessant rains, while the 
country about them is one vast sea of mud. 
The sickness and deaths among them are 
becoming a grave matter, quite beyond the 
powers of the local authorities to deal with. 
‘A month ago it was thought that the crop 
would be only a third less than that of 1895, 
but now, what with mold and wet rot, it is 
doubtful if even half a crop will be saved. 


Gold Medal for French Beer, 


Baden has been celebrating with great 
heartiness this week the seventieth birthday 
of its good Grand Duke, who ts probably the 
most popular and respected of all the Ger- 
man Princes. . 

At the small but very attractive interna- 
ticnal exhibition at Karlsruhe, which forms 
the main feature of the celebration, a quite 
unexpected thing has happened in making 
the awards. There was a very full display 
of beers, including the most celebrated brews 
of Batavia ahd Bohemia; but the gold medal 
was won by the beer of Xertigny, .a little 
village in the French Voeges, of which hard- 
ly nobody had ever heard before. This beer 
is called ‘‘ La Lorraine,’’ and Paris is already 
greatly excited over the idea of taking it 
up and making it the vegue in France, in- 
stead of’ the present Munich or pseudo- 
Munich “ bocks.”’ Already there are many 
excellent French beers, but patriotism has 
hitherto appealed in vain on their behalf. 
Parisians would not drink them unless sold 
under German names. Now it is hoped, how- 
ever, that this German gold medal! will give 
*‘‘La Lorraine’”’ a chance.

.The unlooked-for death of James Lewis 
has been treated by the press here quite as 
a domestic calamity, and the warmest kind 
of eulogies are given, both on his work and 
on his charming personality.

CLARA BARTON LANDS IN NEW YORK 


Says the Turkish Authorities Assisted 
Her in Her Work. 

New York, Sept. 12.—[{Special.]—Miss 
Clara Barton, President of the National 
Red Cross Society, arrived in this city today 
on the Cunard liner Umbria. When she 
left for Constantinople Jan. 22 last she was 
pale and .careworn, and her physical ap- 
pearance seemed to cast doubt upon her 
ability to fulfill the arduous tasks before 
her. Today she returned bronzed by the 
‘sun of the Orient and looking the picture of 
health. She was met on the Cunard line 
pier by her nephew, 8S. E. Barton of this 
city, his wife and daughter, Nettina Hofkcr, 
a Red Cross nurse, and Dr. Lesser, and 
Messrs. Green and E, Cudworth, who are 
identified with Red Cross work. : 

With Miss Clara Barton were the Finan- 
cial Secretary of the Red Cross Society, G. 
H. Pullman, and Dr. J. H. Hubbell, who were 
with her in her charitable work among the 
Armenians. When asked as to the success 
of her mission abroad Miss Barton said: 

“I do not feel equa! at present to the task 
of talking about my work. I have had a 


long and fatiguing journey. I have no 


I 4 


plans arranged for the future, and you can 
tell as much as 1 can as to what I am going 
to do. I do not even know the name of the 
hotel that I am going to, nor do I know how 
long I shall stay in New York. I prefer that 
the detailed report of my work should be 
made to the National Red Cross Society, in 
Washington. 

“I will say, however, that I regard the 
work accomplished as having been extreme- 
ly beneficial. The fund of $116,000 which 
was raised for the relief of Armenian suffer- 
ers has been entirely dispensed where it 
would do the most possible good. Of that 
sum we expended very little for food or in 
charitabie contributions. I may say that 
all of it was expended for agricultural im- 
plements and seeds for the farmers. Me- 
chanics and artisans were also supplied with 
tools by us, and we feel that much more 
money could be usefully expended in the 
Same direction. Whether the work will be 
continued in the future is a matter of which 
I cannot speak at present.’’ 

Concerning her reception by the authort- 
ties in Constantinople Miss Barton spoke in 
apy of the highest commendafion. She 
Said: 

. * When the purposes of our mission were 
satisfactorily made known we were treated 
with the utmost courtesy. In districts where 
aid was needed and where we were informed 
{it would be dangerous for our relief bearers 
to travel an armed escort was furnished to 
, Protect such bearers in every instance. That, 
4S you can see, was a material aid to the 
carrying on of our work. Concerning the 
Armenian atrocities I have nothing to say 
just now. In fact, I have said much more 
already than I felt able to say.”

H. CLAUSSENIUS IS DEAD. 


GERMAN AND AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN 
EX-CONSUL PASSES AWAY. 


End Comes from Typhoid-Fever in 
- Berlin—Sketch of His Eventful Life 
—Seeks America for Political Rea- 
sons—Great Abilities Bring Him Of- 
ficial Place and Numerous Decora- 
tions—His Many Works of Public 
Benefit—Story of Business Career. 


Henry Claussenius, ex-Consul of the Ger- 
man and Austro-Hungarian Empires in this 
city, died on Thursday last in Berlin, Ger- 
many. He was 71 years of age, having been 
born on Feb. 1, 1825, in Eschwego, Electorate 
of Hesse-Nassau, Germany. He resigned 
the Consulate of Austria-Hungary :in 1894 
and went to Berlin with his wife, leaving his 
steamship agency business in the hands of 
two of his sons, George W. and Edward 
Claussenius, 

The ex-Consul visited Chicago in 1895, and 
it was his intention to return this autumn. 
He was in good health as late as Sept. 2, 
when he wrete to his sons. On Sept. 8 they

received a cablegram saying he was danger- | 


ously ill. He was attacked by typhoid- 
fever and sank rapidly, dying on Sept. 10. 

Henry Claussenius was a son of District 
Judge Anton Wilhelm Claussenius. On the 
death of his father he and his mother moved 
to Cassel and he finished his education there, 
being graduated with honor. He was sub- 
sequently a teacher and the proprietor of a 
private school at Bischhausen. 


Emigrates to America. 

In 1847 he became tutor and traveling com- 
panion to a French nobleman, the Count de 
Viomenil 6f Rouen. Subsequently, owing to 
the unsettled political condition of his coun- 
try at that time, Mr. Claussenius, a strong 
adherent of the Liberal party, decided to 
emigrate to America. He landed in New 
York in 1850 with just three Prussian thalers 
in his pocket. He made good use of his tal- 
ent for drawing and designing, and obtained 
employment as a decorative and sign paint- 
er and soon had a painting and wood carving 
shop of his own, with six assistants. 

In May, 1854, he married a highly-educated 
young woman, Miss Johanna Yon Tilly. They 
bad six children, five sons and a daughter. 

Starts His Official Career. 

In 1855 Mr. Claussenius became acquainted 
with I. W. Schmidt, the Prussian Consul- 
General at New York, and became his private 
secretary. During the Consul-General’s 
trip to Europe in 1863 Mr. Claussenius so’ 
ably represented his chief that he was ap- 
pointed chancellor to the Consulate-Gen- 
eral. In 1864 he received the appointment as 
Prussian Consul at Chicago. After the war 
of 1866 he was installed as Consul for the 


North German Confederation, receiving also . 


soon afterward the Consulates of Saxony, 
Baden, and Wtrtemberg. In 1871, after the 
Franco-German war, he was appointed Con- 
sul of the new German Empire, serving in 
that capacity until the Consulate at Chicago 
was changed into a regular diplomatic office, 
when he resigned rather than give up his 
lucrative business. 

In 1878 Mr. Claussenius was named as 
Austro-Hungarian Consul. At various 
times he also officially represented other 
European States until they established regu- 
lar consulates at.Chicago. 


Decorated with Many Orders. 


For his many years of conscientious per- 
formance of duty he received numerous dec- 
orations, 
Albrecht Order, Knight of the Saxon Er- 
nestinian Order, of the Order of the Lion of 
Baden, of the Royal Wiirtemberg Cross, also 
of the Imperial Francis Joseph Order, and of 
the Iron Crown of Austria. 

Mr. Claussenius was the founder of the 
firm of H. Claussenius & Co., one of the 
largest and most successful steamship and 
banking firmsinthe West. The house repre- 
sents the North German Lloyd Steamship 
company as General Western Agents. 

Mr. Claussenius was tall, soldierly, and 
courtly looking, with mustache and impe- 
rial of snowy whiteness. He was highly es- 


-teemed in Chicago society as well as in that 


of New York, especially in German circles, 
He was member of numerous clubs and mu- 
sical organizations Fast and in this city. 


His Works for the Public. 


He founded the Nineteenth War c 
in New York and the tina dmaetamn ee 
pensary of that city. In Chicago he was 
founder and first President of the Germania 
Mannerchor and was one of the Board of 
Directors of the German Aid Society. In 
1865 he acted as President of the great 
siingerfest of that year, and he also acted 
as representative of the German Govern- 
ment in the distribution of the large fund 


| sent from’'Germany after the great fire of 


1871. He superintended the remittance of 
the large fund collected here for the relief 
of the wounded of the Franco-Prussian war 
and repeatedly showed his ability and busi- 
ness capacity in affairs of this nature. 

Mrs. Claussenius and all the children are 
living. The only daughter is the wife of 
Judge Theodore Brentano. 

The interment will no doubt take place in 
Germany. 


MAJ.-GEN. JAMES D. MORGAN DEAD. 


Veteran of Two Wars Passes Away at 
Quincy, Ill. 

Quincy, Ill, Sept. 
James D. Morgan, a veteran of two wars 
and one of the most distinguished. officers 
of the Union army, died at his home here to- 
He was the President of 
the Society of the Army of the Cumberland 
and presided at the meeting of the society 
last year. 

Gen. James D, Morgan was born in Boston, 
Mass., Aug. 1, 1810, and attended school there 
in his early boyhood. 

In 1826, when 16 years of age, he went to 
sea in the sailing vessel Beverly, which was 
burned at sea. With the rest of the crew he 
took refuge in a small boat, 1,500 miles from 
land, and for fourteen days drifted helpless- 
ly on the water, subsisting upon a daily al- 
lowance of half a gill of water and one bis- 
cuit. After fourteen days of almost intolera- 
ble suffering they reached the coast of South 
America, to the leeward of Cape St. Roche, 
from where they made their way back to the 
United States. 

In 1834 Mr. Morgan came to Quincy and en- 
gaged in business. His leanings were to- 
wards military life and in 1837 he became 
connected with the Quincy Grays, a noted 
military company ofthatday. His first taste 
of. war was in 1844, when he commanded a 
company of fifty mounted riflemen in the 
so-called Mormon war in Hancock County, 
which ended with the death of the prophet 
Joe Smith at Carthage and the expulsion of 
the Mormons from Nauvoo, whence they 
went to Utah. 

When the Mexican War broke out Capt. 
Morgan went to the land of the greasers as 
Captain of Company A, First Illinois Infan- 
try, Col. John J. Hardin commanding. He 
served during the entire war and was com- 
missioned Major for conspicuous bravery at 

‘the Battle of Buena Vista. 

When the War of the Rebellion broke out 
Maj. Morgan was suffering from a broken 
leg, but as soon as he recovered he entered 
the service. In 1861 he was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the Tenth Illinois Infantry, 
was afterwards the Colonel of that early reg- 
iment, and in August, 1862, was, for meri- 
torious services, commissioned Brigadier- 
General. For gallant conduct at the battle 
of Bentonville, N. C., he was brevetted 
Major-General of volunteers. 3 

He served under Gens. Pope, Rosecrans, 
Thomas, and Sherman, and among the en- 
gagements in which he participated were the 
battles of Island No. 10, New Madrid, Cor- 

| inth, and those of the Atlanta campaign. 
‘He accompanied Gen. Sherman on his march

At the battle of Bentonville, N. C., he was 
in command of the Second*Division of the 
Fourteenth Army Corps, in which position 
he displayed great military tact. Historians 
of the war say that this division saved the 
left wing of Sherman’s army. 

He was mustered out of the army in Au- 
gust, 1865, and returned to Quincy and re- 
sumed business. The reunions of “ Mor- 
gan’s Brigade ’’ have generally been held in 
this city, and the men of that command 
idolized him. ‘They admired his military 
genius and appreciated his care for them, but 
they loved him most because, as one grizzled 
veteran expfessed it at the last reunion, 
“he never sent us anywhere where he would 
not go himself. He was always in the thick- 
est of the fight, and if there was a charge 
Gen. Morgan was right with us.” 

Gen. Morgan was married twice, His first 
wife died in 1855, and he married again in 
1869. He leaves two sons, William of this 
city and James, now of Everett, Mass. le 
had been identified with some of the largest 
institutions of Quincy, was a director of hal 
a dozen corporate enterprises, and had — 
organization.

Improvements Recommended to the 
Secretary of the Interior as Neces- 
sary to the Comfort of Visitors. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—[(Special }~— 
Yellowstone National Park received no im- 
provements the last year, because the North- 
ern Pacific railroad is the principa) stock- 
holder in the park association and is unable 
to spend money on it. 

Capt. Anderson,.in his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Interior, says there is need 
of new hotels and iunch houses. There 
should be a hotel at Upper Geyser Basin and 
Thumb of the Lake to accommodate visitors 
who have abundant means, and after com- 
ing long distances to see the beauties and 
wonders of the park are disappointed if 
they do not find good hotel accommodations. 
There is a large class of visitors who go 
through the park in camping parties in 
charge of licensed conductors. The authori- 
ties in charge of the park confess these 
parties annoy them.

Another thing that ought to be consolidated 
under one control is the Yellowstone Lake 
steamboat franchise. The present steam- 
boat company desires to rush _ tourists 
through the park, as it receives the same 
pay whether stop-over privileges are grant- 
ed or not. The hotel people, on the other 
hand, would like to prolong the stay of vis- 
itors, Thus there is a clashing of interests. 
Travel to the park fell o last year, 
and this bécause of the hard times. Last 
season snow. blocked some of the roads until 
June 20. Still 2,800 people visited the park. 
One of the important things donethis year 
has been the survey of the west boundary 
line by Lieut. Bromwell. Suitable monu- 
ments have been set up, so that hereafter 
this line will not fluctuate a quarter of a 
mile or so, according as there is high or 
low water itn the lakes, from which the 
boundary was originally described. Stones 
have been set up to mark the east point 
of Yellowstone Lake, its south point, and 
the west point of Shoshone Lake, as well as 
the initial points of the four boundarics of 
the park. 

Great danger was apprehended all last 
summer from fires. The season was ex- 
ceptionally dry, and campers were careless 
as usual. The patrols has to be cautious, 
Over 100 camp fires were extinguished, any 
one of which might have caused a terrible 
forest conflagration. Outposts have been 
maintained all over the park and roads 
built so as to reach them with supplies. The 
Wyoming approach to the park is tn fair 
conditton, and the road ts rapidly being im- 
proved. Much road building was done last 
year also on the eastand west approaches. 
Although the area of the park {Is greater 
than that of the State of Connecticut, but 
£20,000 has for several years been allowed 
for its protection and improvement. This 
year $35,000 will be available. One hundred 
thousand dollars ought to be appropriated 
for about two years, and then the roads could 
be completed and surfaced with stone. This 
would anticipate and stop the demand for 
trolley roads. 

It is not known how many buffalo there are 
in the park. A herd of eight visited the 
corral provided for their shelter last winter, 
but wandered off again. Scattered bunches 
have been seen, and it is possible there are 
fifty in all in the park. 


IRON WORKERS ARE OUT POR M'KINLEY 


Rogers, Brown & Co. Give Significant 
Figures as the Result of a Re- 
cent Wide Canvass. 


The Popocrats have been asserting that 
Bryan will receive the votes of a large ma- 
jority of the employés In the fron factories.

A 
large concern replied that 90 per cent of Its 
colored and 85 per cent of its white force 
will vote for,McKinley, while only 5 per cent 
of all its employés declared for Bryan.

Similar to that on the dome of the Adminis- 
tration Building at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion, instead of by the more common lan- 
tern, and on it will be a space which is to 
‘be utilized by the United States Weather 
Bureau. 

From whatever point the: building is 
viewed it masses into a pyramid, and, al- 
though it is in reality a much lower building 
than many of those that now surround the 
site, it will rise gradually to the dome, or 
the center of the pyramid, to a greater 
height, by about seventy feet, than the Mar- 
qguette Building or the Auditorium, tower. 


Design Springs from Restrictions. 
This pyramidal idea is the outgrowth of a 
restriction established by the act authorizing 
the construction of the building, which sets 
forth that the building shall extend to the 
lot line on all four streets, making a building 
896 feet by 321 feet, and prohibiting any ef- 
-fect of foreground. The lot must be consid- 
ered as entirely surrounded with high build- 
ings, as it is certain to be so within a few 
years; structures that are much higher than 
the requirements of this building demand. 
An eight-story building erected as a hollow 
square upon the lot lines would not only be 
over-shadowed In effect by its great neigh- 
bors, but the light would be poor for all the 
Street front rooms. Hence thé pyramid, 
‘Che style is simple Corinthian classic, pure 
fand free from all superfluous ornamentation, 
“end indicates at once that it is a building 
of no ordinary consequence. 

The windows are large and there are plenty 
of them, but they are so arranged as to fall 
into the requirements of a purely classical 
design.

Exterior to Be of Granite. 

The exterior of the buildingis to be entirely 
of smooth-dressed, light colored granite, 

with the dome gilded and trimmed with 


‘Dronze ornaments.

requirements. The basement extends to the 
curb line on all,.streets, and besides ma- 
chinery, storage, and working rooms tor 
the Postoffice and other departments will 
have a driveway and mailing platform con- 
nected with Clark street, doing away with 
the objectionable feature presented on Jack- 
gon street in the old building. 

The first floor extends'over the entire lot, 
and is lighted by all four streets and by four 
immense skylights, thus giving as well light- 
ed a Postoffice as if the building was only 

‘one story high. 

On the first floor, besides the Postoffice, 

there will be a bureau of information and* 
one of the Subtreasurer’s offices. There will 
also be the offices of the surgeon of the 
Marine Hospital, which’ will be reached 
through the wagon entrances, so that con- 
tagious patients will not mix with- other 
occupants of the building. 

The second floor is lighted by the four 
streets and by the light shafts over the four 
great skyNghts. 

- Quarters Practically Ideal. 

The Aruciform of the upper stories gives 
ideal quarters for all the other departments. 
Such departments as are large enough can 
have an entire wing, with light on all sides,

Each of the eight stories is marked 
by a spacious corridor and the whole sur- 
mounted by a frieze of colonnaded windows, 
from which rise the great domed ceiling with 
its central) light. 

The granite columns over the entrances are 
five feet in diameter and over 40 feet long. 
The low portion of the building is 42 feet high 
and the pediments 128, while the dome rises 
to a height of 272. 


“Kemper Is Dissatisfied.

QUITS USE OF THE SWEDISH TONGUE. 


Lutheran Messinh Church of Lake 
View Adopts English in All Its 
Church Services.

Members of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Messfah Church of Lake View are to hold 
a bazaar and will abandon the use of Swed- 
ish ‘in their religious services. The bazaar 
is to be held in Spilz’s Hall, Clark street, 
near Noble, from Oct. 12 to Oct, 17, the pro- 
ceeds to be used in purchasing lots for a 
church building. 

The Messiah Church was organized last 
May and its purpose is to provide religious 
worship in the English language to meet the 
needs of the young Americans of Swedish 
parentage. It started with a membership 
of nearly 100, many of whom had withdrawn 
from the Swedish Lutheran Trinity Church 
of Lake View. Its Sunday-school numbers 
nearly 200, English is the official language 
for all services, though Swedish is used to 
some extent. But the purpose is to abandon 
its use entirely. 

Until a ¢hurch ts erected services will be 
held in Spilz’s Hall, where Mr. Henry, a 
divinity student of Rock Island, Ill., preached 
the first sermon to the congregation in May. 
Since then many ministers of the Augustana 
Synod have preached to the people. 

A caj} to the pastorate was extended to 
the Rev. C. A. Ewald, pastor of the Immarn- 
uel Church of Chicago, who declined. Then 
the Rev. J. Telleen of Rock Island was in- 
vited to become its pastor, but he has not 
given a definite reply.

New York, Sept. 12.—[{Special.}—The stock 
market has shown strength throughout the 
week to the closing today.

BLIND HERO WANTS PAY FOR SIGHT. 


‘Wm. Oostelo, Thrice Injured in Em- 


pley of Standard O11 Company, 
Brings Suit for Damages. 


In the course of thirteen years’ employ- 
ment by the Standard Oil company, Will- 
iam Costello, a boilermaker, sustained three 
serious accidents, resulting in the loss of 
both eyes. He was assisted for a time by 
the Standard company, according to his re- 
port, and fimally offered in settlement the 
sum of $40. He has begun suit against the 


company for $50,000 damages. 


Costello is living at present at No. 91 
Ninety-second street, where, through the 
kindness of the Boilermakers’ Union, whose 
membership card he holds, and of the For- 


esters, he has a small tobacco and candy 


shop. He is only 36 years old and has a de- 


pendent family, consisting of a wife and 


four young children, who occupy with him 
crowded quarters in the rear of the little 
store. | 

Costello entered the service of the Stand- 
ard in 1880. In 1881 he was, working in 
Cleveland, O. An explosion occurred in the 
still where he and a number of other work- 
men were employed. One man was burned 
to death and two others were seriously in- 
jured. William Costello was one of the un- 
fortunates. 

He proved himself a hero on this occasion 
as he has since done by the fortitude and 
contentment with which he bears the loss 
of his eyes. With flesh dropping from his 
arms and flames eating at the muscles of 
his legs as he climbed the iron ladder to the 
aperture in the still, he carried Cornelius 
Cudahy, a little heater and his assistant, and 
pushed him into safety. Cudahy is a mail 
carrier in South Chicago now, and he has 
not forgotten the explosion of 1881. 

The manhole was then in the top of the 
still and the chances of any one getting out 
alive in case of fire were small, The Cleve- 
land newspapers called attention to the 
** roasting ovens,”’ and the manhole has been 
placed in the side of the stills since then, so 
that a repairer does not have to climb up the 
side of the big vessel and then descend 
through a twenty-four-inch hole. 

Costello was laid up twelve weeks at this 
time and the Standard paid haif his wages 
and his doctor’s bills. 

In 1887, while engaged in the same kind of 
work, a rivet struck him in the left eye. 
After undergoing several operations the 
organ was pronounced irretrievably sight- 
less. He again received half pay a short time 
and got his surgical bills paid by the com- 
pany. The third accident occurred in 1893 
at Whiting, and the right eye was destroyed 
by another rivet. 

_Costello’a, friends say that the last acci- 
dent was due to parsimony, the Superin- 
tendent, to save expense, ordering work 
that should have been done in the open air 
to be performed in the dark recess of the 
still. Costello remained a month at a 
na but the injured eye could not be 
saved. 

The Standard on this occasion, it is said, 
paid for nothing but medical attendance. 
Costello’s family were allowed to shift for 
themselves. It was winter, and there was 
no coal in the bin. Costello asked for help 
and got two tons of soft coal. 

Costello says that Supt. France called 
on him after he left the hospital and 
offered him $40. The poor man accepted 
it gratefully. ° 

“But you must first sign this,” said 
France. 

* Read it, please,” Costello asked. 

It was a formal quit-claim in which Cos- 
tello exonerated the Standard from all blame 
and agreed never to ask for damages. 

Costell6 handed back the money. He 
called on Attorneys Wing, Chadbourne and 
Leach. The Standard’s attorneys asked 


for a time to consider terms of settlement. 
The matter never advanced beyond this 
stage, and suit was instituted in the State 
courts. It was removed to the United 
States Circuit Court by the defendant. 


CABBAGE AS EPICURES PREPARE IT 


Vegetable Is Nourishing and Can Be 
Ceoked in Dainty Ways te 
Please the Appetite. 


Cabbage is nourishing, and for this reason 
it is a pity that because of the unpleasant 
odor its cooking spreads through the house, 
it is often banished from the family table. 
A box of charcoal should be as much a mat- 
ter of course in the kitchen cupboard as one 
of salt, and a lump of the former of the size 
of an egg should be dropped in the cabbage 
pot. This and a large size pot kept full of 
water will do away with the odor. 

Creamed cabbage is very delicate and ap- 
petizing. To prepare it, soak a small head 
cut in half for an hour or two in cold water, 
Shake free from water, remove the hard 
part and chop the remainder fine. Boil un- 
til nearly cooked. 3 

Then drain and simmer tender fh milk or 
stock, drain again, pressing out the sur- 
plus moisture. with the back of a saucer, 
put in a hot dish, and cover with a sauce 
made as follows: Melt in @ saucepan a 
large tablespoonful of butter; when boiling 
but not browned stir in twe tablespoonfuls 
of dry sifted flour and a scant saltspoonful 
of white pepper, and if the butter is fresh 
salt to taste; when creamed add slowly a 
pint of boiling milk, half water will do; let 
all come to a boil and it is ready for use. 

This is really a French rout, which is the 
basis of the majority of sauces. Where 
capers and vinegar are used boiling water 
must take the place of milk.

The smooth creaminess’*that results from 
mixing flour and butter together will never 
be obtained if the flour is first mixed with 
milk or water.

Iustitution Is Devoted to Science, 
literature, asd Technology, and 
the New Edifices Are Complete in 
Laboratories, Workshops, and Lect- 
ure Rooms — Dedication Program 
Will Be Informal—Addresses in the 
Auditorium Followed by Reception. 


The hundredth anniversary of the de- 
livery of Washington’s farewell address 
will be celebrated on next Thursday by the 
dedication of Lewis Institute.

The Lewis Institute is in many respects 
unique. It will be devoted to science, liter- 
ature, and technology, and the buildings 
have been designed and fitted with all the 
latest improvements in the way of furni- 
ture, laboratories, workshops, and class and 
lecture-rooms. 


Finishing Touches. 


The buildings are now receiving their fin- 
ishing touches and the furniture is rapidly 
being placed in the various rooms.: The 
buildings, of which there are two, the 
main lecture and laboratcry hall and 
the workshop, extend 195 feet on Mad- 
ison street, from Robey nearly to Win- 
chester street, and 125 feet on Robey 
street. The detached building for shop 
work ts two stories above the base- 
ment and is connected with the second floor 
of the main builaing by a covered passage. 

The main buildfmig is six stories high. It 
is constructed of Roman pressed brick, terra 
cotta fireproofing, and sandstone, with steel 
frame work, and is a splendid example of 
modern architecture. 

Beginning with the sixth floor the visitor 
is surprised at every turn by the beauty, 
solidity, and convenience of the gonstruc- 
tion and appointments. Both buildings are 
fitted with large passenger elevators. It 
was first intended to use the sixth floor for 
a storage attic. Afterwards the roof was 
raised several feet higher and the attic is 


now one of the best drawing and designing 


rooms in the country. The rcom is 195 by 
76 feet, a part of the south end being cut off 
fcr a store room, and the dormer windows 
on the north side furnish ideal light. There 
are no walls to interfere with the freest use 
of this room. It will be partitioned off by 
movable screens as the class uses may de- 
mand. 
Kitchen and Lanch Room. 


North of the elevator on the fifth floor are 
arranged the cooking laboratory, kitchen, 
and lunch room, with seats for 150. On the 
Madison street side are recitation rooms on 
an average 20x30 feet in size, fitted with 
eelf-winding clocks, like every other room in 
the building, connected with a main clock in 
the business office, which will be regulated 
hourly by the Western Union Telegraph 
company. Each room has combination light 
fixtures and an automatic heat regulator, 
which will ifiguUre an equable temperature 
all over the building. 

On the same floor are eight or ten large 
rooms devoted to chemistry, a library, labor- 
atories for different classes, a preparation 
room, and the “ science lecture hall,”’ seat- 
ing 300,. having raised folding tablet seats, 
blackboards, and every convenience for the 
instructors. 

The east end of the fourth floor will be de- 
voted to languages and similar studies and 
the west end to physics. The work rooms 
are fitted with stone shelves six inches thick, 
attached directly to the walls to prevent vi- 
bration, and the tables for electrical exper!- 
mentation are, like those in the chemical 
laboratories, of solid oak, with two-inch ma- 
ple pieced top, unvarnished. 

The physical lecture room has seating ca- 
pacity for 150. It is similar to the science 
lecture room on the fifth floor. 

Boys’ Gymnasium. 

The third floor has recitation rooms and a 
boys’ gymnasium, 40x60 feet, in the south 
end. The girls’ gymnasium will be in the 
east end of the second floor. It is not yet 
completely furnished, as some of the in- 
struments are being made especially for 
this gymnasium, under-the direction of the 
physical director. Both the boys’ and the 
girls’ gymnasiums will be models of their 
kind. 

The main lobby, on the second floor, and 
the business office and that of the director 
are being fitted up with taste, and an effort 
will be made to make the lobby the most 
comfortable place in the building and a 
general rendezvous, Large easy chairs and 
an open fireplace, with a great oak mantel, 
give it the air of a club-room. 

The gallery of the auditorium is entered. 
from the southwest end of the second floor. 
The auditorium will comfortably seat 750 
persons, and it has a large, wide stage. 
Four stained glass windows on each side 
nearly reach the ceiling. Those to the west 
have likenesses of Washington, Webster, 
Lincoln, and Lowell. Those on the east side 
have portraits of Franklin, Fulton, Morse, 
and Agassiz. 


Has Ite Own Electrical Plant. 


The first floor of the shop building will be 
devoted to machine construction, the sec- 
ond to woodwork, and the basement to 
forging and shop work. The building has 
its own electrical plant, engines, and boilers. 
A large space under the main building will 
afford additional room for shop work in 
future. 

One of the best features of the buildings 


is the syatem of ventilation. All the air is

COMMISSIONER MIDGLEY TRIES TO 
END COAL RATE TROUBLE. 


He Submits a Proposition to the Mem- 
bers of the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation That Commencing Oct. 1 
Tarif Shall Be Made on the Basis of 
$2.50 a Net Ton—Suggestion Comes 
from the South—Three Distinct Rea- 
sons Given for the Movement. 


To satisfy the clamor of some of the West- 
ern roads for a reduction in the rates on bard 
coal from Chicago to the Missouri River 
Commissioner Midgley has just submitted 
to the members of the Western Freight As- 


sociation a proposition that, commencing 


Oct. 1 next, rates on hard coal to Kansas 


City, Atchison, Leavenworth, and St. Joseph 


be made on the basis of $2.50 a net ton of 
2,000 pounds from Chicago, with the recog~- 
nized differential from other shipping points. 

The suggestion, Mr. Midgley says, origin- 
ated in the Southwest, although the proposi- 
tion is submitted to all members. 

In explanation Mr. Midgley says several 
reasons are advanced in favor of a reduction. 
In the first place there has been more quiet 
in the matter of coal rates thus far for the 
present season than has been known for the 
last half dozen years. There is absolutely 
no complaint of a cut in rates by any com- 
pany in the association. The reason as- 
signed is that parties at Southwestern Mis- 
souri River points are being supplied with 
coal of a superior quality from Colorado, and 
also from the Indian Territory, and thai the 
increased consumption of the commodity 
from the West and the South is rapidly tend- 
ing to lessen the purchase and shipment of 


Eastern anthracite. 

The third reason is a reminder of the con- 
tention of certain roads last fall that the 
present rate would be too high compared 
with the charges on other low priced com- 
modities. That opinion is supplemented by 
the fear of rate cutting. 


BURLINGTON WILL PAY COMMISSIONS 


Portion of Profit from G. A. R. Trafiic 
Goes to Agents. 

Some of the Chicago-St. Paul roads are 
much disgruntled because the Burlington 
has decided to pay commissions to ticket 
agents on the G. A. R. business. 

The action of the Burlington will compel 
other roads to do the same, and this will 
consume quite a portion of their profits. 

General Passenger Agent Eustis of the 
Burlington says his company feels that the 
ticket agents are entitled to the commission. 
He could see no reason why other companies 
should be allowed to pay commissions to a 
lot of outsiders and leave ticket agents out 
in the cold. >

things that there are for the expert forward of today. 
Special Rules to Be Used in Practice. es 

The ingenious Captain or coach can also devise many methods which will 
insure him as much line-up practice as is good for the men by simply making 
certain rules, in force for thetime being. For instance, as mentioned above, 
piaying entirely on one side of the field without criss-crosses or any plays that 
involve running on both sides of the center. Then he can bar out kicking, or he 
can play a kicking game only on one side of the field, so that only one end has 


the opportunity of goingdown. He may also takean occasion when only double 


passes are used, and 
with his extra five 
men put them all up 
into the line instead 
of using half backs 
and backs. On the 
whole, no Captain 
should be greatly 
grievedoverthe fact

It is as necessary 
for the practice ofa 
team that has no 
second eleven that 
there should be an 
umpire as it is for 
regular university 
practice. Then, the 
performance of the 
men should be thor- 
oughly conscientious 
Each man should 
g0 through his part of the play whether there is an opponent against him or not, 
exactly as he would in a match. ‘There is nothing to drive him to do this save 
his own conscience, and that must be stimulated by the Captain and coach occa- 
sionally. 

To conclude briefly, the great difficulties which assail the Captain and coach 
when so short of men as to make a second eleven impossible, are those of lack 
of interest and lack of satisfactory tests. All the other difficulties can be over- 
come with a little ingenuity, but these two main ones must always be on the 
Captain’s mind, and he ngust work hard to stimulate interest and watch closely 
the practice games which will be to him the same tests that come ordinarily 
through the aid of the second eleven’s work.

WORK OF THE VARIOUS INDIVIDUAL POSITIONS OF THE TEAM. 


Experience and Physical Cheracteristics of the' Men Necessary to 
Be Taken Info Consaid eration—Choice of the Players. 

The position of end. rush'is one ca pableof thé highest. developmentofanyalong 
the line, for here a man can be at the same time a part of the rush line and also 
a part of the half back division. It requires cleverness in the highest degree, 
and experience is one of the mostnecessary qualifications, although it some- 
times happens that a man withanatural instinct for the game will make such 
progress as to really entitle him to the position at the end of a single season. 
This is the rare exception, however, and usually the ends are men who have 
served a long apprenticeship in preparatory schools as well as on the second 
eleven. The end needs the greatest attention of the coach. Personally a man 
for this position will probably be a lively, dashing played of wiry build, with 
no superfluous weight to carry, but muscular and quite capable of making 
every pound of that weight tell. For this reason he must not be worked to 
death, and yet he must be kept up to the best performance always. 

For the good of the rest of the team in making: their plays what they should 
be, the end must be put in condition early, and kept in good shape all the 
time. Hence, as noted in another chapter in this work, the coach must provide 
himself with a good supply of end material, and work the candidates alter- 
nately, so as to keep them all fast and active. 

Play of the End on the Defensive. 

On the defense, outside of his relation to the tackle, the end has to be prepared 
always for short kicks, and for quarter back or “on side’’ kicks. He should 
be ever reddy to warn his line if he sees from his position of greater vantage 
any unusual formations being made, or any unaccountable preliminary move 
on the part of the enemy. He must also bé ready to. come back and assist 
his full back when that player is handling a kick, and he must be quick to see 
and form an interference should his catcher have an opportunity for a:run. 
The really clever end may often be made the director of this play and may call 
out to the catcher the instructions as to running or heeling the ball, although 
this is preferably the work of the backs. The end is also the man to be ready 
for a bad pass by the opponents, that goes past the intending recipient toward 
the edge of the field. A fumbled pass is usually too far in toward the center for 
the end to venture, and the tackle should lunge after that kind of a pass, but 
high passes or passes too far in front of the runner will come the end’s way, 


and quickness to.seize upon such an opportunity may mean a teuchdown and 


perhaps a game. | 
As to the end’s duties in meeting interference, one might almost fill up an- 


other chapter with this one phase of his play, for it is all-important. But it is 
‘a life that must be lived ”’ to be appreciated. Calm, cold-blooded directions 
may help a man to learn to kick, or to run, or to block, but they seem almost 
tame when applied to that part of football known as breaking up interfer- 
ence. The best description one can give of an ideal end in this respect is that 
he appears to be standing before an advancing wave of men as a swimmer 
about to plunge throughthesurf. As that wave strikes him he seems to cleave 
it apart, and, without apparent effort, appears standing behind the wave in the 
same expectant, waiting attitude as when it struck him. | 
In Reaching for the Runner. 

There are ends, and there have been ends, who apparently accomplish this, 
and if one can get close enough to watch the eyes of such an end 
he gees them fastened upon the man _ with the ball, and whatever 
motion he may make with his arms or shoulders in breaking the interference 
he never takes his eyes off the runner, and hardly winks even as he is struck. 


the center we require more steadiness. 


All this seems too strong to be true, and of course even the best end cannot 
always thus make way throughand reach the runner. When the runner, for 
instance, is hugging his interferers tightly the end has to keep beating at the 
interferers with his hands and arms, pushing them, and backing away toward 
touch, leading the play out across the field, and slowing it up so that, 
while he, by keeping comparatively clear of the mass, forbids the outlet of the 
runner, some one, say the far tackle, coming from behind reaches the man with 
the ball; and no ground or but little results from the play. Again, the mass 
may be moving too rapidly for such tactics, and yet too close to the runner to 
make it safe for theendtocutin. Then it may be necessary for him to go down 
against it, and bring it over him, taking a Jast chance on his knees of seizing the 
runner as the pile passes over him. 

The layman, reading of such possibilities of end play, may be inclined to dis- 
believe in the willingness of a player to take such chances. It does look hard 
in cold type, but there are a dozen ends on every ‘varsity field ready to do far 
more dashing and plucky thingsthan merely meet a formed interference. 

The duties of an end on offense are equally arduous. With the rapid advance 
in the science of the ° 
game in the last few 
years he has become 
both a lineman and 
a running half back 
—in fact, a good end 
may be used on a 
pinch as a half back, 
either from his 
regular place at end 
or he can actually 
substitute if there 
be a shortage in 
halves. As a run- 
ner from his own 
position he receives 
better interference 
than does the half 
or full back. Then, 
on the other hand, 
when the far halfon 
his opposite end 
runs he makes a 
most important part 
of the early inter- 
ference by boxing 
the tackle or rush 
line: half. 


Finally, on kicks, 
he. swings out well 
in the line, clearing - 
his obstacle,. and, 
runninglowand fast, 
goes down madly upon the receiving back, ready for a fumble, or springing 
like a cat upon the man who attempts a run. On a quarter back kick he gets 
on side, and with perfect confidence dashes forward and clutches the ball on 
fiy or bound, and may evengetina run at the end. 

After all this work by the end there is still left a little something for his more 
moderate-moving comrade—the ‘“‘ tackle ’’—to do. He, the tackle, has the 
pounds and the strength, and must take good care of his end and his rush-line 
back. He will not let them poundthemselves to pieces against the heavy 
packed oncoming mass. He knows that they are both good men, and will not 
hesitate a moment when it becomes necessary to smash anything that comes, 
and for that reason he appreciates the unsoundness of any play by him that 
shall leave heavy mass-meeting for these lighter and more high-strung bundles 
of nerves that flank him and pick the runner with an almost unerring certain- 
ty. He, the tackle, therefore throws himself in on the instant of the snap 
back, and if he does not hitthe runner he strikes the interference hard and 
smashes.as mueh.of it back on the runner as he can; he stays with it as long 
ashe can, and when he goes down and it goes over him he grabs what seems to 
be the tail end of it, and which usually is the man with the ball. But if he gets 
nothing he knows from his feelings that he has opened up a hole init, and that 
one of his two tried friends is probably through that hole and anchored on the 
runner. : 
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Manner of Blocking by the Tackle. 

On the offense he blocks, and blocks hard: when the run is coming his way 
he blocks long. When it is going on the other side he comes away quickly and 
follows close. He may make runs himself. In that case he plans various meth- 
ods of getting away free and cleanly from his vis-a-vis; he hugs the ball tightly 
as he takes it from the quarter, and keeping his head down low to escape obser- 
vation he plunges into the line, never stopping as long as he can make his feet go. 

On kicks, if he be on the kicker’s side, he blocks close and hard, and when he 
hears that thump of the leather that tells the kick\is made he gets down the 
field. If he be on the other side of the line from the kicker he only biccks 
short and sharp and moves down. 

The guard is a peculiar typeofman. He is apt to carry with his added pounds 
an amount of laziness and good-natured carelessness that requires all the 
coaching possible to eradicate. He ought to be a powerful fellow in legs, body, 
and arms. The more quickness he has with these the better, but he must, to 
play the modern game, be heavy. His duties on defense lie in assisting the 
tackle and in protecting the opening between himself and the tackleas well as 
between himself and center. He.ought to plow through hard and low, but with 
enough swing toinsure stopping any man trying to come through outside him. 

When he meets the interference hshould never be lifted up by the push, but 
must settle down, and, if he finds it crowding him back, go quite down on, the 
ground before it and bring it to astandstill. He cannot in theclose quarters of 
the center always tackle low, but he should always bend back anything he gets 
hold of, and should be no gentle weight when he hangs himself upon the man 
with the ball. | 

Shoutd> Protect the Quarter Back. 

On the offense—that is, when his side has possession of the ball—it ‘fs his 
duty to see that the quarter back is thoroughly protected. 
duty, and until he has accomplished that, he should attempt nothing else. 
There is no more fatal blunder than that of allowing the quarter to be interfered 
with. But after that duty has been performed he has, in the running game, to 
make openings for plays on his own side of the line, and to get out into the in- 
terference in plays over onthefar side. Like the tackle, he may also be used to 
run with the ball, both from his positfon and by dropping back. 

Having thus covered the places by relationship we should complete the dis- 
cussion of the duties of the linesmen by a description of the work of the center. 
He, like the guard, is aman of weight. But while in the case of the guard we 
need or rather expect more general activity in breaking through, in the case of 
For it is indispensable to the suc#ess of 
any play that the ball be snapped back properly to the quarter, and that uniformi- 
ty of movement be preserved at this point of the play. 

A center must be strong on his legs, and must devote a great deal of practice 
to securing a good poise. The method of standing with both feet nearly on a 
line is preferable to placing one foot back farther than the other for a brace, 
although a center who can stand in the former way may occasionally rest him- 
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self or bother his opponents by a change. 

In defensive work—that is, when the opponents have the ball—he should en- 
deavor, while protecting the center openings, to throw his opposing snap-back 
over on his quarter at times, and he should also keep him nervous about the 
openings. He (the center) may go through himself, or he may help a guard 
through, or he may make an opening for his quarter to get through. Like all 
linemen, he should havea variety of methods for accomplishing his object, and 
should seldom do the thing twice in the same way. ra 


Task of Men Behind the Line. . 

Wehave already commented upon the relationship of the half backs and 
linesmen, as well as the quarter and the center trio, and finally the general re- 
lations of all these men to one another, upon the occasion of a kick by the op- 
ponents. Taking up the men individually, then, beginning with the quarter 
back: ., 

We find in him the practical captain of the team, so far as the direction of 
rapid play is concerned. It is possible for the captain to give signals from some 
other position, and thus direct the team instead of permitting the quarter to 

, do it, but thus far such a method has not 
proved so generally successful as has the 
plan of allowing the quarter to give the sig- 
-nals upon his own responsibility, the Cap- 
tain countermanding any play of which he 
disapproves. There is little doubt that with 
a fairly good quarter back this works more 
satisfactorily than any other plan. We 
need therefore in this position, not merely 
a clever player of the game, but a general 
as well. : 

Select, then, for your quarter back ma- 
terial as much brains as can be found in any 
of your candidates. Then reselect again, 
taking the coolest of the lot, and finally 
pick out from these the men whom you class 
as the most capable in judgment and the 
most reliable in emergencies, the chosen 
few who would never give up,*no matter 
what the odds, and you have the men upon 
whom you can afford to expend your ener- 
gies in teaching the art of quarter back 
play. | 

As a rule quartergare not bigmen. There 
are several reasons for this: First,‘ the 
cunning and strategy that the position de- 
mands seems inconsistent with large frames. 
Then, too, the amount of bending over and 
quick movement necessary in a quarter is 
cruelly hard on a big man, and he usually 
gets slow after a half-hour of it. Nor can 
the‘ big man as a rule succeed in getting off 
quickly enough to lead the interference. 

A quarter must keep up a cheery disposition, should be absolutely above dis- 
couragement (save in his own playing), should always haye confidence in his 
men, and should stimulate them by his presence to do their best. He should 
never forget that every time his team lines up his backs look at him, and they 
should always see him alert, ready, and confident. 

| - Proper Handling of the Ball Essential. 

In handling 'the ball he should learn to pass from either side, and to either 
side; heshould learn to getoffatthe same time; he should practice holding the 
ball for the runner to.take from him on short line bucking, and should swing 
himself in behind the runner on plays of this nature with all the pounds of 
push he can afd. It is his duty to “ jolly up” the guards to their work, to keep 
the center steady, and on the defense, to be ever ready for an opening, while 
never making the blunder of being drawn into a preconcerted trap-opening by 
the opponents, He must not only do more than any other man on the team, but 


‘ 


he must think more. 

The duties of the three tacks onthe offense—that is, when their side has pos- 
session of the ball—are comparatively the same, even though two of them are 
called halvesiand the third the full back. One of the three runs and the other 
two assist. For-the variety of the play: the reader is referred to the coming 
chapter, giving diagrams! But there is something to be said regarding these 
players, aside from giving each his exact position for any running play. There 
are no men gn the field who need so much confidence in each other, so much 
thorough reliance, one upon the other, as these three. 

They should be essentially in touch with each other. When our full back 
takes the ball and goes up withit, there should be two men with him who will 
fight like demons to help him gain an inch, who will strike the line with him 
as though it were buta yielding hedge, and who will drag him along somehow 
for his distance. And when the half goes up he knows that the other half and 
the full back will do the same for him. On this account backs should never be 
overlooked. They need the fire and dash, and their game depends upob it. Don't 
take it out ofithem by sending them too much. They are of finer material than 
the linemen, and must be kept fit by less work and more encouragement. 


Physical Make-Up of Men Behind the Line. 


Backs should be, in physical bufld, not necessarily large, but well put to- 
gether, and should be men who possess that art of control over all their muscles 
which is.commonly termed “ having the knack of doing things.”” They should 
never be clumsy fellows, because such men inevitably lay up either themselves 
or their comrades. Many prefer short, thickset runners, but the success of 
taller and more slender men in line-bucking has demonstrated the fact that itis 
legs rather, than body that helpsa man through a line.

Some of Its Functions in Chicago Busi- 
mess airs of Which the Average 
Citizen ows but Little—Amounts 
of Coim and Currency on Hand~ 
Silver Is in Demand Now—Treat- 
ment of Wornout and Counterfeit 
Money. | 


ITHIN a few weeks al! Chicago has. 
been interested in a deposit of 
$2,500,000 in gold, placed by Chi- 
cago bankers within the vaults of 

the United States Subtreasury in this city. 
Stating even theadditional fact that thereare 
$16,000,000 of dollars of all kinds of money 
in those vaults, it is still doubtful if the 
average citizen appreciates the part which 
this institution plays in the commerce of 
Chicago and the surrounding country. Aside 
from its being a storehouse for government 
funds, it is doubtful if a very considerable 
-percentage of Chicago's voting population 


_ could name its principal function. 


On the second floor of the Rand-MeNally 
Building on the Quincy street side are the 
temporary quarters of the Chicago Sub- 
treasury. Delos P. Phelps is the treasurer 
of the institution, and Jacob C. Pratt, as 
cashier, presides over the working force of 
‘twenty-five men. Behind the steel- barred 
and glass-protected counters $1,000,000 
changes hands every day, incident to the 
business that is done with forty banks in 
Chicago. For in the first place the Sub- 
treasury is a great money-changing estab- 
lishment, doing the business of the govern- 
ment with certain of its creditors. 

In the business of the government the 
cashing of pension checks from the Chicago 
and Detroit agencies necessitates the hand- 
ling of the greatest amountof money. Four 
times a year the Chicago pension agency 
checks to the number of 125,000 are cashed 
here, while the Detroit officé sends in 80,000 
more. The Chicago checks average $2,800, - 
000 in value, while the Detroit issue foots 
about $1,500,000 quarterly. Payment of 
these checks is arranged so that the Chicago 
issue is mailed in January, April, July, and 
October, -while the Detroit issue comes in 
in December, March, June, and September. 

In addition to the pension rolls, money for 
the payment of United States army officers 
and men, Postmasters, internal revenue 
agents, assayers, and a host of government 
employés comes from this institution. About 

,000 a month is paid out for coupons 
clipped from government bonds, and $70,000 
ee: 4s paid out in interest on registered 


% Silver in Demand Now. 


‘Oddly enough, in this time of opposition to 
the coinage of silver there is a steady de- 
mand for silver at the Subtreasury. From 
$50,000 to $60,000 in silver is going out every 
day and it will continue to flow out in this 
steady stream until Jan. 1. Then ther@isa 
sharp break in the demand and from that 
time until June 1 silver will come creeping 
in at the rate of about $15,000 a day. This 
silver goes to the States of Illinois, Indjana, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Wyoming, Min- 
nesota, and parts of Idaho and Montana. 
This coin is to assist in the marketing of 
crops and the demands come from the coun- 
try banks. These banks call upon their Chi- 
cago correspondents for the silver. These 
city banks pay in currency to the Subtrefs- 
ury to the amount of the country order and, 
the Subtreasury ships the sacked coin by 
express, charges paid, to the country banks. 
-This coin returns to the Subtreasury for 


‘the reason that the country banks get too 


much of it and ship it to the city banks, 
which in turn present it at the Subtreasury 
windows, taking currency for it.

) is in paper. Of this wealth $100,000 is | 
- in nickels, while in wort and uncurrent coin 


All 
of these worn coins ere returned to the mint 
in convenient consignments, where they are 
made new. 


How Worn Money Is Redeemed. 


The government is very fairly disposed in 
the matter of coins that are legitimately 
worn light. A silver coin; so long as it has 
a single mark to identify it as of United 
States parentage, is never too worn for 
Uncle Sam to refuse to give a brand new one 
of like denomination for it. So it-is with 
nickels and coppers, always providing that 
the coins have not been wilfully mutilated. 
A mutilated coin will not be received at any 
price. — 

But it is in the handling of gold as a medi- 
um of exchange that the United States Gov- 


ernment assumes no responsibility of wear 


and tear beyond the very. shadow of abra- 
sion. A $20 gold piece weighs 516 grains. 
When it has lost just 2.58 grains the govern- 
ment will receive it at its counters without 
protest; if it has lost a hair’s weight more. 
the holder of it will be subject to dockage, 
‘In this connection it is an interesting fact 
that the $20 coins last longer than do the $10 
and the $5 pieces. The average life of the 
$20 piece is about fifty years—that is, when it 
has been in circulation half a century it has 
lost 2.58 grains by abrasion. The $10 plece 
lasts about thirty-five years, while the $5 
piece is usually “‘ light” after twenty reard 
of circulation. These figures indicate that 
the larger coins, probably because of their 
beauty, are more generally hoarded than are 
ey $5 omgyed ‘

To the casual visitor to the Subtreasury 
the first thing which strikes him isthe great 
steel-barred front of the room in which so 
many millions are stored. There is an inter- 
esting little history to this: 

In the old Federal Building which is now 
being leveled to the ground the only protec- 
tion to the counters was a common wood 
and glass railing with brass railed windows. 
When Mr. Phelps became Assistant Treas- 
urer he asked for further protection in the 
Shape of gratings, reaching from floor to 
ceiling. Time after time the request was 
made, only to be waived aside on one pre- 
text or another. 

Finally the great railroad strike came on, 
and the story got abroad that the United 
States Subtreasury was menaced by the 
mobs. United States troops were hurried 
into Chicago, and encamped around the 
building, mounting cannon in the corridors 
of the old ruin. Then almost immediately 
the steel gratings were ordered in place, 
since which time the Subtreasury has been 
virtually impregnable. 

Altogether there is nothing inviting to the 
crook in these millions of Uncle Sam’s. In 
office hours there is a .revolver in easy 
reach of every teller, and right at his hand 
fs a burglar alarm signal which would fill 
the entrance to the building with bluecoats 
inside of three minutes. At night the 
ponderous door of the vault ts held in place 
by a timelock, and watchmen pace up and 
down the corridors. 

But better than all of these, perhaps, is 
the fact that the treasures of the place be- 
long to the United States Government, and 
that its relentless courts of justice stand 
ready tg hound a possible despoiler to the 
extreme Hmit of punishment for such of- 
fenses.

@actory on the West Side. They had been 
geen by neighbors, who had notified the 
Tesptaines Street Police Station. Smith 
hurried to the factory and found it sur- 
rounded by a detail of police. It was dis- 
covered, however, that the burglars had 
taken the alarm and had escaped by way of 
a cellar door in the rear, which they had 
pried off the hinges. After ascertaining that 
nothing had been carried away Smith start- 
ed to return to his delayed breakfast. 


Enters Bicycle Races. 


He had not yet seen the morning paper, 
and on the corner he purchased one to read 
on the way home. He turned at once to the 
sporting page in search of the entries for 
the Coliseum bicycle races, among which 
his-name should have appeared. The entries 
had not been given out, and as he did not 
wish to be left out of the races he decided to 
make certain that his name had been re- 
ceived. It took him some time to find the 
authorities and learn that the entries would 
appear on Monday.

Smith Not Incapacitated.

His life before that may coneeal 
some dark secret, but it was not noticed 
by the papers. On his arrival at the station 
he found the place thrown into a ferment.

Paris Awaiting the Czar. 

Extraordinary preparations are being 
made in Paris in consequence of the coming 
visit of the Czar, which will mean much to 
the country politically, commercially, and 
socially. The whole city will be given up toa 
prersnens féte and nothing that can add to 

is pleasure or comfort will be left undone. 
In order that his dreams may be peaceful, 
undisturbed by the noise of passing traffic, 
the asphalt pavement in front of the Russian 
embassy, where he is to stay, will be torn up 
and wood substituted. The station at which 
he is to arrive will be entirely rebuilt and the 
train in which he is to travel will be espe- 
cially prepared for the occasion. 

The imperial train will consist of eight 
coaches now in the railroad companies’ 
workshop, where they ere receiving a uni- 
form coat of green paint.

After all the French are the only people 
who understand how to make an exposition 
pay, and I am lost in admiration at their 
simple methods for obtaining funds—meth- 
ods opposed, perhaps, to the dictates cf 
American consciences—but, nevertheless, 
clever methods for obtaining all the neces- 
sary funds and pleasing the people at the 
same time. \ 

The majority of the world loves what they 
term over here ‘le jeu,’’ and there are few 
‘people who have not at least a few drops 
of gambling blood in-their veins. Knowing 
this, the French Government does not fail 
to afford the opportunity for a little of “le 
jeu ’’ to enrich the coffers of the exposition 
treasury, and has issued thousands and tens 
of thousands of 20-franc bonds which en- 
title the purchaser to a chance for a 500,- 
000-franc prize and a number of other smaller 
prizes, which will be distributed to the hold- 
ers of the winning numbers during the com- 


ing lottery drawings, six of which will be. 


held each year until 1900. These lottery 
tickets, for that is all they really are, also 
entitle the holder to twenty admissions to 


the exposition, to a 25 per cent reduction ° 


in railroad and steamship fares, should the 
owner reside in the provinces, and to a °5 
per cent reduction on the price of entrance 
fee to the smaller shows inside the exposi- 
tion grounds. Consequently the investors 
feel they lose nothing by buying the bonds, 
for, failing to draw a prize, they’ have at 
any rate their admissions and their 25 per 
cent reductions and are perfectly satisfied 
with their investment. The entrances and 
reductions cost the government nothing 
and the scheme yields an enormous profit 
to the State, 
the amount received from subscribers and 
the amount distributed in prizes, as may 
be imagined, is by no means small, ; 
What strikes one in the matter is that the 
whole transaction is open and above board.

There is no agitation among postmasters : 


as to the question of whether the scheme is 
a lottery or not, and consequent doubt as 
to the propriety of delivering mall concern- 
ing it. The affair is regarded as a plain 
business transaction. You can go into any 
bank, fay your 20 francs, get your bond, 
and walk out with perfect assurance that in 
France at any rate you are doing the proper 
thing. You can also buy the bonds at a 
discount from the money-changeérs or on the 
Bourse. There are plenty to be had for the 
asking, and there is no necessity to beat 
around the bush to get them. 

Of course all the laboring classes are 
heavy investors. It is a small risk for a 
big gain. 

The number of young people who commit 
suicide in France is something appalling. 
Suicide has alvays been a popular pastime 
In this country and now even/the children 
have taken it up. There have been half a 
dozen suicides recently committed by boys 
and girls still in their teens, and the causes

“A Milk White Flag” is a 
satire so broad as to be a burlesque of life as 
it is lived today in the circle of society known 
to Mr. Charles H. Hoyt—a plane of exist- 
ence where it is humorous to jest with 
death, to laugh at the tenderest affections, 
and to make sport of, the most sacred of 


relationships; where there is nothing honest, | 


or pure, or noble, that is not material for 
quip and gibe. If the auditor have outlived 
his moral sense, if he have been born with- 
out reverence, if his emotions have been 
dried up; if, ina word, he be one of those per- 
sons whose philosophy is expressed by the 
profound thought which has universal cur- 
rency in tap-rooms and all-night restau- 
rants and soubrette boarding-houses, and is 
there believed to be the sum of wisdom: 
* Enjoy life whiie you can; you'll be ge long

Nobody that has any artistic sense at all 
would be blind enough to exercise so vast an 
amount of agreeable ingenuity and to take 
so infinite a number of pains to awaken sym- 
pathy for two young lovers only to disappoint 
and to disgust it at the last.

Nothing but praise may fairly be spoken of 
the acting of James K. Hackett in the prin- 
cipal part of thisplay.

Mr. George Parsons Lathrop makes an in- 
teresting and, it may be, a valuable sugges- 
tion in the current number of the North 
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put pon the stage with any degree of fidel- 


ity. A short synopsis of the story is as fol- 


lows: John Crane, a man with money and 


ambitious for political honors, but not over- . 


scrupulous in his methods or as to the means 
of attaining his ends, intrusts his political 
fortunes, as well as his cash, to Simon 
Krantzer, the district boss, whose rule has 
been absolute in political matters in his dis- 
trict for many years. Krantzer agrees to 


secure Crane’s election to Congress for a. 


stipulated sum. The better element indorses 
Frank Mansfield for the same office. A hot 
political campaign is waged in which Mans- 
field is the winner and the career of Krantzéer 
as a political boss comes to an end with the 
defeat of his man Crane for Congress. A 
hypnotist, Mme. Zenda, plays an important 
part in the struggle, while Mile. Ruby, an 
English music hall singer; little Jimp, a street 
waif; and young Tony Jack Crane figure ex- 
tensively in the story. Although the polit- 
ical struggle of Crane and Mansfield forms 
the material basis of the drama, yet running 
through the piece is a very pretty love story, 
which centers around young Mansfield and 
his sweetheart, who is a ward of his political 
foe Crane. THe play abounds in bright, 
crisp dialogue, plenty of good comedy, strong 
dramatic situations, and exciting climaxes. 
The scenery is from the studio of 
John H. Young of the Broadway 
Theater, New York, and complete sets 
for every act, all elaborate in design and con- 
struction, are carried. Manager Jacob Litt 
has mounted the play in his usual lavish 
style and the company includes a number of 
well-known players. One scene of the play 
shows Madison Square, New York, and the 
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American Review. He asks if there is any 
reason why the vitascope, or the kineto- 
scope—as its inventor, Mr. Edison, prefers 
to call it—cannot be utilized to replace the 
ordinary stage scenery now in use, and then 
goes on to show theoretically that there is 
not. 

‘“* Where, for instance,”’ Mr. Lathrop says, 
“it is desired to show a waterfall in the 
background, or a seashore with waves roll- 
ing in on the beach, or a storm at sea, there 
can be no question that the vitascope would 
represent these things, taken absolutely 
from life, with a thousandfold more effective- 
ness and pleasure to the audience than any- 
thing in the line of most skillful stage de- 
vice with which we are now acquainted. 
Marine views, with sailing vessels, steam 
yachts, and boats in motion—the dimpling 
and rippling of the water—and people em- 
barking and disembarking, could be ren- 
dered with delicious and genuine vividness. 
Flags fluttering in the wind, canvas awn- 
ings shaking over house windows, passing 
clouds, mist, and sunshine in the sky and 
puffs of dust in the air could all be conveyed 
to us without a flaw. A crowd in the back 
ground of a street, a busy scene in the mar- 
kets; the coming and going of vehicles—all 
these could be shown to perfection. It is 
easy to see, further, that the spectacular 
effect of distant multitudes, of armies ad- 
vancing, battling, and retreating, could be 
placed before us as nothing else can place 
them now. Sir Henry Irving achieves a 
great stage point with his masqueraders 
trooping through the scene in his production 
of ‘The Merchant of Venice.’- Imagine 
how much more brilliant and veracious the 
effect might be with vitascope. figures as 
auxiliaries! Then, too, in any outdoor scene 
—in ‘As You Like It,’ for example, or 
‘King Lear,’ or ‘ Macbg¢th '—would it not 
be a great enhancement to have the tree 
boughs waving and sunlight and jshadow 
flickering precisely as in nature? In the 


matter of panoramic scenery, furthermore, 


where it is desired to give the impression 
that the actors are passing through a long 
stretch of landscape, either on foot or in 
boats, the vitascope offers facilities which 
the next generation will probably enjoy to 
the full.” ! 

There are certain practical difficulties rec- 
ognized by Mr. Lathrop, but he shows that 
they should all be easily overcome. 


bis ie ‘all very fascinating to dream about, ’ 


and if anybody likes to hope that it will in 
his time be transmuted from dreamstuff 
into fact he is at liberty to do so. But for 
our part, we should rather hear that some 
theatrical manager had returned to the 
practice of rude Shakspeare’s’ time 
and ‘was substituting for the elab- 
orate scenery of our day placards 
to the effect that “ This is a wood,” 
than to hear that the vitascope had been em- 
ployed in the manner suggested by Mr. 
Lathrop. The tendency toward so-called 
realism on the stage, beautiful as the re- 
sults of it not infrequently are, seems to us 
to be a serious error. Art is not truth, but 
a subjective refraction of truth, and the art 
of the stage, like the art of the easel andthe 
art of the desk, should attempt not to imi- 
tate but to interpret nature. Those who 
think with Sir Henry Irving and Augustin 
Daly that the really important part of “ As 
You Like It,”’ to use one of Mr. Lathrop’s 
examples, is the forest and not what goes 
on in the hearts and minds of the persons in 
the forest, are apparently in the majority 
just now; but they have not been able to 
convince us that they are right. It seems 
to us that the present practice of laying par- 
ticular stress upon the accessories and con- 
sequently of necessity laying diminished 
stress upon the essentials is not merely in- 
artistic, but is a downright injury to art, 
for it invariably distracts the attention and 
prevents instead of producing the very thing. 
it was designed to produce—namely: an 
illusion of reality. The scenery of a play 
should assist, not euppiant, the imagination. 
+.

TYPESETTING FROM LONG DISTANCE. 


“ Electric Typography ” Said to Prom- 
ise to Displace the Telephone, Tele- 
graph, and Postal Systems. 


The Spirit of the Times moves on, as Is its 
custom, and about its feet spring up new 
things. The latest of the new things is 
called “long distance electric typography.” 
The system is a combination of the type- 


| writer, the telegraph, and the mechanical 


type-setter. By its use, so the inventors 
Claim, a man in Chicago can seat himself at 
_@ desk and set type and write letters in New 
' York an@ in as many other places as happen 
to be provided with connections. 

The system consists of five instruments, 


,and can be operated by any one who has 


learned the use of the typewriter, according 
to the claims of its promoters. The first in- 
Strument of the set is like the typewriter 
in appearance and operation. By striking 


- the keys of the typewriter-like instrument 


the operator not only prints the characters 
represented by the various keys, but at the 
Same time, after.a line is completed, sets in 
motion a perforating mechanism with the 
Same instrument, which produces on a 
Strip of paper a ‘perforation for every key 
depressed and every character printed, 
When the message is completed the operator 
has produced two copies, one in typewritten 
form, the other in the shape of a perforated 
Strip of paper, containing as many perfora- 
tions as there are characters printed. The 
.typewritten copy he may place on file for 
further reference, while the perforated strip 
is inserted in a small electrical instrument 
which is called ‘‘ the transmitter,”’ and is in 
electrical contact with a telegraph wire 
connecting, say, Chicago and New York. 

At the New York end of the wire there is 
an instrument called “‘the receiver,” or 

* reproducer.’’ As the perforated strip passes 
through the “transmitter” electrical im- 
pulses shoot over the wire, reproducing in 
New York the same ty pewritten characters 
and perforated slip that were originally 
produced. 

In New York the operator takes the type- 
written copy and places it on file for further 
reference, The perforated slip he inserts in 
an auxiliary instrument attached toa type- 
setting machine, thereby operating the same 
and setting up the message in type. Between 
the. transmitting and receiving points any 
number of similar instruments may be con- 
nected with the same wire, at various cities 
and towns, and all will do the same work 
at the same time. 

The correction of mistakes in the first 
writing, which would seem a difficult mat- 
ter, has been provided for. When writing 
the matter on the first instrument the oper- 
ator does not print a character at every 
stroke, but: instead sets up, a letter at a 


time, a full line of alphabetical characters. 
On reaching the end of the line he looks it 


over, corrects mistakes, and then prints, 
perforates, and distributes the line by two 
strokes. All work after that being done 
mechanically,’ further error is impossible. 
Electric typography, so the inventors 
prophesy, isthesystemofthefuture. It will 


do away with the telegraph operator and the 


type-setter. It will displace the telephone, 
both long and short distance, and the postal 
It will preserve matter of special 
value in a form which will admit of its ready 
But prin- 
cipally, it will enable a single news writer 
to do the work of a large number under the 
present methods. He can write out an ar- 
ticle on the typewriter-like instrument, have 
it automatically set in type for his own 
paper, and at the same time for any number 
of other papers at any distance from him.

They covered freely, and the top price for 
December wheat, 6U0\44c, was the result. The 
people who effected a reaction following the 
pronounced advance of Friday were disap- 


pointed. There was an advance of a full 


cent from the previous close, and of this 
one-half was maintained at the close. Not 
only were shorts buyers, but the local crowd 
has become quite bullish. The factors which 
were in control on Friday were in full force 
yesterday. One Minneapolis concern told 
of a sale of 65,000 bris of flour. St. Louis 
was strong and Duluth reported continuation 
of a good export demand for wheat. Clear- 
ances from the United States last week were 
more than double those of thecorresponding 
week last year. There were no Argentine 
shipments, as against 168,000 bu the game 
week in 1895.

They are cheap homes. The majority of 
them cost little if anything over $1,500, and 
often not so much. The lot on which the 
house is built costs not more than $300 or 
$600. Sometimes! house and lot together 
cost less than a thousand and ahalf. The 
house is commonly frame, on a wooden 
foundation, with one story and a low attic. 
There are four, or, at the outside five, liv- 
ing rooms. But between it and the rooms in 
a tenement house there is a difference wide 
as is possible. It\is a home, which the tene- 
ment is not. There is fresh air and sun- 
light. There is a place for the children to 
play and for the) father to sit with his pipe 
at the end of the day’s work. 

The Northwest’ Side, the West Side, the 
South Side, South Chicago—in fact, all 
parts of the city outside the business por- 
tion and the finer residence districts—con- 
tain hundreds of these cottages and chéap 
dwellings. They are the homes of men on 
Small salaries. They are not real estate 
speculations, but are owned and paid for 
by the people who live in them. They are 
the property of clerks, bookkeepers, cash- 
iers, and wage-earners. By far the greater 
part of them are owned by those not receiv- 
ing a salary, but a regular daily wage, a 
class embracing. engineers, factory hands, 
railroad employés, and laborers. 

“ Be careful ‘wid the work, now,” says

Earned It Himself, 


He earned that home, paying for it a little 
It has taken 
him probably a goodly number of years, for 
he had no financial start. And he is rightly 
proud of it and likes to talk of it. In almost

They are of 
necessity in the districts where property is 
or has recently been cheap. The priceofthe 
lot when the first payment was made was 
much lower than it is now, if the house is 
one of those in the more thickly settled 
parts; and it will be much higher later, if the 
lot is among those lately opened up; but 
this, though it may enter into consideration, 
was notthe prime motive in buying the place. 
The idea of a home of his own is what in- 
fluences the average workingman to: put his 
savings into real estate. 

More than one man has built his house 
himself on a lot paid for wholly or in part. 
Perhaps he called in the help of a friend or 
hired skilled labor for the parts which he 
was unable to complete alone. 
this case is little more than that of material. 
Often the first house put up is something of 
a makeshift. It is of the dry goods box pat- 
tern, square and rough, and later, when more 
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money is obtainable or needs require, it is | 


added to, a kitchen put on behind, and, it may 
be, another room in front. Or in the first 
place it may be of one story, a flat and squat- 
ty structure, later to be lifted and another 
story put beneath, with high steps rising to 
the old door on the second floor. Still 
oftener it is built from the plans in one of the 
many books of ‘“ model houses,” designs 
which are made to fit almost any pocketbook 
and which do away wholly or in part with’ 
the services of an architect. Thereal estate 
firms and the building societies furnish these 
designs, with figures on the cost of the 
edifice. 

Anywhere in the newer parts of the city 
where property is or has been cheap the 
house of the workingman is to be found. 
Quite close to the select residence dis- 
tricts on the South Side and farther out, are 
the homes of those working in the shops of 
the Illinois Central road and the parks. Far- 
ther still are the homes of the workmen in 
the shipyards at South Chicago. On the 
West Side the homes are still more plentiful. 
North and Northwest, at Gross Park, Cuyler, 


and beyond are the homes of men working in . 


the factories and shops north of the river 
and in the business district. Every train that 
comes into the city in the morning or leaves 
at night bears a load of engineers and 
mechanics employed down-town who own 
homes in what were until recently the 
suburbs. 


Free from Common Conditions. 


“A man can live comfortably in New 
York,’’ said Robert Grant, “‘ on a salary of— 
say $10,000 a year.”’ 
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It is a statement which has been comment- 
ed on more than alittle. Mr. Grant’s idea of 
comfort has been called to question on the 
ground that comparatively few New-York- 
ers can be said to live comfortably according 
to his statement. But the remark gives 
something to go on and pointsa moral. New 
York has a ‘‘Shantytown” and a “ Mul- 
berry Bend.”’ It has also a district where 
not one person in a hundred has access to a 
bath-tub. The lower end of Manhattan Isl- 
and has the densest population in the world. 
And comfort on a small salary or on a daily 
wage is a thing not readily attainable. New 
York is a type of nearly all great cities, 
though its condition is worse than the com- 
mon. 

In most great cities the workingman, good, 
bad, and indifferent, is restricted to the 
slums. His father lived in a tenement house 
before him, and there is no other place of 
residence in sight for his son. His children 
play in a paved square bounded by brick 
walls, or in dirty halls with the children of a 
hundred other families. Grass or clear sky 
there is none. The city parks are too far 
away and the time for amusement too short 
for any chance of his taking advantage of 
them. He lives ®h a sink of uncleanness and 
a hotbed of disease. There is no hope of re- 
lief or even of slight change for him. 

From such abuses Chicago is almost free. 
The levee and the slums are the homes of the 
depraved rather than the unfortunate. The 
workingman has moved away from them, 
has gone into the outskirts of the city, 
where there was a place for him. Asa re- 
sult, to the intense merriment of all other 
cities, Chicago has spread over a great 


amount of territory. It has reached out and 
annexed districts containing but a few scat- 
tered cottages\in the midst of a vast waste 
of unoccupied ground. The land acquired 


‘seemed useless ‘and unnecessary, but it was 


needed because the workingman was solving 
the problem of his existence for himself, and 
land plenty and cheap was required for the 
solution. \ 

How Homes Are Obtained. 

There are two common, methods by which 
the wage-earner in Chfeago obtains his 
home: One is the installment plan of pay- 
ment, the other the building and loan as- 
sociation. Both are by means of small 
weekly or monthly payments, ‘such as can 
be spared from a moderate wage or salary 
without serious inconvenience. [In either 
method there must of necessity be a greater 
expenditure than would be required. if the 
property were bought for cash, but such an 
investment has come to be looked upon as 
the surest sort of savings bank, and com- 
monly the one making the greatest return, 
As a general thing, however, whether the 
investment be made by becoming a member 
of a loan association or by buying on time 
from @ real estate firm the aim is not so 
much the chance of a paying speculation as 
the obtaining of a home of his own by the 
workingman. 

The existence of real estate speculation 
has opened the eyes of the worker, so it is 
claimed, to the chance of getting a house of 
his own as they have never been opened in 
any other part of the world. The price ofa 
lot to a man earning a small salary seems 
an immense sum. But when he sees others 
earning no more than himself buying lots 


oh speculation or putting their money into 
real estate as into a savings bank, the 
prospect of owning property himself at the 
end of three or four years of saving, perhaps 
with slight self-denial, seems much further 
within the realms of possibility. 

Perhaps he is earning $12 or $15 a week, or 


buying a home of his own, he has’ saved 
anywhere from $25 to $100. It is plenty for 
a start. With it he can make the first pay- 
ment on his shares in a building association 
or pay the 10 per cent down commonly de- 
manded by the real estate. firms. After 
that the payments come regularly, but they 
are slight in amount, and in his mind he 
makes sufficient reduction from his wages 
to pay them and is prepared. It means a 
little less latitude in expenditure, a little 
more narrowness in living, and that is all. 
On the other side of the question it means a 
great deal. : 

People of all ages and conditions take ad- 
vantage of both plans, though commonly the 
mechanic and t laborer are in the ma- 
jority. Women, too, enter into it, and more 
than one woman has bought a home in spite 
of a drunken husband and a numerous off- 
spring. Once the lot is paid for, a loan se- 
cured whoily or in part by a mortgage on 
the property furnishes the means to build 
the house. 


Chicago Particularly Favorable, 
The workingman of Chicago has been un- 


usually favored. Not only was there plenty | 


of land for the city to spread over, but there 
were no traditions or regulations of custom 
to limit him to certain quarters. Asa conse- 
quence the workingman’s home is one.of the 
most noticeable features of the city. There 
are, so the statisticians say, 100 homes built 
in Chicago by clerks and laboring men for 
every three erected by other classes. Few, 
if any, other cities can show a like record. 
In the number of homes owned by men 
earning $1,000 or less annually Philadel- 
phia claims ‘to lead, but Philadelphia is but 
little ahead and each year sees the lead 
diminished. Within a short—a very short 
—time, it is said, Chicago will lead the 
world in the percentage of wage-earners 
living on their own property. 

If there were no proof of this fact by other 
means there is at least one way in which it 
may be easily demonstrated. One would 


hardly think it likely that increase of wealth 
cauld be indicated by the increase of mort- 


gance. but in the matter of workingmen’s 
omes ahd within certain limits it is sthictly 
so. The statistics on mortgages ish 
perhaps the most reliable means of es at- 
ing Chicago's standing in the table of homes 
for wage-earners, 
Mortgages are put upon property for two 
reasons; first, as a means of warding off 
disaster, to raise money to keep one’s con- 
dition from growing worse; second, as a 
means of acquiring property, as in the case 
of the man who mortgages his lot to raise 


money to put up a house that is to improv® 
his condition. Over 80 per cent of all the 
mortgages in the United States are for the 
latter purpose, and a comparison of the 
number and kind of mortgages in any dis- 
trict must give information as to its state. 


{ In the value of mortgages on city lots New 
even less. Out of it, with the purpose of’ 


York leads the country. Chicago is a close 
second. But the average amount of a mort- 
gage in New York is over $11,000, while that 
in Chicago is under $2,000. The mo a) 
in New York is a rich man’s deal; that in 
Chicago a poor one’s. And the difference 
is not because of a great discrepancy in 
the value of lots in the two cities, but be- 

cause of the sort of lots mortgaged. 3 


Mortgages Seldom Foreclosed. 


In the number of mortgages Chicago 
stands at the head, a long way before either 
New York or Philadelphia. New York has 
but little over one-third as many, and Phil- 
adelphia not much more than one-half. The 
reason is plain. The mortgage is commonly 
of use in Chi when the man of moderate 
salary has paid for his lot and is anxious to 
build upon it. The small size of the loans 
and their great number show them to be 
the wage-earner’s common resource. The 
frequency of foreclosure must of necessity 
show the success or failure of his plane. As 
a matter of fact the foreclosures in Chicago 
form a smaller percentage of all mortgages 
than in any other part of the country, be- 
ing but six-tenths of 1 per cent.. 

“ Chicago,’”” some one has said, “ has no 
poor; it is full of men temporarily em- 
barrassed.”’ 

The meaning thus’ epigrammatically 

cloaked was that.Chicago held no such class 
of poor as is to be found in the great cities 
of Europe and the East, a class held down 
by custom and surroundings so that it and its 
individual members cannot rise. And of this 
there is no better proof than the large num- 
ber and the character of the homes owned 
by men who in other cities would be com- 
monly found in the tenement district. The 
mechanics, the laborers, the drivers of ex- 
press wagons and street cars in most cities 
are not property-owners; they have little or © 
no, hope of becoming such. The first legis- 
lative commission of New York to look into 
the tenement question recommended the 
“prevention of drunkenness by providin 
every man with a cleam and comforta 
house.” It has been proposed that the 
State build houses on model plans to be gold 
laboring men on long time at cost price. In 
‘some great cities through private benev- 
olernce this method is not uncommon. Still 
more common is the construction of model 
re to be rented at the lowest possible 
price. 

What benevolence and legislation is at- 
tempting to accomplish ‘for the laboring 
man in other parts of the world the laboring 
man of Chicago has done and is doing for 
himself. Umnaided he has solved the tene-

To one who 
has seen with his own eyes the filth and 
wretched poverty of these quarters the pos- 
sibility of wealthy folk dwelling there must 
seem almost incredible. Yet in a single 
block in Ewing street, from Jefferson to 
Desplaines, @ dozen families worth over 
$30,000 are logated, while every one of the 
over-crowded | shanties harbors at least 
one man financially in comfortable circum- 
stances.

He still grinds 
his organ, his wife keeps picking wood, and 
one of these days he will be as rich as Del 
Genio. Yery rarely does he Keep his savings 
in cash. His affectation of sheepishness not- 
withstanding, he is a shrewd investor and 
the first earnings are at orce put into real 
estate. ; 
Owns Realty Worth $750,000. 

Some of the Irish settlers still live in the 
Italian quarter. For over two score years 
Frank Dellemore has roomed above the lit- 
tle grocery store at the corner of Desplaines 
and Ewing streets. He owns the entire 
block in Desplaines street from Ewing to 
Forquer and a half a block north toward 
Polk, comprising real estate valued at three- 
quarters of a million. No one knows what 
he keeps in stocks and bonds and cash, for 
he is as mum as the proverbial oyster on that 
subject. The old man is an invalid and all 
the amusement he knows Is to have his chair 
shoved to’the window and there to sit and 
watch the fruit venders and rag-pickers at 
their work.

the richest one-legged man in Chicago. 
Until recently he worked as a teamster. He 
has now retired, but the old home at No. 150

who goes begging every day and owns three 
houses makes his quarters. 

Many rich men live in the vicinity of Max- 
well and Jefferson street, The little stores, 
the careworn faces of the proprietors, and 
the cheap second-hand articles displayed on 
the sidewalks all impress one with the pov- 
erty of thecommunity. What is the surprise 
to learn that representatives of millions of 
capital are grouped about a single corner! 
The Hebrew bargaining with an old woman 
for a seven-cent tin pan is worth $30,000, the 
other who ts selling fish from a wagon has 
$50,000, and the dry goods man at the cor- 
ner has reached the quarter-million mark. 
Not even the Italians can muster such an 
array of wealth. The homes of these folk 
are not unkempt.as are those in some places, 
for the Hebrew is cleanly in everything that 
concerns his own person. He lives more 
after the fashion of John Sullivan of Law 
avenue. 

Enemies of.the race claim the Jew is al- 
ways either a miser or a “ protz ”—in other 
words, a “ show-off.” For years and years 
he slaves, selling fish from a wagon or ped- 
dling shoestrings in a down-town thorough- 
fare. Twenty thousand dollars—he still

A fine residence is built in 
Ashland boulevard—no doubt the owner has 
a care that it costs more than that of any of 
his relatives. The wife throws aside the 
needle and thread with which she has filled 
sweat-shop orders. Diamonds and car- 
riages are ordered, and next Sunday the 
apers announce that Mr. and Mrs. So-and- 
Bo of the boulevard have left for a trip to 
Paris and Italy. .

Their 
stores look cheap and poor, but are perhaps 
yielding a larger profit than 'many of the 
finest shops in abash avenue.

His chil- 
dren were sent to Paris for education, and 
he himself travels constantly. 

“I've lived here most of my life,” Heiden- 
reich said, ‘“* and I want to die here, too.

Though 
almost an octogenarian, his back yard, 
where he makes a little extra money. by 
sorting iron for foundry purposes, keeps him 
busy the better part of the day. John La- 
max, President of a large bottling concern < 
and a millionaire, lives at No. 18 Chafles 
place. with black shanties and dumping 
grounds across the street. , 

No. 400 Dearborn street, the ugliest of the 
ugly brick butidings of that vicinity, is the 
home of the richest colored man in Chicago. 
Capt. Bates began business as an express- 
man and is now worth several hundred 
thousand dollars in improved real estate. He 
is still as plain as he ever was, and the bet- 
ter part of his house is rented out to colored, 
people, while he himself lives in a email 
room in one corner of the building. The 
first floor contains a colored barber shop, 
and the second door south is a saloon with 
the significant title, “‘ Sports’ Pavilion.” 

The Chinaman deserves mention. The 
basements in South Clark*street do not ap- 
pear to harbor any but the most poverty- 
atricken classes, though several of the Celes- 
tials are reputed to be worth $20,000. Hip

They Believe That to Walk Barefoot 
im the Grass at Dawn Will Cure Dis- 


ease—Scores Are to Be Found inthe | 


Chicago Parks Daily—They Shrink 
from the Gaze of Spectators—Some 
Interesting Experiences with Chi- 
cago Kneippists.

HE people of New York are just now 
concerning themselves more or less 

with the Kneippists. To rise at gray 

dawn and wander forth in search of 

the innocent but far- from unsuspecting 
Kneippist is just now a Gotham diversion, 
common alike to the street arabs and the 
idle pleasure-seekers. The Kneippists, be it 
known to the uninitiated, are followers of 
the Bavarian priest, Father Kneipp, and 
*they. believe that walking barefooted 
through the dewy grass of early morning 
will cure all the ills to which human flesh is 
heir, not exclusive of unsound views on the 
silver question and an undue fondness for 
chewing gum. This, at least, is what their 
friends attribute to them; the Kneippists 
themselves tell a different story—a story 
replete with hairbreadth escapes and won- 
derful discoveries; a story which throws the 
most flamboyant patent medicine advertise- 
ment ever written far into the shade. : Gout, 
sciatica, rheumatism, poor complexions, the 
football limp and the bicycle hump, unor- 
thodox religious opinions, and mistaken 
ideas of one’s own importance all disappear 
before a vigorous course of the dewy grass 
treatment, so say these fin-de-siécle bare- 
foot pilgrims, and in pursuance of this idea 

- they have preémpted the parks. The New 
York Park Commissioners have been ear- 
nestly petitioned by the Kneippists to open 
up the parks to them, and this lately has 
been done. Hereafter any New York Kneipp- 
ist who desires to take a dew constitutional 
may do so unmolested between the hours of 
6 and 8 in the marning.. It is more than 
probable that he will find himself the center 
of an interested crowd, and he may—indeed, 
certainly will—meet with much derision and 
guying, but the danger of arrest is over. 
Not so very long ago the harmless and 
guileless Kneippist who doffed his footgear 
in the parks was in great danger of coming 
into collisjon with the law. In many cases 
he esca because the policeman who spied 
him at his chilly tramping hardly knew 
what to charge him with;.in others he was 


w séeming carélessness behind a clump 
of ‘bushes or convenient tree, and emerges 
a few minutes later barefooted and still 
more blushing. Her shoes and stockings 
are invariably carried in one hand; the other 
holds her skirts up from the dripping grass. 
The bicycle girl dons her gaiters and rolls 
them wp to the ankles. She thus has both 
hands free to carry her foot coverings. After 
satisfying herself that no spectator is near 
she proceeds to walk up and down, slowly 
and leistrely, and with an apparently deep 
interest in the sky or the shrubbery. A the 
approach of.a stranger she drops her skirts 
hastily’; turns to her companion, and re- 
marks in a would-be careless but really 
. trembling voice: ‘ ‘‘ O, just look at that bank 
of clouds.” If this bit of strategy succeeds, 
really or apparently, she walks on calmly, 
wearing a triumphant smile; if the passer- 
by so much.as glances in her direction she 
changes her ejaculation to “ Let’s look for 
a four-leaved clover,”” and drops to the 
ground. If the gazer comes suddenly upon 
her she seeks shelter without reserve or 
hesitation by one of two methods.

And there, curled up in a little heap, 
she remains, distressed and nervous, until

‘her dew-walking uninterruptedly. A flock 
of disturbed girl Kneippists hurrying for 
cover makes far better game for the mascu- 
line beauty-lover than the short-skirted 
wheelwoman. If the dew-walking contin- 
ues early morning strolls are bound to grow 
popular with the stronger sex of Chicago. 

The dew-walkers in Chicago are abroad 
in plenty every morning. Between 5 and 6 
o’clock is the hour best beloved of the 
Kneippists just now, but as late as 7, or 
even 7:30 of a chilly morning, an occasional 
barefooted promenader may be seen in the 
parks. An early morning bicycle ride, taken 
« few days ago, revealed the barefooted peo- 
ple in three distinct and separate parks, to 
gay nothing of the Midway basin and Drexel 
boulevard—and aH before the breakfast 
hour. 

Glimpses at the Kneippists. 


The first-comer made her appearance upon 
the Midway and alone. The street lamps 
had not yet been extinguished and it was 
hardly light. Under cover of the dusk she 
removed her shoes and stockings unno- 
ticed and began to walk slowly along the 
glistening grass. Her skirts were long, and, 
for a wonder, she let them sweep the damp 
verdure unmolested. At first sight her 
bared feet were not noticeable. But the 
stockings swinging from either hand be- 
trayed her. They would flutter in the breeze, 
and before she could restrain their exuber- 
ance she stood confessed. But upon the ap- 
proach of the enemy she adopted the usual 
tactics of the Kneippist. Motionless upon 
the crass she sank, and there she staid. 

She was followed by a party of laughing 
bicycle girls. They giggled as they stacked 
their wheels, they giggled as they removed 
their shoes and stockings, they giggled as 
they rolled up their gaiters, they giggled 
when the cold blades of grass touched their 
feet, they giggled when detected.

The chief objection to this highly interest- 
ing fiction is that the trunk is the nose of the 
creature and it could not possibly have held 
its breath sufficiently long to take this 
vengeance upon the tailor. 

Feats Those of Mimicry. 


“In keeping with this yarn are those that 
recite the extraordinary affection of the 
creature for its master, and how time and 
again it has risked its own life to save the 
human beings it loved. The feats performed 
by thé elephant in circus and general in- 
dustrial life: are merely those of mimicry, 4 
rather low evidence of intelligence. It is 
notorious: that human idiots are exception- 
ally good imitators. While it is true that 
in ‘considering the claims of the dog and 
the horse for ‘recognition as first in, brute 
creation in point of wisdom and understand- 
ing their tricks are recited, yet these are 
regarded merely as corroborative evidences. 


The actions of these creatures when thrown | 


upon their own resources are the best proofs 
of their intellectual strength. It is not in- 
sisted by any means that the elephant is a 
stupid animal, but it is a fact that should be 
punctured that it is not nearly so intelligent 
as the dog or horse or opossum. Except 
upon given occasions the elephant is tracta~-. 
ble, obedient, uncomplaining, and a faithful 
and trustworthy worker. But it only does 
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. then,

“In its native state the elephant is strictly 
herbivorous, eating grasses or browsing on 
leaves, hut, like many other vegetarians in 
the wild state, it becomes omnivorous in 
captivity. Young people and older ones, too, 


know with what avidity it will eat nuts, 


candy, and bread, and drink lemonade and 
pop. 

‘‘ The great Mr. Darwin has clearly pointed 
out how animals and plants undergo varia- 
tion under changed conditions. These mu- 
tations may be restricted to special organs 
or functions, or they may be systemic and 
general. Bears, which, with the exception 
of the polar member of the family, are vege- 
tarians, may readily be converted into flesh- 
eaters, and it is known that.the polar bear, 
which in its icy home is strictly carnivorous, 
just as readily when in captivity becomes 
a confirmed vegetarian. At given stations 
in thé British possessions where hay, fodder, 
and grass are noi to be, had, the horses have 
been adapted to the changed conditions, 
their stomachs contracting until they could 
readily digest oats alone. | 

** So the elephant in captivity gets a sweet 
tooth, a sour tooth—in fact, any sort of tooth. 
It has been known to devour meat even with 
greatest enjoyment. No less than three au- 
thentic cases have come to my notice in 
which they were decided tipplers. Indeed, 
one of these enjoyed nothing upon earth so 
much as getting hilariously and then mand- 
lin drunk. It was not his fault that he did 
not remain in a state of constant inebriety. 
But his owner was proprietor of a small 
circus whose daily receipts were somewhat 
uncertain, and as it took something more 
than a gallon of whisky to make him drunk, 
the man plainly could not afford to indulge 
Jim’s appetite except upon state occasions. 
When in this condition he would stagger 
like a drunken man, look foolish and act 
foclishly, and finally pass into a state of 
coma, in all things précisely like a man who 
has indulged in drunkenness.

There are Kneippists here in plenty, al- 
though they have only lately attracted the 
attention of their neighbors, but Chicago 
citizens manage things differently from their 
New York bretHren. Here, in Chicago, the 
asking of permission to walk barefooted in 
the parks has not ‘been deemed necessary. 

he Kneippists have quietly pleased them- 
selves to the place and scope of their 
dewy menades, and have been walking in 
the parks all summer. As early ‘as last 
year they discarded the back yards which 
had hitherto satisfied them, and betook 
themselves, with the exception of an Engle- 
wood coterie, which still seeks seclusion, to 
the parks and commons, and there they 
stroll and saunter every morning. 


Kneippists in Chicago Parks. 

Lincoln Park ‘has quite a colony of dew- 
walkers every morning, Washington Park 
has its share, and Jackson Park grows in 
favor daily. Apparently the West Side is 
still untouched by the Kneipp idea; btt 
Drexel boulevard has its own particular 
clientéle, and the Midway basin seems to 
be especially liked by the uihconventional 
pedestrians. The grassy length ts more 
than delightful to feet which are still tender 
from long wearing of shoes, and the sloping 
' sides afford other advantages highly prized 
by the feminine Kneippist. The swiftest 
method of hiding the bared pedal extrem- 
ities when detected in the act of dew-walk- 
ing is to sit down suddenly, and to perform 
this act gracefully and effectively is much 
easier when a gentle mound is near than 
when the flat sward is the only refuge of- 
fered. The average Kneippist, though bold 
enough to walk in the parks, still shrinks 
from the public gaze, and many are the sub- 
terfuges resorted to in order to escape no- 
tice. And, by an odd reversal of all ordinary 
rules, the younger the woman and the pret- 
tier the feet which are thus mercilessly 
bared for inspection the more anxious she 
is to avoid this ordeal.

By half-past 7 not one 
of them remained. 

Along Drexel boulevard, down where the 
bushes are highest and the flowers brightest, 
a party of fashionable women were merrily 
trying the dew cure. A maid walked behind 
each, carrying the inevitable hosiery, and 
the feet disclosed by the daintily lifted petti- 
coats were small and white. In some cases 
the maids were also barefooted. These wom- 
en neither blushed nor retredted when the 
passer-by glanced in their direction. Appar- 
ently they were well used to casual specta- 
tors. They returned the gaze of the watcher 
haughtily, but they never dropped the highly 
elevated skirts. 

Farther down the drive a pretty nurse 
maid, guarding a flock of barefooted chil- 
dren, blushed and made for the bushes in the 
center of the grass plat whenever any one 
passed by; a white-haired old lady, leading a 
blind boy, did the same, but a party of school 
girls, walking sedately with heads bent over 
learned-looking books, never even raised 
theireyes.

to reproduce their kind. 

“ As a fact, any and all of the animals re- 
ferred to will reproduce almost as freely 
when slaves to man’s will as when, free, 
they roam the jungles, fields, or rivers of 
their respective habitats. I am reminded 
of the disillusions of science in thinking 
of that giant of the forest, the elephant, 
and trying to recall those I have seen that 
were born captives in a foreign land. The 
number is very Hmited, but three or four in 
all. The reason for this, however, one does 
not have far to ge in order to find. InIndia 
the creature is used in the army and in civil 
life; in the former for bearing munitions of 
war, and in the latter for bearing burdens 
or performing ordinary labors, such as lay- 
ing stones in building operations and in car- 
rying lumber and pilingit. In India nothing 
could be possibly more undesirable than an 
industry of elephant breeding. In that 
country, even, the keeping of an elephant 
is no small tax upon its owner, averaging, 
say, about $laday. The animal grows but 
slowly, and is utterly unfit for labor until it 
is twelve or fifteen years old. Even then 
it can perform only about one-half the labor 
of a fully matured brute. But a baby ele- 
phant, after its first year of life, will cost 
for its maintenance about 50 cents a day, 
this cost increasing yearly until the max- 
imium of $1 is attained. In other words, to 
rear a baby elephant costs about $3,275, to 
say nothing of the interest upon the in- 
vestment and the risk of the creature’s 
death. This cost takes it to its thirteenth 
year only, and in all this time it is absolute- 
ly unproductive. 


Cheaper to Capture Them. 


‘*‘Much easier is it and far less expensive 
for a community when in need of a few ele- 
phants to send out.a number of its most ex- 
perienced hunters, drive a herd of wild ones 
into a corral, and capture the choicest males 
and females of the flock. A half dozen or 
more may thus be obtained within a few days 
at a merely nominal cost, say less than $100 
for the whole number, and at comparatively 
little risk to the persons engaged. Beforea 
month elapses they are obedient to their 
masters and work as drudges day by day. 

‘This is why a baby elephant is regarded 
with rank disfavorin India. Indeed, there is 
excellent reason for saying that the advent 
of a youngster is esteemed such a calamity 
that baby-elephanticide is freely justified. 
This is not the case with the lion, tiger, leop- 
ard, and other members of the cat family, 
or with the rhinoceros and hippopotamus, 
These are never used as beasts of burden, but 
are desired chiefly for exhibition in zoolog- 
ical gardens, where their young never fail 
to have ever-abiding attractions to grown 
people as well as children. So general has 
the breeding of lions become that I doubt if 
there can be found in captivity today in all 
America or Europe a single lion that was lit- 
tered in its native wilds. The same may be 
said of the hippopotamus, which, given 
proper diet and a large tank, would seem to 
do better in prison than in the streams and 
rushes of the Old World. 

‘* But there are many disillusions concern- 
ing the elephant besides the one already 
noted. Science saw the creature piling lum- 
ber and planks in India, laying stone true to 

the plummet, saw it waltzing, standing upon 
its head, drinking from a bowl] with the 
clown, and firing off cannon in the circus, 
and science said: ‘ Behold a creature hu- 
manlike in intelligence.’ Thereupon science 
—this was nearly a century ago—placed the 
elephant next to man in order of intelligence, 
and kept it there despite the evidence of the 
eye and the dictates of common sense until 
a very few years ago. How readily did we 
accept as truth that fable of a tailor’s prick- 
ing the trunk of one of these giants, which 
bore the insult and pain in silence until it

what it has been commanded to do, and if 
left to itself would become a vagabond and 
loafer. It has a fairly good memory, and 
once it has been taught to do a thing is not 
likely ever to forget it. 

‘Whether it has affection for its master 
and those of his household is open to proof. 
Certainly it is frequently employed as a 
nurse for babies in India, and whether keep- 
ing off the flies and other insects or guard- 
ing the little ones from predatory creatures 
oF greater size, it is always faithful to its 
trust. This it might do, however, and still 
dislike its charge most positively. What it 
foes here is, again, merely imitative, and 
being in most wholesome dread of punish- 
ment, for the Indian master is cruel in his 
treatment of the brute, it may be moved 
solely by fear in its discharge of-duty. 

** One fact is most certain, and this isthat 
the elephant is the most uncertain and 
treacherous of servants at given periods. 
This is especially true of the male, which at 
times gets into most uncontrollable fits of 
rage, and will destroy keeper or master 
if only it may find either at a disadvantage. 
Instances are of but too common occurrence 
in which such tragedies have taken place. 
Not so many years ago old Romeo, a fine 
elephant, was taken out and shot while on 
exhibition tn a circus at Chicago. This ugly 
brute appeared to be utterly dead to kind- 
ness. He had killed no fewer than five of 
his Keepers, and it was for the crime of mur- 
dering the last one of these, as well as for 
his previous bad character, that he came to 
his tintimely end. This recurrence of un- 
controllable passion will always operate 
against the establishing of cordial relations 
between man and the beast. 


Not Markedly Intelligent. 


* Long and patient study of the elephant 
in captivity has not led me up to enthusiastic 
admiration for its intelligence. But a day 
or two ago I watched for some time the un- 
availing efforts of the male elephant in 
Central Park to reach with his proboscis a 
peanut which lay just beyond the bars of his 
cage. He could not quite reach it and ap- 
parently he was racking his brain fora plan 
that would meet the exigency. Asa’ mct it 
would have been the simplest thing in the 
world. A single tiny blast from his trunk 
would have sent the coveted prize whirling 
inside the cage, on a line a little to the right 
of where he stood. This expedient, however, 
never onee occurred to him and so he did 
not get the goober. 

“Whatever may be said of the intelligence 
of the brute, the economy of keeping one for 
utilitarian purposes is settled. Inthis coun- 
try the cost of maintaining one would not be 
less than $2.50 a day; yet an elephant cannot 
do, day in and day out, the work of five 
horses. But five horses can be fed and shel- 
tered for a less sum than &2.50 in the aggre- 
gate. In India the elephant has been In use 
from time immemorial, and the people of the 
Orient are very slow to renounce any prac-. 
tice: or custom that age has honored. It 
probably has never occurred to them to 
count the cost in the transaction, Menager- 
les and zoélogical gardens are the only estab- 
lishments in America that cam afford to 
maintain the creature. N 

‘Reverting to the delusions ‘of science 
concerning the elephan® I am reminded 
that a work upon natural history of a date 
much less than forty vears ago declared that 
the African species could not possibly be 
tamed. This was claimed in face of the fact 
that Hannibal tamed them, for it was the 
big-eared African brute that bore such terror 
to the Roman soldiery. Jumbo, ‘once the pet 
of the London Zoo, later the property of Mr. 
Barnum, and lastly the victim of a railroad 
wreck, was ah African monster of great 
size. Latterly a number of the beasts have 
been brought out of the Dark Continent and 
distributed in various gardens throughout 
Europe, and one is not able to discover that 
they are in any sense less tractable or docile 
than their Asiatic cousins. |

*“** How about repudiating mortgages?’

There has been presented to the Field Co- 
lumbian Museum a large specimen of the 
black sea-bass, or jew fish, reeently captured 
by a Chicagoan off the Island of Santa Cata- 
lina in the Pacific Ocean, near Los Angeles, 
the most famous fishing waters on the 
Southern California coast. 

In addition to its scientific interest the 
specimen will serve as evidence for those 
who come from the West with big fish sto- 
ries. Black sea bass are probably the largest 
sportsman’s fish taken in American waters. 

The specimen presented to the Field Co- 
lumbian Museum weighed 384 pounds. The 
average weight is about 800 pounds. To peo-

OW two Wall‘street brokers who al-

did so just the same. They say that they 
went South for three things—to keep cool, to 
forget that business in the street was just as 
flat as a negro revival in cold weather, and 
to learn the true inwardness of the political 
situation in the South.

An ordinary-sized rowboat, manned by a 
skilled oarsman, a trollingt line somewhat 
smaller than an ordinary clothesline, and a 
hook with @ three-inch prong, comprise the 
equipment.

At the sight of their captors they instantly 
take fright and quickly go to sea with a few 
hundred feet of line, when their progress is 
checked and the struggle begins anew. 

This is repeated severaltimes. No attempt 
is made to hold the fish near the boat until 
an hour or two is spent in slowly reducing 
its strength. 

After the game is sufficiently exhausted to 
draw it within reach a knife is thrust into 
some vital part. 

The body is then drawn alongside and the 
boat tipped to the water’s edge. With the 
assistance of ropes and a favoring swell of 
the sea the great bulk is rolled in.

Use of the Sponge Renders One Less 
Liable to Colds.

It improves nutrition by causing a more 
rapid removal of the waste products from 
wa oar most invigorating forms of 
bathing is the cold sponge bath taken in the 
morning before breakfast. Persons who do 
not react readily after such a bath, such as 
the very young, the very old, or those who 
are seriously weakencd by disease, should 
not practice it. For a person of. average 
health, however, the cold bath is an excel- 
lent tonic. 

After a cold sponge bath of short duration 
there is a feeling of well-being and exhiiara- 
tion. The whole man is refreshed. The 
mental faculties are cleared, the muscles 
seem strengthened, and there is a desiré for 
both muscular and mental work. There its 
also a feeling of warmth due to the dilatation 
of the blood-vessels of the skin after the 
contraction caused by the cold water. 

The exhilaration and warmth of the cold 
sponge bath can'be increased by drying and 
rubbing the body with a rough towel. 

Care should always be taken not to have 
the bath too prolonged, or of a temperature 


so low as to prevent the reactionary dilata- | 


tion of the ype of the skin.

contract and relax easily, and therefore 
habitual bathers are comparatively little 
liable to catch cold. The number of red 
blood corpuscles, and the amount of coloring 
matter in them is increased by cold baths. 
An excellent way of becomirg accustomed 
to the cold sponge bath is to begin with water 
which is tepid and gradually reduce its tem- 
perature until absolutely cold water can be
